Lake    Forest    College    Opens 
With  New  Leader. 


When  it  was  announced  last  spring 
that  Dr.  John  Scholte  Nollen,  one  per- 
sonally unknown  to  the  majority  of  the 
students,  had  been  elected  to  the  Pres- 
idency of  Lake  Forest  College  a  great 
amount  of  curiosity  was  aroused. 

Dr.  Halsey  said  in  advance  that 
it  was  "an  inspiration  to  grasp  his  hand 
and  to  look  into  his  eye,"  and  it  is.  In 
the  short  time  that  the  students  have 
had  to  become  acquainted  with  him,  he 
has  won  their  confidence  and  respect. 
They  can  now  better  appreciate  the  fol- 
lowing statement  which  was  given  out 
by  Professor  Clapp  and  published  some 
time  ago. 

"Dr.  Nollen  is  pre-eminently  a 
man  fitted  for  the  presidency.  He  is 
a  great  hustler  and  an  indefatigable 
worker.  Four  years  ago  he  took  charge 
of  the  German  department  at  Indiana, 
which  was  completely  run  down.  He 
reorganized  it  and  built  it  up,  working 
winter  and  summer,  until  now  over 
three  hundred  students  are  enrolled  in 
his  classes.  He  is  a  man  of  frank, 
straightforward  honesty,  friendly,  sim- 
ple and  tactful,  always  gaining  his  point. 
With  such  a  man  at  its  head,  and  with 
the  splendid  new  equipment  with  which 
Lake  Forest  is  to  start  out  next  year, 
the  institution  may  well  look  forward 
to  a  new  era  of  growth  and  achieve- 
ment." 

Dr.  Nollen  was  born  at  Pella,  Iowa, 
January  15,  1869,  received  his  collegi- 
ate education  at  the  University  of 
Iowa,  where  he  graduated  in  1888.  Af- 
ter studying  for  several  years  in  vari- 
ous German  universities,  he  received 
the  degree  of  Ph.  D.    from  Leipzig  in 


1893.  For  the  next  ten  years  Dr.  Nol- 
len was  Professor  of  Modern  Lang- 
uages at  Iowa  College,  from  which 
place  he  was  called  to  Indiana  Uni- 
versity. 

The  Interior  SpeaKs  of  Dr.  Nollen. 

In  an  article  in  last  week's  Interior 
the  trustees  of  the  College  were  con- 
gratulated upon  having  secured  so 
valuable  a  man  as  Dr.  Nollen  as  the 
president  of  that  institution.  The  en- 
thusiastic manner  in  which  the  new 
president  has  applied  himself  during 
the  summer  months  to  his  new  tasks 
has  convinced  the  trustees  of  the  stir- 
ling  qualities  of  Dr.  Nollen.  The  new 
president's  picture  also  appeared  in  the 
paper. 


NEW  COURSES. 

The  Philosophy  department  is  of- 
fering a  lecture  course  two  days  out 
of  each  week  on  "Theory  in  Evolu- 
tion" or  "The  leading  scientific  and 
Philosophical  conceptions  of  the  19th 
century."  The  history  of  the  concep- 
tion of  Evolution  will  be  traced  from 
the  Greeks  to  the  present  time.  Dar- 
win's contributions  to  the  theory  will 
be  reviewed  and  its  general  applica- 
tion to  problems  of  morality  and  re- 
ligion be  finally  considered. 

Prof.  Bridgman  will  offer  a  com- 
parative study  of  Epic  Poetry  the  sec- 
ond semester.  The  study  will  be  de- 
voted to  the  greatest  epics.  He  also 
gives  a  comparative  study  of  the 
Drama  this  year  similar  to  the  course 
offered  last  year  except  that  it  will 
run  through  both  semesters. 
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THE  NEW  BUILDINGS. 

The  two  new  dormitories  for  men, 
fMackstone  and  Harlan  halls,  were,  as 
promised,  finished  in  time  for  the 
opening  of  college  and  in  them  even 
the  hopes  of  our  optimists  have  been 
surpassed. 

Their  exterior  not  only  adds  great- 
ly to  the  appearance  of  the  campus, 
but  their  interior  with  its  electric  lights, 
weathered  oak  furnishings  and  general 
air  of  comfort  and  beauty  make  it 
seem,  as  one  homesick  Freshman  re- 
marked, ''more  like  home." 

Two  other  new  buildings,  the  com- 
mons, and  one  wing  of  the  science  hall, 
are  progressing  rapidly  and  will  prob- 
ably be  ready  for  occupation  at  the 
beginning  of  the  second  semester. 
When  these  buildings  are  finished  and 
the  wing  for  the  chemistry  department 
added  to  the  science  hall,  Lake  Forest 
will  have  an  equipment  unequaled  by 
any  college  in  the  west. 

Our  gratitude  and  thanks  are  cer- 
tainly due  to  those  who  made  these 
buildings  possible.

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The  New  Coach. 

With  the  beginning  of  a  new  sea- 
son, our  football  team  comes  under  the 
leadership  of  Mr.  R.  C.  Brumbaugh, 
who  is  to  have  charge  of  athletics  and 
will  assist  Prof.  McNeil  in  the  depart- 
ment of  mathematics.  Mr.  Brum- 
baugh comes  to  us  from  Pennsylvania 
College  at  Gettysburg,  Penn.,  with  an 
enviable  record  in  athletics.  He  play- 
ed on  his  college  football  team  four 
years  and  on  the  baseball  team  two 
years.  Last  year  this  team  had  the 
record  of  tying  the  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania 6-6,  and  the  Pennsylvania 
State  College  o-o,  and  was  given  its 
only  defeat  of  the  season  by  Swarth- 
more — a  team  which  was  exceptionally 
strong  last  year.  Thirteen  games  won 
out  of  seventeen  played,  shows  the 
quality  of  baseball  played  by  the  Get- 
tysburg team.  These  records  together 
with  Mr.  Brumbaugh's  personality, 
which  has  already  won  him  many 
friends  among  the  students,  we  feel 
sure  will  soon  win  him  the  same  confi- 
dence on  the  part  of  both  the  football 
men  and  the  student  body  as  was  plac- 
ed in  our  former  coach,  Mr.  Vaughn. 
Let  us  all  give  him  our  aid  and  help 
push  the  team  along  to  a  successful 
season! 

Football  Rules  For  1907. 

During  the  Season  of  1907,  except 


for  a  few  minor  changes,  football  will 
be  played  under  practically  the  same 
rules  as  in  1906.  Last  year,  if  an  il- 
legal forward  pass  was  made — that  is  if 
the  ball  was  passed  forward  from  a 
spot  not  five  yards  toward  the  side 
from  the  place  where  it  was  downed, 
or  if  after  being  passed  forward,  it 
touched  the  ground  before  a  man  of 
either  side  had  touched  it — the  ball 
went  over  to  the  other  side  from  the 
spot  where  it  was  passed.  This  year 
if  such  an  illegal  pass  is  made,  on  the 
first  two  downs,  the  side  carrying  the 
ball  is  penalized  fifteen  yards  from  the 
place  where  the  pass  was  made.  On 
the  third  down,  the  ball  goes  to  the 
other  side  as  with  last  year's  rule.  This- 
year  there  is  a  new  official  added  who 
is  called  the  field  judge.  He  is  not  al- 
lowed to  penalize  but  must  report  to- 
the  other  officials. 

It  is  the  general  opinion  of  foot- 
ball experts  that  the  new  rules  intro- 
duced in  1906  have  improved  the  game 
fifty  per  cent.  As  it  is  now  played, 
the  game  does  not  demand  so  much  of 
weight  and  braun  as  it  does  speed  and 
quick  action.  This  gives  the  light  man 
the  same  chance  as  the  heavy  one  and 
it  gives  a  light  team  an  equal  chance 
in  competency  with  a  heavy  team. 
This  has  been  shown  to  be  true  in  sev- 
eral instances.     For  instance  when  the 
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■Gettysburg  team  of  which  Mr.  Brum- 
baugh, our  new  coach,  was  a  member, 
tied  the  University  of  Penn.,  which 
was  very  strong  last  year.  The  reali- 
sation of  the  fact  should  encourage  the 
man  who  has  always  considere  d  him- 
self too  light  for  the  game. 

Prospects  For  This  Season. 

The  new  season  has  opened  in 
Lake  Forest  with  as  good  a  prospect 
for  a  successful  football  team  as  there 
has  been  in  many  years.  We  have 
enough  men  left  from  last  year's  team 
to  form  a  nucleus  around  which  our 
new  coach,  Mr.  Brumbaugh,  feels  confi- 
dent he  can  build  up  a  strong  team 
which  can  play  its  stiff  schedule  to  a 
successful  .finish.  The  old  team  men 
who  are  back  and  ready  to  play  their 
usual  strong  game  in  the  old  positions 
are  Capt.  Callahan,  P.  Stoltz,  Berkheis- 
*er,  Mather,  Gibbs,  j.  Hennings  and 
Richardson  and  those  who  have  played 
.as  substitutes,  Stark,  Boys,  Lisk,  Ral- 
ston and  A.  Hennings. 

Some  of  the  new  men  who  have 
been  showing  up  well  in  practice  are 
Schulte,  S.  Taylor,  F.Taylor,  Prentice, 
Cone,  McMurray  and  Mason.  Coach 
Brumbaugh  has  urged  every  man  that 
possibly  can  to  come  out  and  the  squad 
now  numbers  over  thirty,  which  makes 
a  second  team  possible  that  will  give 
the  regulars  a  good  scrimmage.  One 
of  the  secrets  of  a  successful  team  is 
the  preparation  of  material  in  previous 
years.  Many  men  do  not  make  a  team 
until  they  have  been  trained  one  or 
two  years  in  the  squad.  This  system 
of  preparation  and  training  is  one  of 
the  secrets  of  Yale's  success  on  the 
gridiron.  And  those  who  cannot  take 
part  in  practice  should  remember  that 
a  crowd  out  to  watch  practice,  puts  life 
and  spirit  into  those  who  are  playing. 
Anyone  who  cannot  get  up  enough  in- 


terest to  walk  over  to  Farwell  field  and 
watch  the  practice  must  have  missed 
the  right  idea  of  college  spirit.  Are 
you  interested? 

Pointers. 
Get  out  and  limber  up  your  voice. 
The    team   needs  your    support.     You 
will   have   a  better  appetite  for  Mona- 
han's  afterward.

We  seem  to  be  in  the  midst  of  an 
era  of  beginnings.  At  the  outset  of 
this  collegiate  year  we  view  the  in- 
auguration of  a  new  executive's  ad- 
ministration, the  introduction  of 
several  new  members  of  the  faculty, 
the  occupation  of  the  new  dormitories 
and  along  with  other  innovations  we 
find  a  new  incumbent  in  the  editorial 
position  of  the  Stentor. 

The  last  innovation  necessarily 
means  the  beginning  of   a  new   policy 


in  regard  to  the  conduct  of  this  paper. 
We  suppose  therefore,  that  it  is  appro- 
priate in  this  first  issue  to  make  some 
comment  on  our  future  editorial  atti- 
tude. 

Since  coming  to  Lake  Forest  Col- 
lege we  have  had  the  examples  of  two- 
editorial  policies  which  were  funda- 
mentally different.  The  one  was: 
that  of  a  radical,  who  felt  it  his  duty  as^ 
STENTOR  editor  to  change  some  real, 
and  perhaps  some  fancied,  evils  exist- 
ing in  our  college  activities.  His- 
regime  did  not  meet  the  general  appro- 
bation, because  he  ruthlessly  trod  on 
toes. 

The  other  was  that  of  an  extreme 
conservative.  This  editor  was  evi- 
dently alarmed  by  the  downpour  of 
unfriendly  criticism  which  his  prede- 
cessor's radical  platform  had  precipi- 
tated, so  he  slid  to  the  other  end  of 
the  see-saw.  Under  his  direction  these 
columns  rarely  ventured  to  discuss  a. 
subject  about  which  there  chanced  to 
be  a  divergence  of  opinion  among  the 
students  or  faculty,  lest  some  brows- 
should  wrinkle  into  censuring  scowls. 
It  is  our  impression  that  this  last  policy 
did  not  arouse  approving  acclamation,, 
either. 

We  are,  therefore,  in  somewhat  of 
a  quandry.  The  radical  incited  inter- 
est, but  with  it  discontent  and  even 
enmity.  The  conservative  rufhed  no- 
plumages  but  failed  to  arouse  great 
interest. 

It  is  therefore  our  particular  task 
to  make  this  paper  interesting,  and  at 
the  same  time  representative  of  L.  F. 
C-;  critical  and  at  the  same  time  re- 
spectful of  tender  feelings.  Such  a 
"harmony"  paper  we  will  do  our  best 
to  conduct,  yet  retaining  the  privilege 
of  swerving  from  the  middle  of  the 
road,  when,  in  our  opinion,  extraordi- 
nary occurences  make  it  necessary. 
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This  paper  to  satisfy  the  demands 
made  upon  it  by  its  subscribers — i.  e., 
friends,  alumni  and  stndents  of  the 
College — must  above  all  things  be 
"newsy."  To  be  so  it  ought  to  be  a 
commentary  on  the  life  here,  just  as  it 
is.  It  ought  to  report  all  the  activities 
of  the  college,  and,  if  controversies 
and  factional  discords  from  time  to 
time  constitutes  a  part  of  this  com- 
munity's activities,  we  deem  it  our 
function  to  mention  them  in  these  col- 
umns, even  recount  them  thoroughly 
should  the  teapot  tempest  be  keen 
enough-or  let  us  say  ridiculous  enough. 

We  may  at  times,  with  editorial 
discretion  to  be  sure,  chide  the  culprits 
of  the  wrangle,  with  the  hope  that  fear 
of  publicity  will  compel  harmony 
where  our  unity  and  college  spirit  fails 
to  keep  it  up,  but  those  occasions  have 
ever  been  rare. 

Th<e  fondest  hope  of  our  college 
career  will  have  been  realized  when, 
at  the  end  of  this  scholastic  year,  we 
find  that  we  have  improved  this  paper. 
We  feel  that  it  can  be  done,  but  rea- 
lize we  can  not  accomplish  it  unaided. 
In  our  opinion  the  STENTOR  is  not  the 
medium  for  the  attainment  of  glory 
for  its  editor  and  staff,  but  it  is  rather 
that  for  every  individual  connected  with 
the  institution.  We  do  not  hesitate 
therefore  in  demanding  the  assistance 
of  everyone  on  the  campus  for  a  combin- 
ed effort  to  make  the  STENTOR  one  of 
the  best  college  publications  in  the  land. 
Heretofore  the  procurement  of  mater- 
ial has  been  a  task  akin  to  painful  den- 
istry,  but  this  year  we  must  ask  that 
this  reluctance  on  the  part  of  the  stu- 
dents to  contribute  to  the  STENTOR  be 
abandoned.  We  can  not  fill  the  eight 
necessary  weekly  galleys  of  this  pub- 
lication if  the  news  is  withheld  and,  no 
member  of  the  STENTOR  Board  is  ever 
sufficiently  seized  with  that    desirable

— to  fill  these  columns  with  interesting 
matter  on  that  all-absorbing  subject:

A  serious  epi- 
demic of  typhoid  fever  threatens  the 
north  shore  at  the  present  time,  ac- 
cording to  medical  authorities,  and  we 
owe  it  to  ourselves  and  to  our  fellows 
to  use  all  possible  means  to  avoid  this 
dread  disease.  Prof.  McKee  urges 
that  no  lake  water  or  any  but  that  from 
artesian  wells  be  used,  unless  it  has 
been  previously  boiled  or  distilled.

It  will  be  a  very  interesting  lecture 
and  a  sort  of  dessert  to  the  heavy  nu- 
tritious, intellecrual  repast  which  the 
lecturer  treated  us  to  during  the  rest 
of  the  course.

Popular    Lecture  —  "Some    Wonders    of 
Bird  Life  in  Great  Britain."    (Illustrated) 


Dr.  Nollen's  first  address  to  the 
students  was  given  at  the  chapel  on 
Wednesday,  September  eighteenth. 
He  took  for  his  theme  "Fellowship." 

A  synopsis  of  the  talk  is  as  follows:: 
"The  most  potent  influence  in  col- 
lege life  is  its  human  associations. 
The  college  is  first  of  all  a  community,, 
and  its  life  to  be  sane  and  wholesome, 
must  be  governed  by  the  laws  of  fel- 
lowship. College  men  are  character- 
istically social  and  easily  moved  to  al- 
truistic enthusiasm.  College  life  is 
marked  by  companionship,  united  ef- 
fort, and  a  fine  idealism.  The  old  war- 
fare of  semi-barbarous  days  between 
successive  classes,  between  students 
and  faculty,  between  town  and  gown, 
has  given  way  to  a  regime  of  co-oper- 
ation, of  fellowship  and  mutual  confi- 
dence. Nowhere  are  the  conditions- 
more  favorable  to  an  ideal  college  life 
than  at  Lake  Forest,  nawhere  is  there 
a  better  chance  for  the  ideal  college 
government,  which,  as  President  Eliot 
says,  "foretells  the  ultimate  form  of 
all  good  government  among  men,  a 
government  based  on  co-operative  in- 
telligence, universal  goodwill  and5 
noble  loves." 


CHAPEL    SERVICES    CHANGED 

To  insure  promptness  in  arrival  at 
classes  and  to  accommodate  a  change 
in  the  time  of  chapel  service,  or  Assem- 
bly as  it  is  now  called,  the  recitation 
hours  have  been  slightly  changed.  A 
warning  bell  is  now  sounded  for  the 
students  to  assemble  for  their  next 
classes,  so  that,  at  the  sound  of 
the  final  bell,  ten  minutes  later,  rec- 
itations may  begin  promptly. 

Chapel  is  now  held  at  ten    o'clock 
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instead  of  twelve  and  is  dismissed 
promptly  at  ten-fifteen. 

Besides  the  change  in  the  time  of 
holding  chapel  there  have  been  two 
other  changes: 

The  most  noticeable  of  these  two 
is  the  change  of  the  seating  in  chapel. 
The  old  custom  of  having  the  seniors  sit 
in  the  rear  with  the  younger  students  in 
front  has  been  reversed.  The  first  two 
pews  are  now  occupied  by  members  of 
the  faculty,  then  come  the  Seniors,  Jun- 
iors, and  Sophmores  with  the  Fresh- 
men and  special  students  in  the  rear. 

The  other  change  is  that  chapel 
attendance  is  no  more  made  compul- 
sory. However,  coming  at  the  con- 
venient hour  that  it  does,  it  is  hoped 
that  the  students  will  soon  come  to  re- 
gard the  Assemby  as  a  pleasureable 
recreation  .lather  than  an  imposed 
task.  Recompense  for  continuous 
attendance  will  be  derived  from  the 
interesting  daily  short  talks  that  we 
are  to  have  from  different  members 
of  the  faculty  and  from  the  fact  that 
all  important  notices  of  occurences 
and  changes  are  to.be  made  from  the 
chapel  pulpit. 

THE  CHURCH  AND   THE  COLLEGE. 

The  following  is  a  brief  summary 
of  the  convocation  sermon  delivered 
by  President  Nollen  at  the  convo- 
cation services  held  in  the  Presbyte- 
rian church  last  Sunday. 

Lake  Forest  was  built  by  ideal- 
ists. They  created  a  beautiful  en- 
vironment for  home  life  an  environment 
for  Christian  homes  with  the  church  as 
their  center,  and  an  environment  for 
Christian  education.  The  history  of 
higher  education  in  this  country,  up  to 
recent  years,  is  largely  a  record  of  the 
work  of  the  churches;  but  a  great 
change  has  been  wrought  by  the  de- 
\velopement  of  state  institution  and  by 


the  general  tendency  of  all  colleges  to 
free  themselves  from  church  control. 
Does  this  mean  the  secularizing  of  our 
colleges?  Only  in  the  sense  that  the 
college  is  teaching  future  leaders  in 
every  domain  of  American  life  the  in- 
adequacy of  the  old  distinction  be- 
tween the  sacred  and  the  secular  and 
fitting  Christian  men  and  women  for 
the  task  of  saving  the  world  in  all  its 
great  activities  and  establishing  a 
Christian  civilization.  The  college  and 
the  church  are  working  together 
against  the  selfish  and  utilitarian  ten- 
dencies of  the  age.  The  scientific 
spirit  is  a  help  and  not  a  hinderance. 
but  it  must  work  in  harmony  with  the 
Christian  spirit  of  docility,  good  will, 
and  self-giving.  Lake  Forest  College 
must  blend  the  scientific  spirit  with  the 
Christian  spirit.  It  must  represent  the 
ideals  of  the  founders  of  Lake  Forest, 
ideals  of  beauty  and  of  the  best  teach- 
ing with  the  highest  inspiration  to 
right  living.

STUDENT    GOVERNMENT. 

Last  spring  some  thought  was  giv- 
en to  the  question  of  "Student  Govern- 
ment" or  "Senior  Control."  Meetings 
were  held  and  it  was  found  that  both 
faculty  and  students  were  in  favor  of 
the  idea,  so  that  there  is  now  a  Senior

Lake  Forest  has,  in  fact,  long  had 
a  form  of  Senior  control,  though  many 
perhaps  have  not  realized  it.  So  far 
this  control  has  depended  upon  the  un- 
written, but  well  understood,  rule  that 
the  word  of  the  Senior  class  is  close 
unto  law.  This  of  course  grew  out  of, 
and  depended  upon  the  respect  and 
confidence  that  the  student  body  has 
always  held  toward  the  Seniors. 

The  new  idea  goes  deeper  than 
this.  Its  object  is  to  establish  between 
the  students  and  faculty  a  better  un- 
derstanding and  a  closer  relationship. 
When  this  is  done  each  may  better  see 
things,  which  may  be  of  importance, 
from  the  others  standpoint.  In  this 
way  more  effectual  work  maybe  done 
and  so  many  good  intentions  will  not 
go  astray.  It  may  easily  be  seen  what 
this  mutual  understanding  and  the 
spirit  it  will  foster  will  do  for  Lake 
Forest. 


MASS   MEETING. 

On  last|Monday  evening  the  men  of 
the  College  held  a  mass  meeting  at 
the  Commons  after  dinner  for  the  pur- 
pose of  stirring  up  interest  and  en- 
thusiasm for  the  football  team.  Mana- 
ger Dickey  said  a  few  words  indicating 
how  important  it  is  that  the  team  be 
given  strong  support  just  at  this  time 
and  urged  everyone  to  give  their  aid 
in  anyway  possible.  He  then  called 
on  Professor  Burnap  to  speak  briefly 
concerning  the  history  and  records  of 
football  in  Lake  Forest.

Lake  Forest  u — Carroll  College  5 
tells  the  story  of  the  first  game  played 
by  our  team  this  season.  Considering 
that  the  team  has  had  but  two  weeks 
of  practice,  and  that  a  number  of  po- 
sitions have  been  filled  by  new  men, 
the  work  done  by  the  team  on  Farwell 
Field,  Saturday  afternoon,  reflects 
credit  on  both  the  men  and  the  coach. 
All  of  the  old  men  showed  up  well  in 
their  positions  and  the  new  men  to  a 
man  showed  the  fighting  spirit  which 
is  the  making  of  a  winning  team. 
Gibbs,  Stark,  Gabbreth  and  Callahan 
were  the  principal  ground  gainers  for 
the  home  team,  while  Capps  and  Lyons 
did  the  best  work  for  Carroll.  After 
the  game  had  been  practically  won  by 
the  second  touchdown,  the  team  used 
its  opportunity  of  testing  every  kind 
of  play  and  trying  out  new  men.  The 
punting  of  Captain  Callahan  was  a 
feature.  One  of  his  kicks  covered  fifty 
yards  and  three  others,  forty  yards 
each. 

Carroll  won  the  tossup  and  Lake 
Forest  kicked  oft  to  their  15  yard  line. 
Here  Carroll  was  held  and  punted  back 
to  the  middle  of  the  field.  Lake  For- 
est ran  the  ball  20  yards  and  punted  to 
Carroll's  15  yard  line.  Carroll  tried  a 
forward  pass  but  the  ball  was  captured 


by  Captain  Callahan  of  the  Lake  For- 
est team,  Lake  Forest  was  then  pen- 
alized five  yards  twice — for  an  offside 
play  and  for  an  illegal  forward  pass — 
and  the  ball  went  to  Corroll.  Carroll 
was  then  held  and  forced  to  punt. 
Lake  Forest  ran  16  yards  and  was  held 
for  downs  but  recovered  the  ball  on  a 
forward  pass  by  Carroll.  Then  in  just 
four  downs  the  home  team  ran  35, 
yards  to  Carroll's  five  yard  line  and 
Gibbs  carried  the  ball  over  for  the  first 
touchdown.     Stoltz  missed  goal. 

Carroll  kicked  oft"  to  Lake  Forest's 
20  yard  line.  From  here  Lake  Forest 
by  the  best  play  of  the  game,  gained 
30  yards  by  a  triple  pass.  Carroll  then 
held  and  Callahan  punted  to  their  15 
yard  line.  The  visitors  lost  the  ball 
on  a  fumble  and  Lake  Forest  kicked 
15  yards.  Carroll  returned  the  ball  15 
yards  but  lost  on  a  fumble.  Lake  For- 
est was  held  for  downs  and  Callahan 
punted  over  the  line  making  a  touch 
back.  Carroll  punted  out  from  the 
25  yard  line  and  Stoltz  returned  the 
punt.  Carroll  again  punted  and  Lake 
Forest  by  a  succession  of  fast  plays 
ran  48  yards.  Here  they  were  penal- 
ized five  yards  for  an  offside  play. 
Gibbs  carried  the  ball  to  the  3  yard 
line  where  the  home  team  was  held 
and  Carroll  punted  out  to  their  46  yard 
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line.  The  half  ended  with  the  ball  in 
Lake  Forest's  possession  on  Carroll's 
35  yard  line.  Score  Lake  Forest  5, 
Carroll  0. 

The  seeond  half  was  an  exhibition 
of  good  punting  especially  on  the  part 
•of  Captain  Callahan.  Carroll's  kickoff 
was  returned  by  Lake  Forest  to  the 
middle  of  the  field.  Carroll  punted 
and  Callahan  again  returned  the  kick. 
Carroll  kicked  a  third  time  and  Lake 
Forest  lost  on  a  fumble.  Carroll 
punted  30  yards  and  Lake  Forest 
gained  20  yards  on  a  forward  pass. 
The  ball  exchanged  hands  two  or 
three  times  near  the  middle  of  the 
field  till  finally  Lake  Forest  captured 
it  on  Carroll's  30  yard  line.  Galbreth 
bucked  for  8  yards  and  Stark  took  7 
more.  Galbreth  covered  6  yards 
more  and  Stark  finished  the  eight 
yards  to  the  goal  line  where  Galbreth 
carried  the  ball  over  for  the  second 
touchdown.  Jones  kicked  goal.  Score 
Lake  Forest  II,  Carroll  0. 

Carroll  kicked  off  and  the  half 
continued  with  a  succession  of  short 
punts  and  runs.  Lake  Forest  was  given 
a  little  more  than  her  share  of  penal- 
ties. Finally  came  the  unfortunate 
play  of  the  day  for  Lake  Forest.  The 
ball  was  punted  over  Lake  Forest's 
line  for  a  touchdown  and  Callahan 
punted  out  from  the  twenty-five  yard 
line.  When  Carroll  returned  the  punt, 
the  ball  was  caught  by  one  of  her  own 
men  and  carried  over  the  line  for  a 
touchdown.  The  goal  was  missed. 
Lake  Forest  kicked  off  but  time  was 
called  and  the  half  ended  with  the 
ball  in  Carroll's  possession  on  her 
thirty  yard  line.

The  visitors  were  crippled  early 
in  the  game  when  their  right  end 
James  was  put  out  of  the  game  by  an 
injured  knee. 

Next  Saturday  the  team  plays 
Marquette  University  of  Milwaukee  on 
Farwell  field.  This  game  should  be 
an  exceptionally  good  one  as  the  Mar- 
quette team  is  reported  as  being  strong 
and  fast.  The  crowd  at  the  game  last 
Saturday  was  large  enough  in  num- 
bers but  not  in  sound.  This  week  let 
every  one  with  the  right  kind  of  school 
spirit  tune  up  his  voice  and  get  ready 
to  follow  the  yell-master  in  cheering 
the  team  on  to  a  second  victory. 
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It  is  an  annual  custom  for  these 
columns  to  contain]  an  editorial  re- 
proach for  half-hearted  cheering,  and  it 
usually  comes  immediately  after  the 
first  football  contest.  Much  as  we 
would  like  to,  the  circumstances  pre- 
vent our  desisting  from  this  customary 


upbraiding,  and  we  feel  called  upon  to- 
endeavor  to  see  if  we  can  not  exort 
the  freshmen, — and  some  upper-clas- 
sers  as  well — to  increased  lustiness;  to- 
more  expressive  enthusiasm,  and  to-' 
more  loudly  demonstrative  College 
Spirit. 

The  cheering  at  last  Saturday's 
game  was  simply — vile,  (and  it  is  only 
the  dignity  of  our  position  that  com- 
pels us  to  refrain  from  using  a  more 
emphatic,  though  inelegant,  adjective.)

But  beside  these  personal  advan- 
tages that  we  can  get  out  of  good  root- 
ing, there  is  an  aspect  of  duty  in  the 
situation.  Everyone  in  the  College 
ought  to  have  college  spirit, — a  senti- 
ment which  we  know  when  we  see 
and  yet  can  not  adequately  define.  In- 
this  country  it  finds  its  public  expres- 
sion viva  voce  at  inter-collegiate  com- 
petitions, and  since  this  is  so,  we  are 
each  one  of  us  duty-bound  at  our 
athletic  contests  to  demonstrate  by  vo- 
cal clamour  the  patriotism  we  feel  for 
our  Alma  Mater. 
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We  all  take  great  pride  in  a  vic- 
torious team.  We  ought  therefore,  be 
willing  to  do  all  we  can  to  get  one. 
During  a  game  nothing  makes  the 
players  fight  harder  than  the  feeling 
that  the  entire  Student  body  is  in  the 
bleachers  chirping  its  encouragement; 
nothing  urges  them  to  greater  gridiron 
valor  than  the  realization  that  their  ef- 
forts to  exalt  their  institution  is  ap- 
preciated by  everyone  of  their  college- 
mates.  While  the  game  is  on  there  is 
but  one  way  to  communicate  this  ap- 
preciation to  the  players  and  that  is 
by  ruffling  the  ozone  with  reverbrating 
U— Rah  Rahs  etc.

To  say  that  Saturday's  game  with 
Marquette  University  was  unsatisfac- 
tory in  every  way  to  those  interested 
in  Lake  Forest,  is  putting  it  mildly. 
Not  simply  because  we  were  at  the 
wrong  end  of  the  score.  The  game  it- 
self take  simply  as  a  game  and  not  con- 
sidering the  individual  playing  of 
either  side  was  as  poor  an  exhibition 
of  straight,  clean  football  as  it  is  hoped 
will  ever  be  seen  in  Lake  Forest. 
While  there  was  playing,  there  was 
good  work  on  both  sides.  The  Lake 
Forest  team,  crippled  by  the  loss  of 
Captain  Callahan  and  left  end  Mather, 
when  they  were  given  a  chance,  fought 
a  hard  game.  But  before  the  end  of 
the  second  half  the  spectators  and  the 
players  were  heartily  tired  of  the  con- 
stant dissention  and  wrangling  over 
decisions  made  by  the  officials.  Lake 
Forest  was  not  wholly  blameless  for 
this,  bnt  there  is  no  doubt  but  that 
the  visitors  "began  it"  and  the  home 
team  had  to  follow    for  self-protection. 

Acting  Captain  Gibbs  won  the 
toss  aud  chose  to  defend  the  west  goal. 
Freeney  received  Marquette's  kickofi 
on  the  5  yard  line  and  returned  the 
ball  15  yards.  Here  Lake  Forest  was 
held  for  downs  and  forced  to  punt. 
Freeney's  kick  covered  40  yards.  Then 
Marquette,  in  turn,  was   held  and  then 


punt  of  30  yards  was  returned  by  Free- 
ney 15  yards.  Here  Marquette  gained 
the  ball  and  ran  it  15  yards  on  a  for- 
ward pass  but  on  being  penalized  15 
yards  for  holding,  were  forced  to  punt. 
Freeney  made  a  fair  catch  and  punted 
out  to  the  40  yard  line  but  his  punt 
was  returned  by  Marquette  10  yards> 
Then  by  line  plays  Marquette  took  15 
more  but  on  trying  a  forward  pass, 
the  ball  was  caught  by  Freeney,  who 
returned  it  fifteen  yards  and  then  add- 
ed 10  more  to  that  by  an  end  run. 
Lake  Forest  was  then  held  and  punted. 
Marquette  made  20  yards  on  a  criss- 
cross and  covered  15  more  by  line 
bucks  but  lost  the  ball  to  L.  F.  by  a 
forward  pass.  Lake  Forest  tried  a  for- 
ward pass  but  was  thrown  back  20 
yards.  Freeney  punted  30  yards  and 
the  half  ended  with  the  ball  in  Mar- 
quette's possession  in  the  middle  of 
the  field. 

In  the  second  half  Lake  Forest 
kicked  off  to  Marquette's  fifteen  yard 
line.  Marquette  ran  back  ten  yards 
on  an  end  run  and  went  through  the 
line  for  five  more.  Here  they  were 
penalized  fifteen  yards  for  holding  and 
punted  twenty  yards.  Galbraith 
fumbled  and  lost  fifteen  yards  and 
Marquette  was  penalized  five  yards  for 
offside  play,  Lake  Forest  punted 
thirty  yards    and    Marquette    returned 
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the  punt  twenty  yards.  A  penalty  of 
fifteen  yards  and  a  loss  of  the  same 
distance  by  a  fumble  forced  Lake 
Forest  to  punt  again.  Then  followed 
a  rapid  exchange  of  punts  by  which 
neither  side  gained.  In  the  middle  of 
the  field  Lake  Forest  penalized  for 
offside  play  and  punted.  Marquette 
tried  a  forward  pass  but  lost  to  Lake 
Forest  on  their  ten  yard  line  Free- 
ney's  punt  of  forty  yards  was  run  back 
ten  by  Marquette.  The  latter  gained 
fifteen  yards  on  a  line  plunge  but  lost 
twenty  on  an  attempt  at  an  end  run. 
The  visitors  then  tried  a  place  kick  but 
missed  and  the  ball  went  once  the  line 
forming  a  touchdown.  Lake  Forest 
out  from  the  twenty-five  yard  line. 
Marquette  tried  running  the  ball  but 
could  not  make  their  distance  and  was 
forced  to  punt.  The  punt  was  returned 
by  Lake  Forest.  Then  came  the  play 
that  gave  Marquette  her  touchdown. 
The  Marquette  right  half  Meyer  was 
given  the  ball  for  a  run  around  left 
end.  The  play  was  well  formed  and 
should  have  been  good  for  fifteen 
yards  but  the  man  could  never  have 
got  loose  for  a  touchdown.  Lake 
Forest  tacklers  had  not  been  held. 
It  was  exactly  the  same  circumstance 
that  gave  Carroll  her  score  the  Satur- 
day before.  Unfortunately  the  unfair 
work  was  not  seen  by  the  officials  and 
so  the  score  was  allowed.  The  trial  at 
goal  was  successful.  Lake  Forest 
kicked  off  again  to  Marquette  but  time 
was  called  before  the  ball  was  put  in 
play.

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THE    MEDICINE  OF  THE  RED  GODS. 

The  gray  mists  of  dawn  rest  over 
the  lake  and  permeate  the  woods.

This  feeling 
which  white  men  are  unable  to  account 
for  is  explained  as  being  due  to  the 
Magic  of  the  Forest  and  directly  trace- 
able to  the  Red  Gods'  Medicine;  thus 
elucidates  the  Red  Man  the  whole 
mystery. 

I  recall  experiencing  one  early  morn- 
ing the  magic  of  their    panaceas.

A  moment,  then  my 
natural  body  resolves  into  nothing- 
ness and  I — yes  somehow  it  is  still  I — 
sit  suspended  in  the  infinite  "brooding 
my      own       unbroodable     thoughts." 


There  is  no  estacy — no  rapture  of  feel- 
ing; only  a  vast  calmness — an  all-ab- 
sorbing tranquility.  You  remain  thus 
probably  only  a  minute,  or  five  at  the 
outside1  yet  for  all  you  know  it  may 
well  be  an  age,  so  far  removed  is  the 
element  of  time  and  so  completely 
restful,  the  sensation. 

This  quiet  lasts  until  the  sudden 
jerk  of  something  material  arouses 
your  material  mind.  With  speed  out- 
pacing thought,  the  shores,  the  lake, 
the  canoe  and  your  body  mould  into 
place. 

Z-z-z-z-r-r-r  that  strip  of  line  now 
bow-string  taut  cuts  through  the  water. 
The  canoe,  yielding  to  the  pull,  moves 
bodily  sidewards  in  imment  danger  of 
upsetting,  but  you,  shot  from  your 
lethargy,  are  (supernaturally)  active. 
Every  trace  of  the  quieting  medicine 
is  thrown  off  and  in  its  place  comes  a 
more-worlds-to-conquer  spirit,  not  the 
grim,  dogged,  determined  kind,  but  a 
sort  of  effervecing  feeling  of  strength 
and  happiness  that  makes  one  glad  of 
living.  And  you  have  partaken  of  the 
magic  of  the  God  of  Exhilaration- 
Now  and  then  you  catch  yourself  talk- 
ing very  loudly  and  excitedly,  or  shout- 
ing your  warning  and  exclamations  of 
admiration  and  surprise.  Only  the 
greatest  activity  on  your  part  saves 
you  from  capsizing  and  prevents  your 
muskelounge  from  escaping;  but 
in  time  skill  and  strength  prevail  and 
the  exhausted  fish  is  reeled  in. 
What  a  thing  of  beauty  it  is  as  it  lies 
there  scarcely  five  feet  distant  and 
feeblybacks  water  in  a  vain  feffort  to 
free  itself. 

As  you  look  this  prize  of  yours 
grows  and  grows  until  it  has  attained 
the  size  and  aspect  of  a  shark  and 
as  you  gloat  over  his  cupture 
you  let  him  lie  there  unnecessarily 
sarily  long  that  he  may  grow  still  larger 
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before  he  under  grows  the  derogating 
test  of  scale  and  rule.  Already  you 
picture  the  envy  of   your    campmates. 

Ep — r-r-r-the  line  lies  limp  in  your 
hands!      He  is    yours  no  more! 

We  pass  over  your  chagrin  of  the 
moment  and  look  forward  to  that  time 
when  you  are  perhaps  in  your  inner- 
most heart  secretly  glad  that  he  es- 
caped for  now  there  is  no  evidence  to 
contradict  your  story. 

Many  a  cold  wind  has  come  to 
blow  that  summer  day  into  the  past. 
The  great  log  fire  at  the  Club  is  ever 
inviting  on  these  wintry  nights.  The 
intermittent  flaring  of  the  logs  reveals, 
in  sharp  relief  against  the  mahogany 
paneling  behind,  faces;  firm,  deter- 
mined, and  marked  with  lines  of  care; 
but  they  are  white  and  ghastly  and 
have  no  manner  of  color.  Stern 
men  they  have  been  all  the  day 
but  here  under  the  warming  influence 
of  the  blaze  they  have  grown  young 
again  and  forgotten  their  cares.

Dr.  Dixon's  simple  and  direct  manner 
won  for  him  the  undivided  attention 
of  every  listener. 
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Extracts    from    Report    of   tne    Committee    on 
Alumni  Relations  of  Rush  Medical  College 


This  report  is  being  sent  by  the 
committee  of  Rush  Medical  College 
alumni  to  principals  of  high  schools 
and  academies,  and  to  young  men  who 
are  preparing  to  enter  medical  col- 
leges. 

"The  physician  of  the  future — and 
of  the  near  future — must  be  more  than 
a  mere  caretaker  of  the  sick,  and  his 
ability  to  educate  the  people  in  medi- 
cal matters,  to  create  public  sentiment 
and  to  secure  a  needed  sanitary  legis- 
lation, will  depend  far  more  upon  his 
general  education  and  culture  than 
upon  his  technical  training. 

In  view  of  these  facts  it  may  be 
strange  that  the  medical  colleges  in 
this  country  have,  up  to  the  present 
time,  demanded  no  more  than  a  high 
school  diploma  (in  many  cases  not 
even  so  much  as  this)  as  a  prerequisite 
for  admission  to  the  medical  course. 
It  is  strange,  but  a  discussion  of  the 
reasons  for  this  is  not  here  essential. 
Fortunately,  there  is  evidence  that 
many  of  these  institutions  are  soon  to 
demand  a  more  adequate  preparation, 
and  all  schools  will  be  obliged  to  do  so 
in  the  near  future  if  their  graduates 
are  to  be  eligible  to  practice  in  several 
of  the  states.  Six  medical  schools  al- 
ready   exact   the     completion    of  two 


years  or  more  of  college  work  in  addi- 
tion to  four  years  in  the  high  school, 
as  a  requirement  for  admission.  Over 
thirty  additional  schools  have  an- 
nounced their  intention  to  require  at 
least  one  year  of  college  work  (in  sev- 
eral cases  two  years)  by  or  before  the 
commencement  of  the  session  of  1910- 
1 1. 

Several  of  the  state  Medical  Ex- 
amining Boards,  which  have  entire 
control  of  the  matter  of  licensure  to 
practice  medicine  in  their  respective 
statss,  have  signified  their  purpose  to 
refuse  recognition  to  the  diplomas  is- 
sued by  colleges  after  1910  which  do 
not  require  at  least  one  year  of  col- 
lege work  for  admission. 

It  is  the  earnest  conviction  of 
many  of  those  who  are  engaged  or  in- 
terestec  in  medical  education,  that  the 
facts  above  detailed  should  be  brought 
as  promptly  and  emphatically  as  pos- 
sible to  the  attention  of  all  young  men 
who  intend  to  take  up  the  study  of 
medicine.  No  persons  are  more  likely 
to  come  in  contact  with  these  prospec- 
tive medical  students,  to  learn  of  their 
purpose,  or  to  be  in  better  position  to 
advise  them  wisely,  than  are  the  prin- 
cipals and  other  teachers  to  whom  this 
communication      is      addressed.         If 
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through  your  counsel  such  a  student 
can  be  informed  that  before  taking  up 
the  study  of  medicine,  he  should,  if 
possible,  complete  in  a  high  gtade 
college  or  university,  the  course  lead- 
ing to  a  bachelor's  degree,  and  that 
under  no  circumstances  should  he 
think  of  entering  a  medical  college 
without  at  least  two  years  of  such 
work,  including  the  specific  branches 
above  outlined,  you  will  be  rendering 
an  important  service  in  behalf  of  the 
medical  profession,  of  the  general  pub- 
lic and,  above  all,  in  the  interests  of 
the  young  man  himself,  whose  future 
prosperity  and  happiness  you  may 
help  to  secure  by  preventing  him  from 
a  serious  blunder. 

Many  prospective  medical  stu- 
dents have  a  very  vague  comprehen- 
sion of  the  preliminary  education  now 
demanded  by  first  class  medical  col- 
leges in  this  couutry.  As  a  result 
when  they  present  themselves  as  stu- 
dents, they  are  rejected  for  lack  of 
preliminary  training.  This  informa- 
tion usually  comes  too  late  for  them 
to  make  amends,  except  at  an  expense 
of  time  and  money  which  they  either 
can  not  or  will  not  make,  This  leads 
to  their  entering  medical  schools  of 
low  grade;  thus  tending  to  lower  the 
standard  of  the  medical  profession, 
which  is  ahead)''  too  low. 

It  is  our  purpose  to  reach  the  pro- 
spective medical  student  during  his 
preliminary  training  with  a  view  to  ac- 
quainting him  with  the  demands  that 
will  be  made  upon  him  in  his  medical 
course.  It  is  believed  that  by  this 
plan  we  wili  be  of  service  to  the  stu- 
dent and  rlso  to  assist  the  medicrl  col- 
leges which  are  now  endeavoring  to 
maintain  a  high  standard  of  medical 
education.

DePauw  university  adopted  the 
honor  system  at  the  opening  of  school 
this  year.  Amherst  is  having  success 
with  the  system. 

Seventy-five  Minnesota  students 
have  enrolled  in  classes  established  by 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  for  making  up  back 
work  in  Latin,  physics,  algebra,  chem- 
istry, and  other  fundamental  studies. 

At  Brown  this  year,  the  custom  has 
been  adopted  of  having  ireshmen  wear 
brown  caps  with  white  buttons  on  week 
days.  "It  is  the  first  college  custom  to 
be  adopted  in  some  years,"  says  the 
Brown  Daily  Herald. 

"Resolved,  That  the  present  tend- 
ency toward  centralization  in  our  mu- 
nicipalities does  not  conserve  the  best 
interests  of  the  public."  is  the  subject 
of  the  first  debate  this  year  between 
the  Senate  and  Congress  clubs  at  Cal- 
ifornia. 

Rowing  in  shells  fastened  in  the 
tank  was  tried  for  the  first  time  at  Cal- 
ifornia last  week  and  was  successful. 
It  was  found  that  perforated  cars  are 
not  necessary.  Three  shells  were  in 
use  at  one  time. 

Iowa  City'  Iowa  October  9: — As 
the  weed  for  the  final  debate  try-outs 
at  Iowa  State  University  approaches 
the  interest  heightens.  Thirty-one  men 
will  be  pitted  against  each  other  in  an 
effort  to  secure  a  place  on  one  of  the 
intercollegiate  teams.  There  will  be 
three  men  and  an  alternate  on  each 
team, 
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LaKe   Forest  11— Northwestern   University 
of  Wisconsin,  10. 

With  a  still  crippled  and  disorgan- 
ized team  and  the  disadvantage  of  be- 
ing on  strange  ground  with  practically 
no  rooters  to  support  it,  the  Lake  For- 
est team  defeated  the  team  of  the 
Northwestern  University  of  Wisconsin 
by  a  score  of  ii-io.  That  the  score 
does  not  show  how  much  Lake  Forest 
outplayed  her  opponents  would  be  ad- 
mitted by  any  unprejudiced  person 
who  viewed  the  game.  Lake  Forest's 
two  touchdowns  were  both  made  on 
straight  football  while  Northwestern 
made  her  score  by  a  dropkick  and  a 
touchdown  from  a  fumble.  During 
the  first  half,  Lake  Forest  carried  the 
ball  twice  as  far  as  did  her  opponents 
and  gained  ten  to  fifteen  yards  by  each 
exchange  of  punts.  In  the  second-half 
Lake  Forest  wished  to  play  a  safe 
game  and  by  punting  continually  kept 
the  ball  in  her  opponent's  territory 
most  of  the  time.  Galbraith,  Gibbs, 
Bedell  and  Ralston  did  especially  good 
work  on  the  offense  and  Berkheiser  and 
Richardson  played  a  star  defensive 
game.  Freeney  was  compelled  to 
leave  the  game  in  the  middle  of  the 
first  half  because  of  a  charley-horse, 
but  before  he  went  out,  he  did  some 
clever  work  returning  punts.  Captain 
Callahan     took    his  own    place  at    left 


half  and  Ralston  took  the  place  left  by 
Freeney.  For  fear  of  renewing  Cap- 
tain Callahan's  injury  received  last 
week,  he  was  not  worked  hard  and 
came  out  of  the  game  in  good  condi- 
tion. The  game  was  snappy  and  weJl 
played  throughout — a  marked  contrast 
to  the  one  played  on  Farwell  field  the 
week  before.  Before  the  game  the 
Lake  Forest  team  had  a  chance  to  view 
a  game  played  by  Northwestern's  sec- 
ond team  and  in  this  way  got  a  line  on 
some  of  the  plays  used  by  the  first 
team. 

Gibbs,  acting  for  Captain  Callahan, 
won  the  toss  and  chose  to  receive  the 
ball.  Lake  Forest  began  her  offense 
by  a  short  quarterback  kick  which  gave 
Northwestern  the  ball  in  the  middle  of 
the  field.  Then  followed  an  exchange 
of  punts  by  which  Lake  Forest  gained 
the  ball  and  from  there  by  line  plunges 
by  Galbraith,  Bedell  and  Gibbs  march- 
ed down  the  field  for  their  first  touch- 
down. The  touchdown  was  nade  in 
the  corner  near  the  sidelines  so  Stoltz 
kicked  out  to  Freeney  who  heeled  the 
ball  and  Galbraith  kicked  goal. 

Lake  Forest  kicked  off  and  North- 
western returned  the  ball  fifteen  yards 
and  punted.  Lake  Forest  returned 
the  punt.  At  this  point  Freeney  was 
compelled  to  go  out  because  of  an  in- 
jured hip.     Captain    Callahan    went  in 
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and  immediately  gained  forty  yards 
by  returning  a  punt  thirty  and  carry- 
ing the  ball  10  yards  on  an  end  run. 
From  this  point,  Lake  Forest  again  by 
straight  line  plays  carried  the  ball  down 
toward  Northwestern's  goal.  Galbraith 
made  plunges  of  five  and  eight  yards 
through  holes  in  the  line  opened  up  by 
Bedell  and  Richardson  and  finally 
planted  the  ball  over  the  line,  making 
a  second  touchdown.  The  trial  at  goal 
was  unsuccessful.  Lake  Forest  kicked 
oft"  but  time  was  called. 

In  the  second  half,  Lake  Forest 
kicked  off  and  Northwestern  returned 
the  ball  fifteen  yards.  Then  followed 
an  exchange  of  punts  in  which  Captain 
Callahan  put  two  clear  over  the  men 
back  to  receive  them.  Northwestern 
gained  the  ball  on  Lake  Forest's  25 
yarn  line  and  the  fullback  Kowalke 
dropped  a  goal  from  field.  Lake  For- 
est kicked  off  and  kept  the  ball  well 
dow-n  in  Northwestern's  territory  by 
punting.  Then  came  an  unfortunate 
play  for  Lake  Forest  near  the  middle 
of  the  field,  they  tried  a  forward  pass. 
Berkheiscr  missed  the  signal.  Lake 
Forest  fumbled  and  Kowalke,  the 
Northwestern  full  back,  securing  the 
ball  ran  forty  yards  through  a  clear 
field  for  a  touchdown.  He  also  kicked 
goal  making  the  score  Lake  Forest  11 
— Northwestern  10.  Lake  Forest  again 
kicked  off,  held  Northwestern  for 
downs  and  ran  the  ball  to  the  25  yard 
line  when  time  was  called. 

The  weak  spot  in  the  Lake  Forest 
team  shown  by  Saturday's  game  is  in 
the  ends.  Stark  and  McMurray  both 
played  hard  but  as  they  are  both  new 
to  the  position,  the  team  as  a  whole 
was  weakened.  Berkheiser  back  at  his 
old  position  at  centre  played  his  star 
defensive  game.  The  punting  of  Cap- 
tain Callahan  and  of  Freeney  was  a 
feature.

Coach  Brumbaugh  says  of  the 
game  "The  gruelling  contest  with 
Northwestern  last  Saturday  was  a 
splendid  exhibition  of  old-time  foot- 
ball. Both  teams  played  clean,  aggres- 
sive games.  Both  depended  largely 
on  line  bucking  for  advancement  of 
the  ball.  The  work  of  our  line  was  a 
big  improvement  over  and  form  shown 
thus  far  this  season.  Richardson  did 
yeoman  service  in  charging  and  stop- 
ping the  line  plunges  of  the  North- 
western fullback  Kowalke.  Gibbs, 
Bedell,  Galbraith  and  Callahan  carried 
the  ball  well.  Stark  and  McMurry 
were  big  factors,  opening  holes  and 
helping  the  runner.  Stoltz  used  good 
judgement  in  running  the  team  and 
also  played  a  strong  defensive  game. 
Captain  Callahan  being  in  the  game 
again  gave  the  team  much  confidence. 
The  work  of  the  officials  was  all  that 
could  be  desired. 

All  of  the  men  came  out  of  the 
game  without  any  serious  injuries  with 
the  exception  of  Stark  and  Freeney. 
A  few  days'  rest  should  put  these  men 
in  playing  condition  again." 

Hard  practice  and  plenty  of  en- 
couragement from  the  student  body  is 
needed  to  get  the  best  results  from  the 
team  in  the  Beloit  game." 
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Although  it  was  rumored  last  year 
that  the  system  of  room-deposits 
would  be  radically  changed  this  fall 
the  students  find  the  same  old  amount 
on  the  semester  bills  set  aside  for  that 
unpopular  purpose.  It  is  not  alto- 
gether the  deposit  that  has  caused  the 


feeling  against  the  present  system  but 
the  manner  in  which  the  refunding 
has  been  done,  for  in  many  cases  the 
innocent  has  paid  for  destruction  of 
property  in  which  he  took  no  part. 


The  Dance  proposition  just  now 
is  the  most  important  issue  which  con- 
fronts the  Student  body.  Heretofore 
the  social  organizations  of  the  College 
(fraternities  and  sororities)  were  al- 
lowed to  give  a  formal  dance  each,  and 
as  many  informal  parties  as  they  had 
inclination  or  money  for.  This  privi- 
lege made  the  annual  lady-fuss  whiil 
consist  of  The  Prom,  the  Lois  Hall 
Dance  and  five  formal  "frat"  and  So- 
rority dances  and  about  five  informal 
parties,  giving  the  college  man  and 
woman  ample  occasion  to  become  ac- 
customed to  conventional  evening  at- 
tire (a  necessary  collegiate  education) 
and  lent  to  L.  F.  C.  an  atmosphere 
that  was  socially  "high-toned  and  le- 
gitimate." 

For  some  reason  or  other  the  fac- 
ulty have  put  a  lid  on  the  social  life  of 
the  college  and  limit  the  season  to 
three  "frat"  and  sorority  dances,  the 
Prom  and  Lois  Hall  dance.  This  nec- 
essarily compels  two  fraternities  and  a 
Sorority  to  be  unentertaining  during 
the  year. 

We  have  doubts  that  this  condition 
will  improve  the  situation.  A  frater- 
nity or  Sorority  is  one  of  three  things, 
— a  social  organization,  a  political 
clique,  or  a  self-centered  group  devot- 
ed to  hilarity,  with,  of  course,  the  Da- 
mon-Pythian spirit  rnlingeach.  Nat- 
urally the  last  two  rtnisons  d'etre  are  un- 
desirable and  the  first  is  recognized  as 
being  wholesome.  If  our  fraternal 
groups  are  indeed  to  ibe  nothing  more 
than  a   gathering  of  warm    friends  at- 
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tracted  to  one  another  by  sameness  of 
temperament  and  ideal,  we  must  do 
all  we  can  to  make  their  public  ex- 
pression of  themselves  uninjurious  to 
the  general  college  life.  If  they  are 
hampered  in  their  social  activities  there 
is  the  danger  of  their  turning  to  the 
latter  two  avenues — politics  and  self- 
interests — two  phases  of  fraternity  ac- 
tivity altogether  unwholesome  for  the 
college  itself,  as  we  have  reason  to 
know.  The  social  activity  on  the  other 
hand  is  beneficial  to  all  and  harmless 
and  above  all  else  welds  the  different 
groups  into  an  harmonious  co-relation- 
ship. 


We  once  had  a  very  odd  experi- 
ence. By  chance  we  attended  a  temp- 
erance lecture.  The  anti-booze  orator 
was  a  Billy  Sunday  sort  of  Demos- 
thenes. Himself,  a  retired  lusher,  he 
knew  just  what  kind  of  an  harrange 
would  most  effectively  prick  the  con- 
sciences of  his  Bacchanalian  auditors. 
With  much  hair-dishevelling  and  fist- 
pounding  delsarte  he  managed  to  make 
his  oratory  so  fetching,  that  when  the 
call  came  the  impressed  inebriates 
scrambled  over  one  another  in  frenzied 
haste  to  forswear  their  allegiance  to 
King  Barleycorn  and  to  pledge  them- 
selves to  hydropathy. 

The  scene  was  impressive,  but  we 
were  not  reassured  that  the  pledge  was 
permanent.  We  met  the  lecturer  after 
his  speech  and  in  the  course  of  our 
conversation  we  asked: 

"Mr.  X ,  how  many  of  those 

signers  really  keep  their  pledge,  as  a 
rule?" 

"As  a  rule,  sir,  about  one  in  a 
hundred." 

About  three  weeks  ago  we  attend- 


ed another  kind  of  meeting — our  First 
Football-Mass-Meeting.  This  gather- 
ing recalled  the  temperance  lecture  in 
that  pledges  were  signed  here  as  well. 
The  Coach,  the  Captain  and  the  Man- 
ager all  made  emphatic  and  earnest 
appeals  for  scrubs  to  aid  in  the  devel- 
opment of  a  successful  football  team 
out  of  the  available  material.  So  fetch- 
ing was  their  appeal  that  thirty  men 
did  ten  flat  in  their  endeavor  to  get  to 
the  platform  and  affix  their  names  to 
the  football  pledge. 

We  wonder  now  what  we  should 
have  answered  to  the  question: 

"How  many  of  those  signers  will 
really  keep  their  pledges  to  come  out 
for  football?"

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NEW      AUDITORIUM     OF     ILLINOIS 
UNIVERSITY. 

The  new  auditorium  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Illinois  has  recently  been 
completed  and  will  be  dedicated  with 
appropriate  ceremonies  on  the  4th  and 
5th  of  November.  The  building  is  a 
commanding  structure  on  the  highest 
point  on  the  campus.  It  is  designed 
to  seat  about  3,000  persons  and  will  be 
used  as  a  general  convocation  hall  for 
the  University  and  for  the  larger  musi- 
cal and  literary  entertainments. 

The  dedication  exercises  are  in 
honor  of  Edward  MacDowell.  During 
the  summer  a  request  was  sent  out  by 
the  university  authorities  asking  peo- 
ple interested  in  music  to  vote  on  the 
question  "Who  is  the  most  eminent 
living  musical  composer  of  America? 
About  ten  thousand  votes  were  cast 
and  Mr.  MacDowell  was  the  choice  of 
an  overwhelming  majority.  For  this 
reason  the  program  in  connection  with 
the  exercises  will  be  distinctly  a  Mac- 
Dowell program.  The  exercises  are 
to  be  opened  with  an  address  by  some 
eminent  speaker  on  Monday  afternoon. 
In  the  evening  there  will  be  a  special 
musical  program  consisting  of  the 
lesser  works  of  MacDowell.  On  the 
following  evening  the  Thomas  Orches- 
tra will  present  a  concert  from  his 
greatest  works.  A  marble  tablet  is  to 
be  set  in  the  building  to  commemorate 
the  man  and  the  date.

"It  has  no  creed,  but  is  controlled 
by  representatives  of  churches.  This 
keeps  it  a  Christian  organization,  but 
prevents  it  from  becoming  another 
Church. 

"It  restricts  its  management  to 
those  churches  that  have  found  by  ex- 
perience that  they  can  unite  without 
controversy  or  friction  in  the  doing  of 
religious  work.  This  enables  it  to 
teach  the  Bible  and  to  make  practical 
use  of  Christian  forces  in  helping 
young  men. 

"Its  fellowship,  clnbrooms,  gymnas- 
ium, boths,  classes  and  all  other  practi- 
cal advantages  are  open  to  young  men 
of  all  faiths. 

"It  is  not  an  experiment  but  is  the 
survivor  of  many  experiments.  While 
other  young  men's  organizations, 
social,  athletic,  educational,  ethical  and 
even  religious  have  failed,  this  has 
succeeded  and  is  now  in  successful 
operation  in  over  eight  thousand 
places  in  North  America  and  through- 
out the  world. 

"It  is  in  the  world  to  stay,  to  grow 
and  to  safeguard  and  develop  our 
greatest  asset,   growing  men."

KEPT  AT  NORTHWESTERN. 

Last  Friday  afternoon  marked  the 
culmination  of  a  most  strenuous  soror- 
ity rushing  season.  At  that  time  sev- 
enty young  women  pledged  them- 
selves to  join  organizations  which  were 
represented  by  the  various  colored 
bits  of  ribbon  pinned  upon  them  by 
joyful  rushers. 

For  nearly  three  weeks  there  has 
been  a  mad  whirl  of  society — one  con- 
tinuous round  of  dinner  parties,  lunch- 
eons, matinee  dances,  receptions  and 
other  social  festivities.  And  now  af- 
ter it  is  all  over  and  nothing  remains 
but  what  practical  politicians  call  the 
"hollering,"  what  do  we  find?  A  some- 
what chastened  and  subdued  return  to 
the  regular  routine  of  college  life?  On 
the  contrary,  the  sky  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  sorority  headquarters  has 
taken  on  all  the  lines  of  a  tropical 
thunderstorm.  Recrimination  follows 
fast  upon  insinuation  and  each  happy 
(?)  sisterhood,  pointing  the  finger  of 
suspicion  toward  her  neighbor,  claims 
the  willful  infraction  of  both  the  spirit 
and  letter  of  the  laws  binding  them  to- 
gether under  Pan-Hellenic  contract. 

Is  it  worth  while?  Not  the  activi- 
ties in  gathering  others  into  their  fold, 
but  the  organization  as  now  constituted, 
which,  intended  to  prevent  just  such 
scenes  as  we  on  the  outside  have  wit- 
nessed, has  been  found  to  actually  fos- 
ter them.  Is  it  worth  what  it  costs  in 
jealousy,  in  bitterness,  in  outraged 
feelings  which  will  not  down  whether 
fancied  or  real.  While  it  is  sometimes 
the  wisest  policy  to  reform  by  exterm- 
ination, this  extreme  measure  may  not 
be  necessary.  If  the  present  agree- 
ment cannot  hold  all  within  its  juris- 
diction to  strict  adherence  to  what  it 
claims  to  be  fair  and  just  regulations, 
then  "The  King  is  dead!  Lone  live  the 


King!"  In  other  words,  strengthen 
this  agreement  or  make  a  new  one  on 
different  and  possibly  more  stringent 
lines.  But  let  this  year's  experience 
be  enough  of  its  kind. — Editorial  of 
Daily  Northwestern. 


EXAMINATION     FOR    THE 
SCHOLARSHIP. 


RHODES 


The  next  qualifying  examination 
for  Rhodes  Scholarships  in  the  United 
States  will  be  held  on  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday,  January  21st  and  22nd, 
1908.  Examinations  are  to  be  held  in 
all  the  states  and  territories,  and  can- 
didates may  elect  whether  they  will 
apply  for  the  scholarship  of  the  state 
in  which  they  are  students  or  for  that 
in  which  they  reside.  The  examination 
forJllinois  will  probably  be  held  in  Chi- 
cago. Examinations  are  open  to  col- 
lege students  after  the  sophomore 
year,  or  to  graduates.  Candidates  must 
be  between  the  ages  of  nineteen  and 
twenty-five.  The  examination  will  in- 
clude the  following  subjects: 

1 — Arithmetic 

2 — The  elements  of  algebra,  or  the 
elements  of  Geometry. 

3 — Greek  grammar. 

4 — Latin  grammar. 

5 — Translation  from  English  into 
Latin. 

6 — Unprepared  translation  from 
Greek  and  Latin,  or  unprepared 
translation  from  one  of  these  languages 
and  a  book  in  the  other,  or  one  Greek 
and  one  Latin  book. 

The  scholarships  are  of  the  value 
of  $1,500  a  year  and  tenable  for  three 
years. 

Further  information  about  the 
scholarships  and  examinations  may  be 
had  at  the  President's  office.  Announce- 
ment of  place  of  examination  for  Illi- 
nois will  be  made  in  due  time.

It  is  our  wish  to  make  this  a  good 
college  paper;  but  as  we  said  in  our 
inaugural  editorial,  we  can  only  be  of 
service  in  a  cooperative  capacity.  The 
question  is,  "Do  you,  students  of  L.  F, 
C,  want  a  good  paper?"  If  you  want 
one,  then  do  something  toward  mak- 
ing the  Stentor  a  good  paper  by 
writing  something  for  it. 

We  have  had  no  literary  depart- 
ment in  this  paper  merely  because  no 
one  ever  wrote  anything  for  such  a 
department  and  what  ever  we  have 
printed  of  original  poetry  and  narra- 
tive has  been  borrowed  from  some 
other  College  (or  would  you  believe,) 
high-school  paper  with  whom  we  have 
an  exchange  relationship. 

Now,  strange  to  say,  I  am  firm  in 
my  conviction  that  the  average  Lake 
Forest  College  man  or  woman  is  the 
intellectual  equal  of  any  College  man 
or  woman  in  the  country,  and  that  we 
have  the  means  among  the  students  to 
get  good  original  literary  contributions 
for  this  paper;  all  we  wish  is  to  know 
the  goad  that  will  prick  their  dormant 
talents  into  action.  If  it  is  monetary 
remuneration  for  their  work  we  will  give 
prizes  for  the  best  and  most  contrib- 
utions, but  in  our  opinion,  the  best 
work  is  done  when  love  of  Alma  Mater 
is  the  incentive. 

The  contributary  support  of  a  col- 
lege paper  is  fully    as  necessary  as  the 
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financial.  The  production  of  an  ex- 
cellent paper  is  fully  as  necessary  as 
the  development  of  an  athletic  team. 
If  the  latter  is  supported  by  college 
spirit  why  not  the  former? 

The  thing  is  this — is  the  college 
large  enough  for  a  weekly?  From  the 
way  things  have  been  going  we  are 
beginning  to  believe  that  a  bi-annual 
issue  is  all  the  student  body  could 
comfortably  fill;  and  the  STENTOR 
board  is  beginning  to  be  conscience 
stricken  at  the  way  it  has  had  to  use 
other  college  papers'  material. 

Let  us  be  original — and  "us"  means 
every  student. 

Evidently  our  definition  of  a  fra- 
ternity in  last  week's  issue  did  not 
meet  the  general  opinion  of  the  sig- 
nificance of  a  college  brotherhood.  To 
be  perfectly  candid,  we,  ourself,  were 
not  altogether  satisfied  with  it  when 
we  saw  it  in  print.

TO  GIVE  CREDITS  FOR  ATHLETICS. 

Northwestern  university  is  taking 
an  advanced  stand  in  athletics.  The 
faculty  has  voted  to  allow  college  cred- 
it for  all  work  done  in  any  form  of 
athletics,  provided  that  this  work  be  of 
a  sufficient  high  standard  and  regular- 
ity, to  be  equivalent  to  four  hours  a 
week  done  in  the  gymnasium. 

This  will  make  it  possible  for  the 
student  who  desires  an  all  around  train- 
ing to  start  with  football  in  the  fall, 
to  follow  it  up  with  basketball  in  the 
winter  and  baseball  and  track  work  in 
the  spring,  thus  putting  in  a  whole 
year  in  a  same  amount  of  physical 
training  of  the  most  wholesome  kind 
and  for  it  to    receive  university  credit.

The  society  held  an  open  meeting 
on  last  Tuesday  night.  The  program 
was  in  the  form  of  charades,  which 
were  very  clever  and  much  enjoyed 
by  all  present. 


The  two  most  important  recent 
changes  in  the  administration  of  John 
Hopkins  university  are  the  increase  in 
the  undergraduate  course  to  four  years 
instead  of  three  and  the  removal  of 
restrictions  against  the  admission  of 
women  to  the  graduate  course. 
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LaKe  Forest  36— Beloit  10. 

The  above  score  tells  the  tale  of 
Saturday's  game  on  Farvvell  Field,  in 
which  the  Lake  Forest  team  gained  a 
decisive  victory  over  one  of  its  closest 
rivals  and  more  than  retrieved  for  its 
defeat  last  year  in  the  hands  of  the 
Wisconsin  men.  The  game  was  clean 
and  snappy  from  start  to  finish.  From 
the  time  when  the  referee's  whistle 
blew  for  the  first  kickoff,  till  the  last 
minute  of  play  when  Bedell  carried 
the  ball  twenty  yards  for  the  final 
touchdown,  excitement  among  the 
spectators  was  at  the  highest  pitch. 
Lake  Forest  clearly  outplayed  her  op- 
opnents  in  every  stage  of  the  game. 
Freeney's  punting  outclassed  that  of 
Beloit's  Captain  Johnston,  both  with 
and  against  the  strong  west  wind  and 
the  ground  gaining  of  the  Lake  Forest 
backs  and  tackle  was  little  short  of 
spectacular.  Time  after  time  the  big 
tackles,  Gibbs  and  Bedell,  would  hit 
the  end  of  the  line  for  eight,  ten  and 
often  fifteen  yards,  sometimes  carry- 
ing two  and  three  of  the  Beloit  team 
with  them  for  the  last  four  or  five 
yards.  The  charging  of  the  Lake  For- 
est line  was  hard  and  fast.  Berkheiser 
played  in  his  old  time  form,  several 
times  leaping  clear  over  the  line  and 
tackling  the  Beloit  quarterback  before 
he  had  time  to  pass  the  ball.     The  line 


held  well,  allowing  Freeney  ample 
time  to  get  off  his  punts  and  enabling 
Stoltz  to  safely  place  a  neat  drop  kick 
Stark  and  McMurray  showed  a  big  im- 
provement in  tackling,  smashing  inter- 
ference and  getting  down  on  punts. 
The  Lake  Forest  backfield,  at  times- 
seemed  a  little  weak  in  interference, 
but  considering  the  fact  that  they  have 
not  been  able  to  practice  together  reg- 
ularly on  account  of  injuries  to  Gal- 
braith  and  Freeney,  they  played  a  con- 
sistent game.  Captain  Callahan  and 
Freeney,  being  lighter  than  the  tackles 
were  placed  at  a  disadvantage  in  ground 
gaining  because  of  the  slow  field. 
Fullback  Galbraith  has  been  out  of 
practice  because  of  a  weakened  shoul- 
der and  on  this  account  is  to  be  com- 
mended for  the  aggressive  game  he 
played.  To  this  injury  is  probably 
due  his  lack  of  accuracy  in  kicking 
goals  as  he  did  not  have  the  customary 
freedom  and  confidence.  During  the 
last  few  minutes  of  play,  McMurray 
and  Stark  weakened  because  of  former 
injuries  and  their  places  were  taken 
by  Ralston  and  Lewis.  Ralston  play- 
ed a  fast  game  and  made  several  good 
tackles.  Lewis  did  especially  good 
work  in  getting  down  on  punts. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  game 
the  home  team  was  bothered  by  fum- 
bling and  thus  allowed    her  opponents 
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two  chances  to  get  within  striking  dis- 
tance of  her  goal  line.  As  soon  as  this 
fault  was  overcome,  Lake  Forest  set- 
tled down  to  hard  playing  and  her  goal 
was  not  in  danger  again. 

The  Beloit  team,  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  they  were  outclassed,  played 
with  the  fighting  spirit  of  true  sports- 
men. Their  captain, — Halfback  John- 
ston, played  a  star  game  on  offense 
and  defense  and  to  him  is  due  the  cred- 
it of  making  all  of  Beloit's  ten  points, — 
five  by  a  clever  35  yard  run  for  a  touch- 
down and  a  subsequent  goal,  and  four 
by  a  neat  place  kick  from  the  twenty- 
five  yard  line. 

Lake  Forest  won  the  toss  and 
chose  to  receive  at  the  west  goal.  Mc- 
Murray  received  the  kickoff  on  the  15 
•yard  line  and  returned  it  7  yards. 
Gibbs  made  6  yards  off  tackle,  Gal- 
braith  took  6  more  and  then  Captain 
Callahan  made  a  clever  forward  pass 
good  for  17  yards.  In  the  middle  of 
the  field  Bedell  fumbled  and  Beloit 
captured  the  ball.  Lake  Forest  was 
penalized  twice  for  offside  plays  and 
Beloit  made  twenty  yards  on  offtackle 
plunges.  On  their  35  yard  line  Lake 
Forest  held  and  Beloit  punted  over  the 
goal  line  making  a  touchback.  Beloit 
punted  out  from  the  twenty-five  yard 
line.  Freeney  returned  it  10  yards 
and  then  punted  45  yards.  Beloit  lost 
3  yards  on  an  off  tackle  play,  10  more 
on  a  fumble  and  then  punted  25  yards 
Captain  Callahan  returned  ten  yards, 
Gibbs  smashed  the  line  once  for  8  and 
again  for  3  yards  and  then  Freeney 
made  a  15  yard  run,  by  a  clever  for- 
ward pass  trick  play,  for  Lake  Forest's 
first  touchdown.  Galbraith  missed 
goal. 

Beloit  again  kicked  off,  this  time 
to  the  east  goal  and  Freeney  returned 
20  yards  by  a  clever  open  field  run. 
Bedell   was  sent   through  the  line    for 


7  yards  and  Galbraith  took  4  yards. 
Here  Lake  Forest  lost  the  ball  on  a 
fumble  and  Beloit  advanced  12  yards. 
Lake  Forest  held  for  downs  but  lost 
again  on  a  fumble.  This  gave  Beloit 
the  ball  on  Lake  Forest's  25  yard  line 
and  Crptain  Johnston  made  good  his 
opportunity  to  score  by  a  clean  place 
kick. 

Freeney  received  the  kickoff,  re- 
turned ten  yards  and  punted  50  yards. 
Beloit  returned  20  yards  and  then 
Captain  Johnston,  aided  by  good  in- 
terference, made  a  sensational  run  of 
45  yards  for  a  touchdown.  He  also 
kicked  goal. 

Lake  Forest  kicked  off  and  John- 
ston returned  15  yards.  Beloit  worked 
a  forward  pass  for  10  yards  but  on  re- 
peating the  attempt  lost  the  ball  to 
Freeney  who  punted  forty  yards.  Be- 
loit again  lost  the  ball  on  a  forward 
pass  and  Captain  Callahan  punted  35 
yards.  Beloit  fumbled  and  Stoltz  fell 
on  the  ball.  Bedell  carried  the  ball  n 
yards,  Beloit  held  and  Captain  Calla- 
han made  an  onside  kick  of  20  yards. 
Beloit  used  a  forward  pass  for  15  yards 
and  punted  30.  Here  Freeney  made 
one  of  the  most  brilliant  plays  of  the 
game  making  a  clever  catch  after  run- 
ning fifteen  yards.  Lake  Forest  was 
offside  and  lost  on  downs.  Beloit 
again  made  15  yards  on  a  forward  pass 
and  punted.  Captain  Callahan  return- 
ed 8  yards  and  then  Lake  Forest  be- 
gan a  steady  march  down  the  field  for 
their  second  touchdown.  Gibbs  went 
through  the  line  for  four  yards  and  Gal- 
braith took  four  more.  Gibbs  again 
pounded  out  11  yards.  Galbraith  hit 
the  right  side  for  17  yards  and  the  left 
for  4.  Bedell  held  up  by  the  backfield 
galloped  over  20  yards.  Galbraith 
made  a  straight  plunge  for  3  yards  and 
finally  Gibbs  was  pushed  over  the  line. 
Galbraith  again  missed  goal. 
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Beloit  kicked  off  and  Freeney 
made  a  brilliant  70  yard  return,  pass- 
ing all  of  the  Beloit  team  but  two. 
Here  Lake  Forest  was  penalized  for 
holding  but  made  forty  yards  in  three 
downs.  An  unsuccessful  forward  pass 
on  the  third  down  lost  the  home  team 
15  yards  and  they  were  forced  to  punt. 
Captain  Callahan  captured  the  ball  and 
Bedell  gained  10  yards.  This  placed 
Lake  Forest  on  Beloit's  30  yard  line. 
As  time  was  growing  short,  Stoltz 
called  a  drop  kick.  Berkheiser  made 
a  true  pass  and  Stoltz'  toe  placed  the 
ball  squarely  between  the  goal  posts, 
adding  four  points  to  the  Lake  Forest 
score.  Time  was  called.  Score  Lake 
Forest  14,  Beloit  10. 

The  second  half  was  characterized 
by  the  superior  punting  of  Freeney. 
Lake  Forest  had  the  kickoff  and  Free- 
ney booted  the  ball  clear  over  the  goal 
line,  against  the  wind,  making  a  touch- 
back.  Beloit  punted  out  and  Lake 
Forest  again  began  to  hit  the  line,  us- 
ing the  tackles  principally.  A  fumble 
gave  Beloit  the  ball  but  Lake  Forest 
easily  held  and  Johnston  punted. 
Callahan  returned  20  yards  and  then 
the  backs  and  tackles  took  turns  at 
making  gains  of  8  and  10  yards.  Lake 
Forest  tried  a  forward  pass  but  the 
ball  rolled  over  the  line  making  a 
touchback.  Beloit  punted  out  and 
then  Lake  Forest  began  to  hammer 
the  line  again,  Gibbs  and  Bedell  star- 
ring. Fine  team  work  in  assisting  the 
runner  was  here  shown  by  the  home 
team.  By  leaps  of  5  and  8  yards  Lake 
Forest  carried  the  ball  down  to  the 
ten  yard  line  and  Bedell  covered  the 
remainder,  making  the  third  touch- 
down.    Galbraith  kicked  goal. 

Lake  Forest  kicked  off  and  John- 
ston returned  15  yards.  At  this  point 
the  Beloit  line  weakened  and  the  Lake 
Forest    forwards      began      to    charge 


through  and  catch  the  runner  behind 
the  line.  Beloit  was  repeatedly  held 
for  downs  and  Lake  Forest  steadily 
advanced  on  Beloit's  25  yard  line. 
Captain  Callahan  again  made  good  the 
forward  pass  trick  play  by  running  25 
yards  for  a  touchdown.  Galbraith 
kicked  goal. 

Here  McMurray  was  replaced  by 
Ralston  and  Stark  by  Lewis.  From 
here  on  it  was  plain  sailing  for  Lake 
Forest.  The  home  team  by  repeated 
punting  and  holding  would  get  within 
striking  distance  of  the  Beloit  goal  and 
the  tackles  and  backs  would  cover  the 
remaining  distance  by  plunges.  Be- 
fore time  was  called  Galbraith  and  Be- 
dell had  each  made  a  touchdown  in 
this  way.  Both  goals  were  missed. 
Score — Lake  Forest  36,  Beloit  10.

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AUTOBIOGRAPHY  —  CHILDHOOD 
RECOLLECTIONS. 

[Thenie  from  English  Department] 

The  first  sensations  of  my  early 
days  which  impressed  me  vividly 
enough  to  be  remembered  were 
brought  about  by  rides  on  the  back  of 
our  old  Newfoundland  dog,  Bruno. 
He  wa-^  a  fine  old  dog  and  I  can  re- 
member how  I  used  to  like  to  dig  my 
fingers  into  his  soft,  thick  fur  and  pull 
it  out  with  my  chubby  fists.  I  can 
remember  plainly  too  the  day  that  he 
died.  I  was  of  course  not  old  enough 
to  realize  that  he  was  gone,  but  I 
missed  him  and  used  to  cry  for  his  big 
back  and  heavy  fur.  All  this  happened 
just  before  the  World's  Fair  in  1893, 
when  I  was  about  three  years  old. 
Strange  to  say,  although  I  went  to  the 
World's  Fair  and  stayed  for  a  month, 
I  cannot  recall  a  single  thing  that  I 
saw  or  that  happened,  except  that  I 
had  a  stomach-ache  all  of  one  day,  and 
I  can  remember  that  stomach-ache  yet. 
I  believe  I  have  never  had  a  feeling 
since    which    made    me   so    miserable. 

Soon  after  this  I  went  with  my 
father  and  mother  to  California.  I 
saw  many  things  there  which  still  re- 
main in  my  memory;  for  instance,  the 
orange  tree.  I  have  never  seen  one 
since,  but  I  can  recall  now  to  my  mind 
an  orchard  of  orange  trees  which  I 
must  have  seen  there.  Then  I  can 
see  the  dog-star,  Sivies,  which  I  saw 
through  the  gieat  telescope  at  the 
Lick  Observatory.  All  these  things 
are  rather  faint,  but  the  fact  remains 
that  they  are  there  in  my  memory  and 
probably  will  remain  there  until  I  be- 
come so  feeble-minded  that  I  cannot 
recall  anything. 

My  school  days  began  rather  early 
for  I  started  to  school  when  I  was  but 
four  years  of  age.  My  mother  had 
taught  me  the  alphabet,  so  I  was  a   lit- 


tle ahead  of  the  rest  of  the  pupils  and 
was  soon  passed  to  the  next  grade.  I 
can  remember  how  I  used  to  go  over 
my  A,  B,  C's  time  and  time  again,  and 
with  what  delight  I  used  to  read  the 
little  stories  in  the  primer,  "This  is  a 
girl."  "What  is  the  girl  doing?"  "She 
is  skipping  rope."  These  and  many 
others  are  impressed  on  my  mind 
faithfully.  I  was  an  inveterate  reader 
and  used  to  read  every  book  I  could. 
One  night  my  father  came  home  and 
found  me  lying  on  the  floor  reading 
the  dictionary.  He  said  to  me  "Why, 
what  are  you  reading  that  for?"  I 
replied,  in  a  surprised  tone  of  voice, 
"Why  papa,  there's  lots  in  here  I  don't 
know."  Of  course,  they  all  laughed  at 
me  and  this  surprised  me  all  the  more. 
One  other  thing  I  can  remember 
perfectly.  I  had  a  sister,  who  died  be- 
fore I  was  born.  Of  course  I  never 
saw  her  and  so  could  not  love  her  as  I 
might  have  done  otherwise;  but  I  used 
to  sit  before  her  picture  and  wish  she 
were  alive  and  then  mother  would 
sometimes  come  in  and  say  "Don't 
you  wish  she  were  here  now?"  and  we 
would  have  a  good  cry  together.  Still 
my  life  was  not  made  up  of  sorrows, 
rather,  mostly  of  joys, — at  home,  at 
school  and  at  play.  I  can  remember, 
though,  at  school,  how  we  used  to 
shiver  when  the  principal  came.  She 
was  a  fat  old  maid,  very  cross  and 
severe  outwardly,  but  inside  as  good 
hearted  a  lady  as  ever  lived.  But  she 
used  to  scare  us  when  she  came  in, 
with  a  frown  on  her  face,  although  she 
usually  had  something  nice  to  say. 


The  correspondence  study  depart- 
ment of  Chicago  university  has  in 
fifteen  years  grown  from  one  hundred 
to  one  thousand  six  hundred  students, 
with  an  increase  in  the  staff  of  teach- 
ers from  twenty-three  to  more  than 
one  hundred.

"His  unlimited 
patience,  his  indomitable  will,  his  en- 
during courage,  remained  with  him  to 
the  last,  a  marvel  to  those  who  knew 
him.  Not  once  was  there  a  murmur 
against  God's  will,  not  once  did  he 
speak  a  cross  or  impatient  word  to 
those  who  were  in  constant  attendance 
on  him."  These  touching  words  spoken 
by  the  one  who  knew  him  best  are  a 
beautiful  tribute  to  the  worth  of  the 
man.  Those  who  knew  him  in  Lake 
Forest  in  the  good  old  times  recognize 
in  him  a  master  spirit, ^and  admire  him 
for  his  inflexible  courage  as  well  as  for 
his  intellectual  gifts. 

Our  alumni  record  puts  H.  E. 
Clark  of  Kansas  City  down  as  a  man- 
ufacturer of  linseed  o  i  1,  paints,  and 
kindred  products.  Rut  behind  that 
prosaic  statement  lies  a  history  of  in- 
ventiveness, resourcefulness  and  pluck 
under  adversity,  which  is  full  of  stir.- 
ring  interest.  In  the  spring  of  1903  Mr. 
Clark  had  got  his  plant  into  good  con- 
dition on  a  profitable  basis,  and  had 
gone  into  a  land  deal  which  bade  fair 
to  turn  out  greatly  to  his  advantage. 
Then  came  the  floods,  which  buried 
his  factories  under  ten  feet  of  mud, 
from  which  some  of  them  have  not  yet 
been  dug  out.  With  earning  power 
suddenly  destroyed,  and  sharks  ready 
to  destroy  his  credit,  he  faced  a  des- 
perate situation  without  flinching,    and 


working  hand  over  hand,  night  and 
day,  alone  he  has  saved  the  ship,  and  if 
not  yet  in  port,  has  found  the  trade 
winds  and  steady  sailing.  The  facts 
are  too  many  and  too  intimate  for  pub- 
lication here,  but  they  bear  witness  to 
an  heroic  triumph  over  which  seemed 
disaster.

The  result  of 
the  game  can  almost  be  regarded  as  a 
victory  for  the  Lake  Forest  team  for 
there  is  no  doubt  but  that  the  Mon- 
mouth team  and  its  crowd  of  enthusi- 
astic supporters,  who  viewed  the  game, 
were  confident  of  victory.

two  weeks  this  privilege  has  not  been 
hampered  by  the  faculty.  Within 
the  fortnight,  however,  the  student 
government  phase  has  been  set  aside 
and  several  new  propositions  have 
been  arbitrarily  forced  into  commission 
by  the  faculty.  Now,  we  do  not  dis- 
pute the  power  of  the  faculty  to  enforce 
any  new  rules  and  regulations  in  the 
College.  We  acknowledge  them  as  the 
arbitrary  legislative  body  of  the  Col- 
lege and  feel  duty  bound  to  acquiesce 
to  all  their  rulings  if,  they  should  take 
away  the  privilege  of  self  government. 
But  as  long  as  they  give  the  matter  of 
government  over  to  the  hands  of  the 
students,  they  surrender  voluntarily 
their  arbitrary  privileges  and  become 
merely  an  advisory  body  with  the 
power  of  vetoing  all  extreme  measures 
that  the  student  councils  pass. 

We  have  no  immediate  issue  to 
take  with  the  new  propositions  that 
the  faculty  wish  to  enforce  at  Lois 
Hall.  Our  dissatisfaction  lies  in  the 
fact  that  the  faculty  is  usurping  powers 
that  it  of  its  own  volition  gave  over  to 
the  House  Committee.  If  we  are  to 
have  Student  Government,  it  ought  to 
be  government  by  the  students,  for 
the  students,  etc.,  and  not  merely  a 
term  employed  by  the  faculty  to  render 
doses  of  ipecac-discipline  sugar-coated. 

We  feel  that  the  opinion  expressed 
in  our  editorial  of  this  week  will  not 
strike  the  members  of  the  faculty 
favourably  and  that  it  may  be  inter- 
preted as  lese  Majeste.  Now,  we  wish 
not  to  make  any  Patrick  Heny  "If  this 
be  treason,  etc"  sort  of  declarations. 
Our  wish  is  to  impress  all  with  the 
fact  that  the  Stentor  is  above  all 
other  things  the  Student  Organ,  and  the 
vehicle  of  student  opinion.  We  have 
interviewed  a  large  number  of  represen- 


tative students  in  regard  to  the  Lois 
Hall  proposition  and  having  deter- 
mined the  attitude  of  the  student  body 
make  so  free  as  to  express  it.  We 
wish  not  to  be  interpreted  as  being 
revolutionary  nor  disrespectful. 

A  new  scheme  is  being  tried  now 
in  the  chapel  choir.  Beginning  with 
the  freshmen  on  Monday  of  each  week 
the  men  of  the  individual  classes  fur- 
nish the  choir  for  the  first  four  days  of 
the  week,  leaving  Friday  to  be  com- 
posed of  the  men  from  all  classes. 
This  arrangement  brings  the  responsi- 
bility of  having  a  good  choir  to  the 
several  classes,  individually,  and  should 
tend  toward  creating  more  interest  in 
the  chapel  service. 

The  publications  of  a  college  are 
a  reflection  of  the  interest  which  the 
students  take  in  them.  A  good  col- 
lege book  or  paper  should  be  thoroughly 
representative  and  this  main  quality  can 
be  attained  only  through  the  coopera- 
of  the  entire  student  body.  The 
Forester  board  earnestly  solicits  jokes, 
grinds,  limericks,  verse,  and  sugges- 
tions of  all  kinds.  Drop  them  in  the 
boxes.  If  you  have  abilities  along  any 
of  these  lines,  it  is  your  privilege  and 
duty  to  exercise  them.

Professor  H.  D.  Stearns,  formerly 
Associate  Professor  of  Physics  in  Le- 
land  Stanford  University,  died  at  Mon- 
rovia, Cal.,  on  Oct.  21,  having  suffered 
for  several  years  from  tuberculocis  of 
the  lungs.  Mr.  Stearns  came  to  Lake 
Forest  in  1887  from  Joliet,  where  he 
had  been  prepared  for  college  in  the 
high  school,  and  remained  until  1891. 
During  the  last  year  he  was  in  charge 
of  the  schools  as  principal,  and  it  was 
with  the  regret  of  the  community  that 
he  went  away.  He  was  one  of  the  first 
class  to  be  graduated  at  Leland  Stan- 
ford, and  sptnt  his  teaching  life  there, 
except  for  two  years  study  in  Berlin, 
winning  steady  and  rapid  promotion, 
until  the  fatal  interruption  came.  Many 
will  remember  and  sympathize  with 
Mrs.  Stearns,  who  as  Jennie  Curry  was 


a  teacher  in  the  Lake  Forest  schools 
and  a  special  student  in  the  College  in 
1890-91.

ALUMNI  BANQUET  AND  BON-FIRE. 

One  of  the  most  pleasant  times 
of  the  collegiate  year,  both  to  alumn 
and  undergraduates,  came  off  at  Lake 
Forest  Saturday,  November  16th,  in 
the  form  of  the  annual  banquet  of  the 
Lake  Forest  Alumni  Association.  As 
usual  an  effort  was  made  to  get  as 
many  alumni  as  possible  out  to  the 
final  football  game  of  the  season  and 
the  response  was  hearty,  which  fact 
was  borne  out  by  the  large  number  of 
'old    boys"    on    the    scene. 

After  a  jolly  dinner  at  the  old 
commons  many  were  called  on  for  a 
few  remarks  germane  to  the  occasion 
and  at  7:40  all  adjourned  to  the  gym- 
nasium for  the  customary  indoor-base 
ball  game  between  the  Odds  and  the 
Evens.  In  the  meantime  the  gratious 
aud  omnipresent  freshmen  had  col- 
lected a  large  amount  of  combustible 
material  and  placed  it  on  the  old  ath- 
letic field.  After  this  was  set  on  fire 
those  ot  the  team,  whom  modesty  had 
not  driven  to  seek  the  tall  timber, 
were  called   upon  for   short  speeches. 
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A  victory  for  Lake  Forest,  decis- 
ive and  crushing,  and  a  clear  right  to 
the  Illinois  College  Championship, 
tells  in  brief  the  tale  of  Saturday's 
gridiron  battle  with  Knox  on  Farwell 
Field.  To  wind  up  an  already  success- 
ful season  by  defeating  Knox  by  any 
score  would  have  been  sufficient  cause 
for  elation.  But  to  overwhelm  and 
outclass  in  ever)'  point  of  the  game 
our  closest  rival  by  the  score  of  62-0, 
—  a  score  twice  as  large  as  that  run  up 
against  Knox  by  Monmouth — is  enough 
to  send  the  most  staid  rooter  to  the 
seventh  heaven  of  joy.  And  to  this 
must  be  added  that  there  were  still 
twelve  minutes  left  to  be  played  when 
the  game  was  called.  This  time  would 
have  been  good  for  at  least  two  or 
three  touchdowns  more,  as  Lake  For- 
est was  playing  as  well  as  ever,  and 
Knox  was  growing  constantly  weaker, 
when  time  was  called. 

The  title  to  the  championship  is 
as  clear  as  such  titles  usually  are.  Up 
till  this  game,  the  right  to  claim  such 
honors  lay  between  Monmouth  and 
Lake  Forest  because  of  the  tie  score 
of  6 — 6  in  their  game.  But  by  defeat- 
ing Knox  by  a  score  twice  as  large  as 
that  accumulated  by  Monmouth,  the 
Lake  Forest  team  has  an  undisputed 
field. 

The  day  was  an  ideal  one  for  foot- 


ball— bright,  clear  and  just  snap  enough 
too  in  the  air  to  put  ginger  into  the 
players  and  to  keep  the  rooters  on 
edge.  The  field,  which  had  been  rolled 
on  Friday,  was  fast  and  as  smooth  as  a 
table.  The  crowd,  which  was  kept 
in  excellent  tune  through  the  efforts 
of  yell-masters,  Scott  and  Talcott,— . 
was  the  largest  seen  on  Farwell  Field 
this  year.  The  ovation  given  the  home 
team  by  its  loyal  supporters  when  it 
trotted  out  on  the  field  was  enongh  to 
send  every  man  into  the  game  to  fight 
till  the  last  whistle.  But  when,  after 
just  four  minutes  of  play,  Bedell  crash- 
ed over  the  Knox  line  for  the  first 
touchdown,  and  the  rooters  saw  that 
victory  was  certain,  joy  of  the  crowd 
was  unbounded.  Cheer  after  cheer, 
for  the  team,  the  coach  and  the  indi- 
vidual men,  kept  the  players  keyed  up 
to  their  best  effort. 

Their  was  more  spectacular  play- 
ing than  the  score  would  go  to  show. 
Time  after  time,  the  spectators  were 
brought  to  their  feet  by  a  magnificient 
run,  a  long  gain  by  line  plunging  or 
by  the  splendid  running  back  of  a  punt. 
Every  man  on  the  Lake  Forest  team 
played  a  star  game,  and  every  Knox 
player,  although  he  knew  that  his  team 
was  playing  a  losing  game,  stuck  to 
the  fight  with  a  grit  and  desperation 
that  won   the    respect  and   admiration 
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of  the  crowd.  Captain  Callahan,  in 
this  his  last  game  for  his  Alma  Mater, 
crowned  himself  with  honor.  By  his 
splendid  work  at  leading  the  interfer- 
ence, he  made  possible  more  than  one 
of  Freeney's  thrilling  runs  and  in  re- 
turning punts  he  did  some  of  the  most 
creditable  work  of  the  day.  And  when, 
after  breaking  through  the  Knox  line 
and  blocking  one  of  Knox'  punts,  he 
caught  the  ball  on  the  rebound  and 
ran  75  yards  for  a  touchdown,  he  put  a 
finishing  touch  to  his  football  career. 
Freeney's  work  at  all  stages  of  the 
game  was  splendid.  Two  touchdowns 
from  the  kickoff,  innumerable,  nerve- 
thrilling  runs  from  his  position,  seven 
goals  from  touchdowns  and  exception- 
ally good  work  at  punting,  constitute 
his  share  of  the  honors.  His  dodging 
'and  stiffarming  in  his  long  runs  was 
miraculous.  Jones,  by  his  fine  work  at 
line  plunging  and  running  interference, 
established  a  name  for  himself  which 
he  will  undoubtedly  carry  to  still  great- 
er honor  next  year.  Of  Stoltz'  work 
at  quarterback,  much  can  be  said,  for 
it  was  even  better  than  ever  be- 
fore. His  judgement  was  sure  and  his 
passing  and  returning  of  punts  was  like 
lightning.  His  name,  ''the  spicy  little 
clove,"  given  by  a  well  known  mem- 
ber of  the  faculty,  is  well  fitting  and 
one  that  will  stick.  The  Lake  Forest 
line  worked  like  one  man  both  on  the 
defense  and  offense.  Berkheiser  was 
was  a  wall  of  defense  until  an  untimely 
blow  on  the  head  forced  him  to  leave 
the  game.  Galbraith,  although  he  had 
no  business  in  the  game,  because  of  a 
weak  shoulder,  and  although  he  was 
out  of  his  regular  position  took  up  the 
work  that  Berhheiser  left,  in  a  most 
creditable  manner.  Hennings  and 
Richardson  opened  up  holes  in  the 
Knox  line  big  enough  to  drive  a  wagon 
through.     Bedell  and  Gibbs  were  ever 


ready  to  make  eight,  ten  and  fifteen 
yards  with  one  of  those  off-tackle 
smashes  that  have  become  so  familiar. 
Not  content  with  making  a  good  dis- 
tance before  they  were  tackled,  they 
carried  three  or  four  Knoxtacklers  for 
two  and  three  yards  more  just  for  good 
measure.  The  ends,  Stark,  McMurray, 
Ralston  and  Lewis  all  did  work  which 
was  on  a  par  with  the  rest  of  the  team. 
Their  work  at  smashing  interference, 
tackling  and  getting  down  on  punts 
was  better  than  in  any  previous  game 
of  the  season. 

Lake  Forest  clearly  outplayed

Review  of  the  vSeason. 


Now  that  the  football  season  is  over  and  we  may 
look  back  over  the  work  done  by  the  team  this  year, 
there  is  no  doubt  but  that  the  review  is  the  most  satis- 
factory that  could  be  made  over  the  season  of  any  Lake 
Forest  Athletic  team  for  several  past  years.  Coach 
Brumhaugh  and  every  man  who  worked  with  him  should 
be  congratulated  on  the  splendid  work  done  by  the  team 
during  the  entire  season.

the  old  regulars  on  hand  were  Captain  The  next  week,  the  team  received 
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its  only  black  mark  of  the  season,  being 
defeated  by  Marquette  6-0.  The  cause 
for  the  defeat  was  evident.  On  Thurs- 
day noon  Bedell  and  Freeney  came  to 
join  the  squad  and  everyone  was  wear- 
ing "the  smile  that  wont  come  off." 
But  that  very  afternoon  Captain  Calla- 
han and  Mather  were  put  on  the  hos- 
pital list — Mather  for  the  rest  of  the 
season  and  Captain  Callahan  for  al- 
most two  weeks.  Thus  the  team,  al- 
though much  strengthened  fay  the  ad- 
dition of  Bedell  and  Freeney,  had  to 
go  up  against  Marquette  in  a  badly 
disorganized  condition.  Bedell  filled 
the  left  tackle  and  Stark  was  shifted  to 
left  end  with  McMurray  at  left  guard. 
A.  Hennings  remained  at  centre  and 
Berkheiser  at  right  end.  Jones  and 
Ralston  held  down  left  half  and  Freeney 
the  right  half. 

This  defeat  only  showed  the  team 
what  it  was  up  against,  so  every  man 
went  into  practice  harder  than  ever. 
On  Oct.  19,  the  team  went  to  Water- 
town,  Wis.,  against  Northwestern  Uni- 
versity and  won  its  game  11-10.  Cap- 
tain Callahan  was  back  in  the  game  but 
Freeney  could  play  only  part  of  the 
time  because  of  a  charley-horse.  Mc- 
Muiray  was  tried  at  right  end  and 
Siark  and  Schulte  at  left  end  after 
Berkheiser  was  put  in  his  right  place  at 
centre.  Lake  Forest  outplayed  North- 
western in  this  game  more  than  the 
score  shows  and  things  began  to  look 
brighter. 

Between  this  game  and  the  next 
one,  the  team  had  a  week's  rest.  That 
this  was  a  good  thing,  the  score  Lake 
Forest  36-Beloit  10,  shows  only  too 
well.  Every  man  had  had  time  to  get 
into  first-class  condition  and  the  team- 
was  working  together  smoothly.  In 
this  game,  the  Lake  Forest  line  was  in- 
vincible but  the  ends  were  still  weak. 
However,  all  of  the  men  who  filled  these 


positions,  Stark  and  Ralston  at  the 
right  and  McMurray  and  Lewis  at  the 
left,  showed  so  much  improvement  that 
the  result  as  a  whole  was  gratifying. 

On  the  next  Saturday,  Nov.  9.  the 
team  played  its  second  out  of  town 
game  at  Monmouth.  The  score  was 
6-6.  Of  course  we  would  have  liked  to 
have  come  home  with  Monmouth's 
scalp,  but  considering  the  strength  of 
the  Monmouth  team,  the  result  was  al- 
most as  good  as  a  victory.  Every  man 
played  to  his  limit  but  the  team  came 
through  the  game  without  serious  in- 
juries to  anyone. 

But  the  result  of  the  last  game, 
Lake  Forest  62 — Knox  o  was  the  fin- 
ishing touch  to  an  already  successful 
season.  For  the  last  two  years,  Knox 
had  carried  off  the  honors  but  this  year 
it  was  our  turn  and  the  score  made  up 
for  the  two  previous  defeats.  By  pil- 
ing up  this  immense  score  against  one 
of  its  closest  rivals,  the  team  well  de- 
served its  relaxation  from  its  hard 
schedule. 


This  year  Captain  Callahan  winds 
up  his  football  career  in  Lake  Forest. 
During  the  three  years  that  he  has 
played  on  the  Lake  Forest  team,  his 
work  has  always  been  of  high  standard 
but  this  year  it  was  even  better  than 
before.  'As  the  leader  of  the  team,  his 
work  was  always  consistent  and  tact- 
ful. In  his  position  at  left  half,  his 
work  was  always  of  the  kind  that  makes 
a  successful  team — not  brilliant,  but 
steady  and  telling  at  all  times.  During 
the  entire  season  his  punting  .and  run- 
ning of  interference  added  a  wealth  of 
strength  to  the  team.  The  190S  team 
will  be  fortunate  to  secure  .a  man  who 
will  be  Captain  Callahan's  equal  in  the 
position. 

Another  good  man  whom  the  team 
loses  this  year  is  Gibbs,  captain  of  the 
1906  team.     His    work  has    shown     a

steady  improvement  from  year  to  year 
so  that  during  the  last  season  he  was 
at  his  best.  To  find  a  man  who  can 
play  the  game  that  he  played  at  tackle 
will  be  a  problem  for  the  1908  team. 

Right  guard  J.  Hennings  has  also 
played  his  last  game  for  Lake  Forest. 
Hennings  first  showed  his  ability  in  the 
line  on  the  1905  team.  He  was  unable 
to  play  during  the  season  of  1906  but 
this  year  the  team  could  not  do  with- 
out him.  His  work  has  always  been 
steady  and  efficient  and  never  has  a 
man  playing  opposite  "Long  John" 
come  out  of  the  game  without  looking 
the  worse  for  wear. 

The  fourth  man  who  leaves  us  this 
year  is  Galbraith.  Galbraith  came  with 
a  reputation  and  he  goes  with  a  still 
better  one.  At  fullback  he  was  one  of 
the  team's  best  ground  gainers  and  at 
backing  up  the  line,  nothing  better  can 
be  said  than  that  he  was  "always  there." 
Next  year's  squad  will  feel  sorely  the 
loss  of  "Gal"  and  "Mike." 

Berkheiser's  work  at  centre  has 
been  this  year  as  ever,  all  that  could 
be  desired.  We  may  truly  use  his 
much  abused  nickname  and  say  that 
his  work  has  Blossomed  from  year  to 
year.  Blossom's  motto  at  football,  as 
expressed  by  himself  after  he  was  in- 
jured in  the  Knox  game,  is  "Lemme 
play."  We  shall  undoubtedly  find  him 
at  his  old  position  at  centre  next  year. 

The  team  this  year  was  unfortun- 
ate in  losing  Mather  early  in  the  sea- 
son. Last  year  Mather  fully  demon- 
strated his  ability  to  hold  down  his  end. 
The  plays  that  got  around  him  were 
few  and  far  between.  Next  year  his 
shoulder  will  probably  be  strong 
enough  so  that  he  can  get  back  into 
his  old  position. 

During  the  past  season  Richardson 
filled  with  even  greater  competency 
the    position    at  left  guard    which  he 


made  last  year.  Work  in  the  line  is 
never  spectacular,  but  ''Stuffy"  was 
always  under  anything  that  came  his 
way,  We  are  thankful  that  he  will  be 
with  us  two  more  years. 

To  say  that  we  are  fortunate  in 
having  a  man  who  can  play  the  quarter- 
back position  as  Stoltz  has  played  it 
for  the  last  two  years,  is  putting  it 
mildly.  His  work  as  field  captain  and 
at  tackling  was  a  feature  of  every  game. 
Next  year  with  more  weight  he  will  be 
an  even  greater    strength  to  the  team. 

Stark's  work  at  end  this  year  has 
been  an  example  of  how  much  a  man 
can  learn  to  play  a  position  in  one  sea- 
son. "Tubby's"  place  has  always  been 
back  of  the  line  but  this  year,  with  al- 
most no  experience,  he  went  into  the 
end  position  and  filled  it  more  than 
creditably.  Next  year  his  work  will 
be  of  still  greater  strength. 

In  Jones  this  season  we  were  able 
to  see  a  man  in  whom  there  are  large 
possibilities.  His  work  in  the  first 
game  was  excellent.  An  injured 
shoulder  kept  him  out  of  the  game  till 
the  last  of  the  season.  In  the  Knox 
game  his  work  was  good  both  on  of- 
fense and  defense.  He  has  still  an- 
other year. 

Ralston's  work  during  the  past 
season  has  been  of  the  kind  that  shows 
steady  improvement.  His  additional 
weight  this  year  gave  him  an  advant- 
age. He  is  a  good  man  at  either  end 
or  half  and  has  unusual  ability  in  brok- 
en field  running.  We  hope  to  have 
"Bob"  with  us  again  next  year. 

In  Freeney,  the  1907  team  had  a 
man  who  was  ever  the  greatest  kind  of 
strength.  He  came  to  us  with  an  en- 
viable reputation  and  has  lived  up  to 
it.  His  work  at  running  back  punts 
and  in  the  open  field  and  at  punting 
featured  ever}-  game.  We  are  glad 
that  this  is  only  his  first  year. 
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That  "Babe"  Bedell  found  out  that 
it  was  impossible  for  him  to  leave  his 
old  familiar  haunts  in  Lake  Forest 
was  certainly  a  fortunate  thing  for  the 
1907  team.  Bedell  is  the  biggest  man 
that  has  played  on  the  Lake  Forest 
team  for  many  a  day.  He  weighs  230 
pounds  and  is  remarkably  fast  for  his 
size.  On  defense  he  is  a  wall  and  on 
the  offense  rivals  the  Union  Traction 
Company  in  the  number  of  men  he 
can  carry  with  him.  He  has  still  three 
years  to  play. 

They  say  that  "Good  things  come 
in  small  packages."  Lewis  was  out- 
classed in  weight  by  the  1907  squad 
but  might  have  been  an  example  in 
speed  and  nerve  to  any  one.  By  next 
year  if  "Howard"  puts  on  a  little  beef 
he  will  give  someone  a  rub  for  his  po- 
sition. 

In  "Abe"  Hennings,  Bedell  has  his 
■closest  rival  in  the  heavy  weight  class. 
This  year  he  was  competing  with  men 
of  more  experience  but  next  year  with 
his  additional  knowledge  of  the  game 
he  will  be  a  strength  to  the  squad. 

With  an  overwhelming  victory 
over  her  old  rival,  Knox,  Lake  Forest 
fittingly  ended  her  1908  football  sea- 
son. The  result  of  that  game  abso- 
lutely clinched  the  college  champion- 
ship of  Illinois. 

Although  the  season  was  very 
successful,  it  was  a  long  uphill  fight  for 
the  team.  With  an  exceedingly  small 
squad  and  the  consequent  lack  of  con- 
sistent scrimmage  work  it  took  until 
the  middle  of  the  season  to  round  into 
shape,  and  develope  its  full  power. 
Injuries  to  the  players  weakened  the 
team  in  the  early  part  of  the  season 
and  spoiled  Lake  Forest's  chances  for 
the  championship  of  Wisconsin.

The  old  Lake  Forest 
spirit  so  much  in  evidence  this  year 
should  be  still  stronger  next  year  and 
with  a  strong  nucleus    of   experienced 
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varsity  men   we    should    have    a    team 
with  an  unbroken  string  of  victories.

I  for  one,  as  I  sit,  here,  waiting  tor 
the  turkey  to  brown,  I  am  not  subject- 
ed to  any  morose  football  reflections 
nor  am  I  obliged  to  exercise  any  un- 
due mental  effort  to  find  something  for 
which  to  be  thankful. 

Personally  I  feel  gratified  with  the 
general  spirit  that  was  shown  through- 
out the  entire  season  by  the  players, 
the  student  body,  faculty  and  friends 
of  the  College.  Nor  should  we  forget 
to  mention  the  active  interest  that 
"Heine"  Dorn^nd  his  proteges  evinced 
in  the  success  of  the  team,  Everybody 
showed  a  willingness  to  subordinate 
private  desires  for  the  welfare  of  the 
team  and  the  petty  jealousies  which 
are  so  common  in  foot-ball  were  con- 
spicious  for  their  absence.

whom  were  upper-classmen.  We  was 
indeed  fortunate  in  being  able  to 
arrange  practice  games  with  the  Ft.- 
Sheridan  and  Academy  teams. 

I  desire  at  this  time  to  express  my 
thanks  for  the  great  assistance  Coach 
Hershberger,  Mr.  Haynes  and  others- 
have  rendered  both  to  the  team  and 
myself  by  their  readinss  to  help  coach, 
the  men  or  give  advice.

Taken  all  in  all,  the  season  of  1907 
was  one  of  the  most  successful  that 
Lake  Forest  has  ever  experienced. 
Not  only  was  it  a  success  from  the 
students'  and  players'  standpoint  but 
even  from  the  manager's  point  of  view. 
This  last   may  not   SEEM  at  all  unusual 
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but  to  former  managers  and  those  few 
who  have  been  initiated  into  the  mys- 
teries of  the  inside  workings  of  the 
Board  of  Control,  the  statement  is  al- 
most beyond  belief.  That  ever  pres- 
ent #450  deficit,  the  bosom  friend  of 
managers  since  time  in  memoriam, 
certainly  was  present  at  the  beginning 
of  this  year.  However  the  increased 
drawing  power  of  a  Lake  Forest  team 
that  was  a  winner  and  the  generous  co- 
operation of  alumnae  and  townspeople 
have  brought  the  deficit  as  low  as  we 
may  expect  as  long  as  we  have  the 
present  system  for  supporting  athletics. 
At  present  each  student  pays  three 
dollars  a  semester  for  "athletics."  Of 
this  $[.50  goes  to  keeping  up  the  gym- 
nasium. As  a  result,  this  fall,  just  $240 
was  forthcoming  to  support  football 
and  basket  ball.  Of  course  a  football 
season  that  would  cost  only  $240  would 
be  a  joke.     On  that,  after  buying  togs,

we  might  get  a  schedule  that  would 
take  in  the  main  schools  b  e  t  w  e  e  n 
Waukegan  and  Evanston  but  at  that 
the  manager  would  take  a  risk.  Lake 
Forest  demands  a  representative  sched- 
ule, one  by  which  an  undefeated  team 
can  win  championships  without  the 
shadow  of  a  doubt. 

With  this  knowledge  the  present 
manager  started  to  work  on  his  sched- 
ule. The  impoverished  condition  of  the 
treasury  and  the  natural  position  of 
Lake  Forest  made  it  impossible  to 
meet  all  the  representative  terms  of 
our  section  of  the  county  but  finally  a 
schedule  was  arranged  that  gave  us  a 
chance  for  the  championship  title  of 
two  states.  It  is  needless  to  say  that 
we  were  economical.  Of  the  six  games 
played,  four  were  at  home  and  among 
them  were  two  teams,  Knox  and  Be- 
loit,  that  had  not  appeared  on  Farwell 
Field  for  many  years. 
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At  present  the  manager  and  treas- 
urer of  the  Athletic  Association  lead  a 
sort  of  "hand  to  mouth"  existence,  not 
knowing  exactly  where  the  money  for 
the  next  game  is  coming  from.  Before 
the  Knox  game  it  looked  as  though  we 
would  be  caught  in  the  "tight  money 
squeeze"  but  a  mass  meeting  of  the 
students  brought  forth  $60  in  a  spon- 
taneous manner  and  all  fears  of  the 
manager  were  put  at  rest.  Those  six- 
ty-some dollars  made  possible  those 
sixty-some  points  the  team  rolled  up 
the  next  day. 

There  is  only  one  solution  for  the 
annual  condition  of  the  treasury.  If  the 
Trustees  will  put  athletics  on  a  busi- 
ness basis  by  raising  the  athletic  fee 
to  at  least  $5.00  a  year,  FOR  REAL 
ATHLETICS,  the  main  troubles  of  the 
manager  will  be  at  an  end.  Certainly 
every  student  gets  $5  worth  of  athletics 
a  year.  There  are  at  least  twenty 
athletic  contests  at  which  he  has  free 
admission  and  these  alone  are  worth 
the  $5. 

With  an  increase  in  students,  an 
increase  in  the  fee  and  bright  prospects 
for  a  winning  team,  there  is  no  reason 
why  the  management  6f  the  team  in 
1908  should  not  be  a  real  pleasure. 
With  these  conditions  it  is  not  too 
much  to  hope  that  the  end  of  the  seas- 
on will  find  a  good  snug  sum  on  the 
right  side  of  the  ledger

In  the  Scientific  American  for 
November  appears  an  announcement 
of  a  process  of  producing  potassium 
compounds,  invented  by  Professor  R. 
H.  McKee  of  our  Chemistry  depart- 
ment. The  invention  refers  to  the 
separation  of  the  potassium  compounds 
from  earthly  materials,  and  more  par- 
ticularly from  potassium  selicate  of  the 
nature  os  mica  and  sericite.  In  short, 
it  is  a  process  for  obtaining  an  Ameri- 
can supply  of  potassium  compounds 
for  use  in  fertilizers.  The  present 
supply  of  these  compounds  is  found 
almost  entirely  at  Stassfurt,  Germany. 
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Have  you  ever  read  the  story 
of  the  Shepherd  Boy  who  took  great 
delight  in  shrieking"A  Wolf  !  A  Wolf  !" 
just  for  the  fun  of  seeing  other  Shep- 
herds come  running  to  his  aid?  A  fine 
fable,  is  it  not? 

A  short  time  ago  some  innovations 
were  started  at  Lois  Hall.  At  once 
some  of  the  inmates  cried  out  to  the 
men   of  the   College — "Help  !    Help  ! 


We  are  being  deprived  of  our  privil- 
eges as  a  self-governing  body  !  Help! 
Help!"  Well,  who  could  listen  to 
Beauty  in  distress  without  running  to 
her  assistance?  The  Senior  Council 
convened  and  decreed  that  the  new 
methods  controlling  Open  House,  etc, 
were  not  right  and  that  the  faculty 
ought  not  interfere  in  the  workings  of 
the  House  Committee.  Then  we,  as 
the  organ  of  Student  Opinion,  came 
forth  with  an  editorial  telling  what  this 
student  opinion  was.  And  lo!  Beauty 
laughed  and  said  "False  Alarm!"  And 
now  the  Senior  Council  and  the  Edi- 
torial We  must  hie  ourselves  back  to 
our  pastures  very  sheepfacedly  and  in 
undertones  reiterate  an  apt  quotation 
from  Shakespeare:  "Frailty,  etc."  This 
is  another  similar  fable.  Moral:  Be 
ware  the  Siren's  call. 

We  said  in  our  last  issue  that  we 
would  explain  more  fully  the  condi- 
tions which  provoked  the  editorial  on 
House  Government,  and  incidently  the 
letter  answering  it.  Well,  there  is 
really  very  little  explanation  necessary 
now;  but  there  is  some  reparation  to 
be  made. 

It  has  been  customary  to  have 
Open  House  on  Saturday  night.  This 
meant  that  the  servants  at  Lois  Hall 
were  compelled  to  work  until  Sunday 
noon  in  cleaning  up  after  the  invasion. 
They  struck!  Therefore  the  Dean 
decided  to  change  the  Open  House 
date  from  Saturday  night  to  Friday 
night  merely  as  a  matter  of  house 
economy  and  little  thinking  that  it 
would  create  cause  for  a  call  of  "Help!" 
She  also  asked  the  House  Committee 
to  put  the  Open  House  custom  upon  a 
more  formal  basis.  The  House  Com- 
mittee after  due  deliberation  con- 
sented. It  did  not  please  some  to 
have  traditions — as  they  are  fond  of 
calling  these  customs — broken  so  ruth- 
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lessly— and  so  the  word  went  forth 
that  their  system  of  Student  Govern- 
ment was  being  tampered  with. 
When  the  affair  was  being  discussed  on 
the  campus  little  was  known  about  the 
cause  or  manner  of  the  changes.  All 
that  was  heard  was  the  result  and  the 
objections.  Hence  you  see  that  our 
attitude  was  somewhat  pardonable. 
We  still  adhere  to  the  belief  that  Stu- 
dent Government  must  be  Student 
Government  in  fact  as  well  as  in  name; 
but  since  we  have  ascertained  that  in 
this  particular  affair  the  changes  were 
brought  about  by  the  House  Committee 
at  the  suggestion  of  House  Councillor 
we  retract  our  imputation  of  arbitrari- 
ness on  her  part,  and  regret  deeply 
that  the  wrong  impression  was  broad- 
cast. 

In  regard  to  the  changes,  the 
the  establishment  of  a  more  formal 
system  is  bound  to  result  beneficially 
and  is  good;  the  Friday  night  date  was 
a  trifle  awkward,  however,  for  the 
athletesjand  also;  because  other  college 
entertainments  occur  on  that  evening. 
Still  there  is  no  cause  for  alarm  from 
the  last  change,  for  that  has  not  yet 
gone  into  effect,  and  the  chances  are 
that  the  House  Management  will  be 
able  to  solve  the  servant  problem  in 
such  a  way  as  to  let  the  Saturday  night 
date  continue.

and  General  Booster  of  Athletics. 


This  week's  issue  has  been  dedi- 
cated to  the  football  team  out  of  re- 
spect for  the  worthy  way  in  which  it 
represented  the  Red  and  Black  upon 
the  Gridiron,  and  out  of  our  elation 
for  its  victorious  season.  Without 
doubt  the  team  of  this  season  was  the 
best  one  that  we  have  had  in  a  decade 
and  this  in  itself  only  m'arks  more  em- 
phatically that  Lake  Forest  College 
has  entered  upon  a  new  era  of  general 
prosperity. 

A  new  attitude  of  aggressiveness 
has  been  apparent  ever  since  this  term 
began,  and  the  success  of  our-  football 
team  is  largely  due  to  it.  We  have 
become  aggressive  in  every  depart- 
ment. The  faculty  has  become  aggres- 
sive in  raising  the  standard  of  our 
curriculum  and  has  incidently  raised 
the  scholastic  reputation  of  the  institu- 
tion. The  alumni  and  student  body 
of  the  college  has  become  aggressive 
in  its  work  for  their  alma  mater  and  as 
a  result  we  are  getting  more  students 
of  real  "varsity  calibre." 

Athletic  success  means  very  much 
in  stimulating  the  general  success  of 
an  institution  of  learning.  The  stu- 
dents and  alumni  have  begun  to  realize 
it;  and  now  we  have  started  on  the 
correct  idea  of  cooperation  with  the 
administration  by  leavingto  the  faculty

When  we  learned  that  the  Carlisle 
Indians  would  spend  the  week  between 
their  games  with  Minnesota  and  Chi- 
cago, as  guests  of  the  college,  we  were 
pleased;  now  that  we  have  seen  them 
and  become  acquainted  with  many  of 
them  personally,  we  can  not  say  too 
much  in  praise.  Lake  Forest  has  en- 
tertained many  an  athletic  team  but 
never  has  she  had  in  her  midst  a  more 
praiseworthy  and  more  respected  team 


— respected  not  only  because  of  its 
athletic  ability,  but  also  because  of  its 
gentlemanly  conduct. 

Immediately  after  dinner  on  the 
Friday  evening  before  their  game  with 
Chicago,  the  Indians  were  given  a  jol- 
lification meeting  by  the  men  of  the 
college.  Coach  Warner  and  several  of 
his  men  were  called  on  for  short 
speeches.  Not  one  speech  was  marked 
by  that  over  confidence  which  has  been 
noted  in  the  talk  of  some  of  Carlisle's 
gridiron  opponents.

Dear  Sir: 

It  seems  to  me  that  this  is  a  most 
opportune  time  to  call  particular  atten- 
tion to  the  unique  opportunity  now  be- 
fore the  College  in  the  way  of  success- 
ful athletics,  and  to  get  the  students  to 
take  definite  action  looking  to  future 
successes.  The  season  just  completed 
marks  the  most  successful  football 
schedule    the    College   has  known  for 
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many  years.  Warming  up  on  Carroll 
and  Watertown,  the  team  wound  up  in 
a  hot  finish  by  defeating  Beloit  by  a 
decisive  score,  playing  Monmouth  to 
a  standstill  on  her  own  grounds  and 
piling  up  a  big  score  against  Knox — a 
splendid  record.  But  this  should  be 
but  a  beginning.  We  want  at  least  as 
good  a  team  next  fall,  better  if  possi- 
ble; and  that  means  we  must  get  in 
some  new  blood,  for  we  lose  three  good 
men  in  June.     How  can  we  get  them? 

The  football  victories  have  been 
splendid  advertising  for  the  College, 
and  the  eyes  of  many  a  young  man 
who  next  fall  will  go  to  college  are 
now  on  Lake  Forest,  though  they  may 
not  have  heard  of  her  six  months  ago. 
We  want  these  men;  but  in  order  to 
secure  them  we  must  keep  in  the  lime 
light  and  nothing  will  keep  us  there  as 
surely  as  further  success  in  athletics, 
which  means  headlines  in  that  part  of 
the  newspaper  which  the  high  school 
student  reads.  Literary  victories  we 
must  have,  and  have  had;  but  athletic 
victories  have  not  been  as  common. 

What  then?  We  must  do  some- 
thing this  winter  to  hold  this  attention 
and  have  these  young  men  in  Lake 
Forest  next  fall.  What  can  we  do? 
We  can  get  ready  first  of  all  for  track 
meets,  where  I  believe  we  can  make  a 
creditable  showing.  There  may  be 
much  latent  talent  which  can  be  de- 
veloped. 

Now  is  the  time  to  get  busy;  find 
out  where  all  the  track  meets  are  to  be 
held,  and  when;  ascertain  on  what  ma- 
terial we  can  count  and  what  events 
we  stand  a  chance  to  win,  and  train 
now,  immediately,  persistently  on  these 
events,  till  we  develop  all  the  talent  we 
have  in  the  college,  concentrate  on 
such  items  as  it  seems  we  can  win;  and 
we  can  carry  off  some  of  the  honors  to 


the  glory  of  Lake  Forest.  We  have  a 
splendid  chance  to  win  out  in  several 
events,  and  can  stand  well  in  these 
meets  if  we  go  at  it  immediately  and 
intelligently. 

Then  as  to  base-ball.  It  is  not  too 
early  to  go  to  work.  Lake  Forest  has 
been  lamentably  weak  here  for  some 
years,  but  we  can  win  here,  too,  if  we 
go  to  work  intelligently  and  at  once. 
There  is  no  time  to  lose,  though  the 
season  is  five  months  away,  for  there 
is  much  to  be  done.  Lake  Forest  has 
never  been  able  to  hit  the  ball,  and  no 
game  was  ever  won  by  fielding  alone. 
Have  you  any  pitchers?  Men  for  this 
position  should  begin  to  work  soon  and 
while  they  work  let  the  candidates  for 
the  team  practice  batting  till  they  can 
hit  any  ball  that  can  be  thrown.  Then,, 
when  the  season  opens  in  the  spring 
your  hardest  work  is  done,  for  you 
will  have  a  team  that  can  hit  the  ball, 
and  that  will  be  a  pleasing  novelty  at 
Lake  Forest.  When  you  get  that  sort 
of  a  team,  you  will  win  at  base  ball  as 
you  have  at  foot  ball,  but  not  till  then- 
Do.you  want  to  win  at  base  ball?  You 
can  if  you  will. 

All  this  means  hard  work;  but  it  is 
worth  while  to  have  such  victories  as- 
we  have  had  this  fall,  and  furth  er  vic- 
tories along  these  lines  will  mean  more 
students  next  fall  with  further  victo- 
ries. We  must  pass  the  200  mark  next 
year  by  a  good,  big  margin;  and  a  suc- 
cessful track  team  later  on  will  bring 
many  a  good  student  to  Lake  Forest, 
who  will  make  a  good  athlete  toe.

Ax  Alumni  s. 
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CARLISLE  INDIAN  TEAM  TO  BE 
INVESTIGATED. 

The  following  clipping  from  the 
Daily  Cardinal  will  probably  be  of  in- 
terest to  Lake  Forest: 

"Several  charges  have  been  made 
against  the  Carlisle  Indian  football 
team  charging  the  members  with  pro- 
fessionalism. These  charges  have  been 
laid  before  Dr.  Charles  Montgomery, 
of  Chicago,  a  graduate  of  the  Univers- 
ity of  Illinois  and  for  four  years  resi- 
dent physician  at  the  Carlisle  Indian 
Schools. 

''The  attention  of  Commission  of 
Indian  Affairs,  Francis  Ex  Leupp,  in 
Washington,  has  also  been  called  to 
the  condition  existing  at  the  Indian  In- 
dustrial School  at  Carlisle,  though  for- 
mal charges  against  those  in  authority 
have  not  been  made. 

"The  information  was  given  to  Dr. 
Montezuma  and  is  vouched  for  by  a 
former  instructor  at  Carlisle,  who  as- 
sents that  in  1904  and  1905  he  was  re- 
quired to  negotiate  with  some  of  these 
players.  Affidavits  to  the  correctness 
of  these  statements  will  be  made  if  re- 
quired, he  says. 

"  'Pete'  Houser,  the  marvelous 
fullback  who  smashed  to  splinters  the 
defense  of  Pennsylvania,  Harvard, 
Minnesota,  and  Chicago,  and  who  is 
rated  as  one  of  the  greatest  football 
players  in  the  country,  is  one  of  the 
Indians  against  whom  the  most  serious 
charges  are   made." 


Lombard  MaKes  a  Miscalculation 

The  Lombard  Review  for  Novem- 
ber published  a  full  page  photograph 
of  the  1907  football  team  and  over  the 
photograph  puts  the  title  "Champions." 
Now  while  we  understand  the  spirit  of 
the  Lombard  publication,  we  feel  that 
we  must  take  exception  to  their  de- 
cision    as    to     Championship     honors. 


They  base  their  claim  in  this  way. 
Lombard  defeated  Illinois  Wesleylan 
24-5;  Illinois  Wesleylan  defeated  Nor- 
mal 5-0;  Normal  defeated  Monmouth 
4-0;  and  Monmouth  and  Lake  Forest 
played  to  a  tie  6-6.  Well,  this  sounds 
pretty  good  for  them  but  other  things 
can  be  taken  into  consideration.  In 
the  first  place  the  Monmouth  Normal 
game  was  early  in  the  season.  Now 
games  early  in  the  season  never  stand 
lor  much.  Anything  is  liable  to  hap- 
pen. We  base  our  claim  to  the  champ- 
ionship on  the  showing  of  the  team  in 
the  last  games  of  the  season. 

Lombard's  last  game  was  with 
Knox  and  so  was  Lake  Forest's.  But 
look  at  the  difference  in  the  scores. 
Lombard  won  by  the  score  of  18-4. 
Lake  Forest  literally  smothered  Knox 
by  the  score  of  62-0.  Does  that  leave 
any  doubt  as  to  which  was  the  better 
team?  These  two  games  were  only 
one  week  apart  so  all  three  teams  were 
in  practically  the  same  condition  ex- 
cept that  Knox  was  probably  in  weaker 
condition  against  Lombard  because  of 
the  severe  drubbing  given  her  by  Lake 
Forest  the  week  before.  It  is  too  bad 
that  Lake  Forest  and  Lombard  could 
not  have  played  together  for  we  feel 
sure  that  then  there  would  have  been 
no  room  for  argument.

RHODES  SCHOLARSHIP    TEST. 


Next  Qualifying  Examinations  Will,  be  Held 
Early  in  1908. 

The  following  letter  in  regard  to 
the  Rhodes  scholarships  for  1908  has 
been  sent  to  several  inquirers  by 
Charles  C.  Harrison,  chairman  for 
Pennsylvania: — 

"Replying  to  your  favor  I  beg  to 
say  that  the  next  qualifying  examina- 
tion for  the  Rhodes  scholarship  will 
probably  be  held  early  in  1908.  The 
scholarship  is  valued  at  Si, 500  a  year 
and  is  tenable  for  three  years.      Can- 


didates must  be  unmarried  and  be- 
tween the  ages  of  19  and  25  years.  It 
has  been  decided  that  all  scholars  shall 
have  reached,  before  going  into  resi- 
dence, at  least  the  end  of  their  sopho- 
more or  second  year  work  at  some 
recognized  degree-granting  university 
or  college.  Candidates  may  elect 
whether  they  will  apply  for  the  scholar- 
ship of  the  state  or  territory  in  which 
they  have  acquired  any  large  part  of 
their  educational  qualification,  or  for 
that  part  of  the  state  or  territory  in 
which  they  have  their  residence.  They 
may  pass  the  qualifying  examination 
at  any  center,  but  they  must  be  pre- 
pared to  present  themselves  before 
the  election  to  the  committee  in  the 
state  or  territory  they  select.  For  the 
responsions  examination  of  1905,  can- 
didates were  examined  in  the  follow- 
ing subjects: 

1.  Arithmetic — the  whole. 

2.  Either  the  elements  of  algebra 
or  the  elements  of  geometry. 

3.  Greek  and  Latin  grammar. 

4.  Translation  from  English  into 
Latin. 

5.  One  Greek  and  one  Latin 
book. 

In  accordance  with  the  wish  of 
Mr.  Rhodes,  the  trustees  desire  that  in 
the  election  of  a  student  to  a  scholar- 
ship, regard  shall  be  had  to  (1)  his 
literary  and  scholastic  attainments, 
(2)  his  fondness  for  and  success  in 
manly  outdooi  sports,  (3)  his  qualities 
of  manhood,  truth,  courage,  devotion 
to  duty,  sympathy  for  and  protection 
of  the  weak,  kindliness,  unselfishness 
and  fellowship,  and  (4)  his  exhibition 
during  school  days  of  moral  force  of 
character,  and  of  instincts  to  lead  and 
to  take  an  interest  in  his  schoolmates."

LECTURE  BY  DR.  CLARK  ON  CONGO 
FREE  STATE. 

Rev.  Joseph  Clark,  of  Ikoko,  Con- 
go Free  State,  gave  a  very  interesting 
lecture  on  the  present  conditions  in 
the  Congo  State,  Friday  afternoon  at 
four  in  the  college  chapel.  Dr.  Clark 
has  spent  the  last  twenty-seven  years 
in  Alrica,  which  fact  makes  it  possible 
for  him  to  picture  very  accurately  the 
terrible  conditions  under  which  the  na- 
tives of  the  Congo  State  are  living  to- 
day. Before  returning  to  his  work  he 
will  have  delivered  his  lecture  at  the 
University  of  Chicago,  Northwestern 
University,  University  of  Wisconsin, 
besides  numerous  churches  and  other 
organizations  in   Chicago. 

Dr.  Clark  represents  the  Congo 
Reform  Association,  although  his  fi- 
nancial aid  comes  from  the  Board  of 
Missions. 

In  concluding  the  speaker  urged 
everyone  to  write  Secretary  Root  at 
Washington  asking  him  to  call  a  con- 
ference of  the  great  powers  to  investi- 
gate and  remedy  the  treatment  to 
which  King  Leopold  of  Belgium  is 
subjecting  his  African  people.

The  First  Day 


As  a  fit  rounding  out  of  the  vaca- 
tion, the  professor  and  I  planned  a 
leisurely  tramp  down  beside  those 
water-courses  that  the  Jesuit  fathers 
long  ago  used  as  highways,  and  where 
-the  Illini  tribe  made  its  last  desperate 
stand  and  met  its  inglorious  end.  Not 
-as  a  Weston  who  must  needs  accom- 
plish fifty  miles  a  day,  nor  as  artists  in 
quest  of  the  picturesque,  not  even  as 
amateur  philosphers  reading  a  sermon 
in  brooks  and  stones;  but  rather  as 
tenderfeet,  pleased  indeed  with  a  good 
day's  march,  with  a  landscape,  with  a 
gravel  road,  all  incidental  to  the  real 
physical  joy  in  the  use  and  swing  of 
.arms  and  legs  and  the  exhilarating 
contact  with  the  keen  breath  of  winter. 

The  first  long  step  was  by  trolley 
to  Aurora  in  the  evening,  for  a  night's 
rest  and  an  early  start.  Fortified  with 
an  unusual  breakfast,  relished  as  though 
your  body  knew  intuitively  of  your 
plan  to  put  it  to  a  test  this  day,  with 
baggage  expressed  forward,  you  are 
ready  for  the  road.  It  is  nine  o'clock 
and  the  sun  struggling  to  peer  forth 
through  a  cloud-set  sky.  Having  de- 
termined upon  the  river  road  partly 
-for  its  own  charm,  partly  because  the 
trolley  is  near  at  hand,  a  discussion  en- 
sues as  you  strike  your  gait  as  to  the 
state    of  the  weather;  "Will  the  heavy 


haze  rise  and  the  sun  shine  fororth? 
will  it  snow,  perhaps  rain?"  All  day 
long  the  question  remains  unanswered; 
all  day  the  landscape  remains  white 
with  last  night's  frost,'  winter's  breath 
on  field  and  tree. 

A  few  miles  and  you  have  come 
to  Electric  Park,  a  bare  skeleton  of  last 
summer's  "Garden  of  Mirth,"  grotesque, 
where  parties  on  pleasure  bent  were 
thrilled  with  loops  and  chutes  and 
astonishing  illusions.  How  absurd 
that  here  in  this  beautiful  bend  in  the 
valley  of  the  Fox  should  be  a  "scenic 
railway!" 

A  trolley  car  passed  us,  otherwise 
the  road  is  deserted.  Little  to  meet 
our  sight  but  the  long,  graceful  curves 
of  the  river  on  one  side  and  on  the 
other  earth's  bare  and  furrowed  face. 
No  game  do  we  start  but  fancy's  odd 
and  capricious  "phantoms  of  delight." 
It  is  quite  solitary. 

Grateful  for  a  hard  gravel  road- 
bed we  push  along  counting  mile- 
stones by  the  hands  of  a  watch.  Twelve 
miles  and  we  have  reached  Yorkville 
fresh  and  limber.  It  is  noon,  but 
luncheon  can  wait  till  we  reach  some 
farm-house  farther  along  our  journey, 
and  the  village  is  left  behind.  Now 
must  we  look  more  carefully  to  shank's 
mare,  for  theie  are  ten  miles  ahead  of 
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us  and  no  trolley  to  offer  surcease. 

Here  a  false  turn  is  taken  and  an 
hour's  time  lost  in  regaining  the  road 
toward  Millington.  Soon  a  stop  is 
made,  a  little  blarney  used  with  the 
farmer  and  the  land  flows  with  bread 
and  milk.  While  we  renew  our 
strength  a  discussion  goes  on  apace 
over  last  year's  crops,  the  scarcity  of 
labor,  the  bounty  of  nature.  The 
farmer's  lad  is  proud  of  the  mink  trap- 
ped that  very  morning,  his  little  maid 
contentedly  nibbles  our  chocolate,  his 
wife  provides  against  our  hunger  and 
"he  accepts  our  baccy,  and  in  parting, 
"Now,  I  ain't  agoing  to  charge  you  a 
cent,"  says  he,  "Good  luck!" 

Ah!  But  there  are  muscles  in 
your  legs  after  all  and  a  few  weak  spots 
in  your  back!  Didn't  you  know  there 
would  be?  By  this  time,  you  frequent- 
ly stop  at  the  road-side  to  ask  the 
farmer  burning  his  brush  or  cutting 
timber,  how  far  it  is  to  Millington.  In- 
variably the  answer  comes,  "Five 
miles."  You  give  up  that  source  for 
encouragement  when  the  idea  comes 
to  you  that  you  must  be  in  a  tread- 
mill, or  assuredly  the  distance  should 
grow  less.  Doggedly,  mechanically, 
you  tramp  along  until  in  the  gathering 
dusk  the  tiny  shifting  lights  of  the  vil- 
lage finally  reward  your  persistence. 
Twenty-three  miles  isn't  bad  for  the 
first  day. 

Now,  for  the  "hotel"  of  which  you 
have  heard  tall  tales  (but  not  too  tall), 
an  old  farm-house  kept  by  a  querulous 
old  couple  where  transient  guests  are 
housed  for  a  night.  In  the  glow  of  a 
huge    fire  your   spirit  rises  and  an  ap- 


petite  of  unknown)dimensions  answers" 
withal alacritylto  theg[suggestion,j"Are 
you  ready  to  sit?"^JAnd  such  a  meal! 
Spread  before  you  are  all  the  dishes 
a  well-stocked  typical  country  larder 
provides,  sixteen  by  count,  even  be- 
fore the  eggs  and  the  Jchops  and  the- 
"fixings"  are  brought  before  you.  With 
a  "Can  you  reach?"  the  housewife 
leaves  you  to  the  attack  and  you  eat 
with  speed  and  gusto  as  only  a  hungry 
vagabond  can  eat. 

And  now  grows  upon  you  the  con- 
sciousness of  stiff,  aching  limbs  and  a- 
tired  body.  The  Book  of  Verse  re- 
mains unopened  in  your  grip,  for  evert 
your  eyes  are  heavy  and  weary  with 
physical  exhaustion.

Are  the  Gymnasium  Classes  Worth  While? 

Each  year  as  the^midwinter  season 
comes  on  and  the  regular  gymnasium 
classes  are  organized  for  the  purpose 
of  enabling  those  who  have  not  played 
on  an  athletic  team  to  make  their  ath- 
letic credits,  the  same  old  question 
arises,  "Are  the  gymnasium  classes 
worth  while?"  "Do  they  accomplish 
what  they  are  intended  to  accomplish?" 
With  the  end  in  view  of  determining, 
if  possible,  the  attitude  in  general  of 
the  student  body  on  this  subject,  the 
athletic  editor  requested  a  number  of 
representative  men  and  women  of  the 
college  to  hand  in  a  brief  statement 
containing  their  opinion  on  this  sub- 
ject. We  are  sorry  to  state  that  the 
length  of  these  articles  prevents  our 
publishing  them,  but  the  opinions  ex- 
pressed can  be  very  easily  classified. 

Among  the  men  the  almost  uni- 
versal opinion  is  that,  if  rightly  con- 
ducted by  the  instructor,  and  rightly 
pursued  by  the  men,  the  classes  cannot 
help  being  beneficial.  There  are  a 
few  dissenters  from  this  opinion  who 
believe  because  of  the  strenuous  work 
done  and  because  of  the  lack  of  fresh 
air,  very  little  good  to  the  students  re- 
sults. A  number  of  men  express  dis- 
satisfaction with  the  compulsory  sys- 
tem, seeming  to  feel  that  a  man  should

be  allowed  to  be  his  own  judge  in 
matters  of  this  kind,  while  on  the  other 
hand  some  feel  that  the  system  requir- 
ing a  man's  attendance  should  be  even 
more  rigidly  enforced.  So  the  ideas 
vary,  but  taking  the  opinion  of  the 
majority  it  would  seem  that  most  of 
the  men  favor  the  carrying  on  of  the 
classes. 

With  the  women  the  balance  of 
the  opinion  seems  to  be  the  other  way. 
In  every  instance  but  one  the  idea  ex- 
pressed is  that  the  work  done  is  too 
strenuous  and  that  while  some  good 
may  result  from  the  classes,  more  would 
come  fiom  plenty  of  good  open  air 
exercise.  Some  think  that  the  classes 
would  be  more  beneficial  if  made 
shorter,  others  that  as  the  distance  be- 
tween Lois  Durand  Hall  and  the  gym- 
nasium is  so  far,  some  place  within 
their  own  building  should  be  used  for 
the  conducting  of  the  classes.  The 
opinion  that  the  course  should  be  elec- 
tive and  that  no  class  should  be  held 
on  Saturday  is  nearly  universal. 

It  can  be  easily  seen  from  these 
statements  that  it  would  be  difficult  to 
settle  this  matter  by  a  vote  of  the  stu- 
dent body.  It  is  our  opinion  that,  as 
stated  by  a  number  of  the  men  if  the 
classes  are  conducted  rightly  and  if 
each  person  goes  into  them  to  get  all 
he  can  out  of  them,  they  cannot  help 
being  beneficial.  Now  to  be  interest- 
ing, athletic  work  must  have  in  it  some- 
thing beside  mere  hum-drum  routine. 
Any  kind  of  physical  exertion  which 
does  not  demand  the  use  of  the  mind 
at  the  same  time,  soon  becomes  a  bore. 
Competition  is  the  agent  which  is  most 
effective  in  making  athletic  work  in- 
teresting. If  our  class  work  is  built 
on  this  basis  instead  of  on  a  lot  of  half- 
hearted calesthenic  exercises,  it  would 
be  more  interesting.  We  believe  it  is 
the  purpose  of  the  gymnasium  instruct- 


ors to  make  the  work  ple^&ant  and  for 
that  reason  every  person  in  the  class 
should  do  his  best  to  help. 

As  to  whether  or  not  the  work 
should  be  compulsory,  each  person  has 
a  right  to  his  opinion.  But  if  it  is  made 
compulsory,  we  think  that  regularity 
should  be  insisted  on.  No  good  will 
ever  come  of  irregular  work  in  this 
line.  Regular  roll  call  should  be  kept 
and  penalties  inflicted  for  absences  as 
in  any  other  class. 

The  question  as  to  whether  or  not 
out-door  exercise  would  not  be  as  ben- 
eficial as  crasfrwork  may  be  answered 
this  way — it  probably  would  if  it  were 
taken  regularly.  But  would  it  be  taken? 
It  is  very  easy,  especially  in  unpleasant 
weather  to  let  such  a  matter  go  and 
that  is  what  nine  out  of  ten  persons 
would  do. 

As  the  matter  now  stands,  it  seems 
that  each  person  must  work  out  his 
own  salvation  unless  steps  are  taken 
to  make  attendance  at  classes  more 
regular.

It  has  been  set- 
tled by  the  State  Supreme  court  in  the 
famous  Shum  way -Walsh  majority  con- 
test of  Galesburg,  in  which  Shumway 
wins  and  the  court  decides  that  stu- 
dents cannot  vote  who  do  not  make 
th  eir  permanent  residence  in  the  col- 
leee  town.

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The  Coming'  Debates 


The  question,  "Resolved  that  a 
moderate  property  qualification  for  the 
exercise  of  the  municipal  franchise  in 
the  United  States  would  be  desirable," 
has  been  chosen  for  the  inter-society 
debate.  This  year  Zeta  Epsilon  sub- 
mitted the  question  to  Athenean  for 
choice  of  sides.  As  this  question  is 
also  the  inter-collegiate  Mr.  Burrill  as- 
sisted Zeta  Epsilon  in  making  their 
decision.  This  was  done  by  the  pro- 
cess of  elimination.  Out  of  over  400 
questions,  some  questions  debated  by 
other  colleges  and  universities  in  the 
past,  others  suggested  by  the  men 
themselves,  seventeen  were  selected 
as  the  best.  These  were  debated  in  a 
systematic  way  by  the  Zeta  Epsilon 
men.  Some  were  found  intensely  in- 
teresting but  adequate  material  could 
not  always  be  found,  sometimes  the 
sides  were  not  well  balanced,  or  the 
question  might  be  too  broad.  After 
ample  consideration  it  was  agreed  by 
all,  that,  everything  considered,  this 
question  was  the  best.  Both  literary 
societies  have  several  good  men  in  the 
field  and  a  good  inter-society  debate 
is  expected  early  in  February. 

The  'Varsity  debate  with  Illinois 
will  be  held  at  Jacksonville  sometime 
in  March.  Thus  far  we  have  had  six 
debates  with  Illinois,  each  college  win- 
ning three.     This  year   will  be  the  last 


debate  with  Illinois  and  hence  will  de- 
cide the  championship.  We  have 
plenty  of  men,  good  men,  if  only  they 
will  come  forward  and  give  the  college 
the  best  that  is  in  them.  We  may  de- 
pend on  it  that  Illinois  will  put  up  a 
good  fight  but  if  every  man  will  do  his 
best  there  is  no  reason  why  Lake  For- 
est should  not  win. 

With  you  Freshmen  we  wish  to- 
have  a  heart  to  heart  talk,  to  tell  you 
the  real  situation  and  just  what  we  ex- 
pect of  you.  This  year  you  will  have 
the  fourth  and  last  Freshman  debate 
with  Beloit.  The  debate  will  be  held 
at  Lake  Forest  during  the  month  of 
May.  Now  out  of  the  three  debates 
in  the  past,  Beloit  has  won  two,  and  so 
it  is  up  to  you  to  win  this  debate  and 
tie  the  score.  Now  in  order  to  do  this 
it  will  be  necessary  for  every  one  of 
you  to  begin  looking  up  the  question 
at  once  and  to  keep  at  work  on  it  until 
the  day  after  the  debate.

In  debate  you  can  no  more  have 
a  successful  team  without  giving  them 
something  to  "buck  up"  against,  than 
you  can  in  football.

During  the  last  four  years,  the 
^ake  Forest  Football  Team  has  been 
inder  the  leadership  of  three  different 
oaches.  Each  one  of  these  men  has 
ome  to  us  with  a  reputation  for  ability 
s  a  player  and  while  with  us  has 
roved  himself  capable  of  turning  out 
good  team.  But  each  one  of  these 
len  has  come  from  a  different  school 
-Mr.  Herschberger  from  Chicago 
Jniversity,  Mr.  Vaughn  from  Dart- 
louth  and  Mr.  Brumbaugh  from  Get- 
^sburgh.  Now  at  each  one  of  these 
istitutions,  a  different  style  of  foot- 
all  is  played — perhaps  not  a  great 
eal  different  but  at  least  in  minor 
oints.  Quite  naturally,  each  one  of 
le  coaches  has  developed  the  team 
long  the  lines  to  which  he  is  accus- 
)med.  There  is  no  doubt  but  that 
lere  is  great  merit  in  each  one  of 
lese  systems  of  play.  But  the  ques- 
on  that  is  in  our  minds  is,  "Would  it 
ot  be  better  for  the  general  good  of 
le  team  if  a  system  of  coaching  could 
e  brought  about  that  would  be  uni-

To  this  end,  it  has  been  suggest- 
d  that  a  board  might  be  formed 
mong  the  alumni  for  the  purpose 
f  conferring  with  the  coach  and  aiding 
im  in    any  way    possible    during   the 


football  season.  We  have  men  among 
our  alumni  who  have  not  only  played 
excellent  football  while  here,  but  have 
made  reputations  for  themselves  else- 
where. For  instance  Dr.  George  Lee, 
who  played  a  guard  on  the  Harvard 
team  and  was  afterward  placed  on  the 
All-American  eleven;  Mr.  Fred  Hay- 
ner,  the  greatest  end  in  the  west  in  his 
day,  now  sporting  editor  of  the  Chica- 
go Daily  News,  and  our  worthy  mayor 
Mr.  David  Jackson,  half  back  for  Lake 
Forest  and  afterward  a  valuable  man 
on  the  Cornell  squad.  These  men 
have  always  followed  the  game  accur- 
ately and  take  an  intense  interest  in 
the  Lake  Forest  team  from  year  to 
year.

That  whereas  Isaac  Warren,  Esq., 
in  the  Town  of  Charlestown,  of  the 
County  of  Middlesex,  and  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  has  favored 
George  W.  Warren,  his  lawful  son  and 
heir,  in  letting  him  go  to  the  theater 
Wednesday  evening,  January  25,  1826, 
I,  the  said  George  W.  Warren,  do 
hereby  promise  that  for  four  years 
(which  being  my  collegiate  life)  Ir 
the  said  George,  will  preserve  a  steady 
and  upright  conduct,  and  that  I  will 
store  my  mind  with  useful  reading  for 
the  whole  said  four  years,  during  which 
time  I  am  obligated  by  this  bond  to 
the  said  Isaac  Warren." 


DR.  HALL  LECTURES. 


WOULDN'T  WORK   TODAY 

In  January,  1826,  George  W.  War- 
ren, of  Charlestown,  Mass.,  was  going 


Rev.  S.  Hall,  a  missionary  to  Ko- 
rea, gave  a  very  interesting  lecture  on 
Korea  and  the  political  situation  in 
the  East  on  Monday  afternoon  at  the 
college  chapel.  The  speaker  called  at- 
tention to  Korea's  important  geo- 
graphical position  by  reason  of  having 
within  her  boundaries  the  most  direct 
route  to  the  European  countries  via  of 
the  great  Trans-Siberian  railway.  He 
said  that  the  Koreans  are  not  an  in- 
ferior people  and  showed  that  the 
coolie  class  are  above  the  correspond- 
ing peoples  of  any  other  nation,  for 
they  prove  to  be  faithful  and  diligent 
workers. 

Dr.  Hall  believes  that  the  so-called 
Yellow  Teril  can  be  met  most  efficient- 
ly only  by  the  Christian  peoples  of  the 
Western  World. 
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A  NEW  CLUB. 

A  preliminary  meeting  brought 
about  with  a  view  of  organizing  a  club, 
comprising  the  members  of  the  teach- 
ing staffs  in  Ancient  and  Modern 
Languages  and  Literatures  of  the 
three  institutions  of  Lake  Forest  Uni- 
versity, was  held  in  the  College  Li- 
brary on  Nov.  12,  1907. 

President  John  S.  Nollen  presided. 

At  the  request  of  the  chair  the 
objects  which  such  a  club  was  designed 
to  further  and  attain  were  discussed  in 
a  general  way,  and  it  was  agreed  that 
these  objects  were  the  study  and  dis- 
cussion of  (a)  literary  subjects,  (b) 
linguistic  subjects  and  (c)  methods  of 
teaching  languages  and  literatures. 

It  was  moved  and  carried  that  a 
chairman  is  to  be  elected  for  each 
session  at  its  beginning,  the  secretary 
to  receive  nominations. 

On  motion  a  program  committee, 
consisting  of  Mr.  Clapp,  Mr.  Ferguson 
and  Miss  Taylor,  was  appointed  for 
the  year. 

Mr.  Van  Steenderen  was  appoint- 
ed secretary. 

The  second  meeting  of  the  club 
was  held  Monday  evening,  Dec.  16, 
when  Professor  Clapp  read  a  paper  on 
"The  French  Nouvelle  in  England  after 
the  Restoration."  The  points  brought 
out  in  this  paper  were  as  follows: 

A  good  History  of  the  English 
Novel  is  yet  to  be  written.  The  ex- 
isting histories  take  no  cognizance  of 
the  vast  mass  of  translated  and  worked 
over  Nouvelles  which  cover  the  period 
from  1660  to  the  time  of  Richardson. 
Their  relations  to  the  later  English 
Novel,  nevertheless,  deserve  careful 
study.  This  form  of  fiction  was  very 
abundant  and  its  clean  tone  offers  a 
sharp  contrast  with  contemporary  na- 
tive drama.  The  style  and  arrange- 
ment of  these  translations  and  adapta- 


tions is  not  without  merit;  they  deal  in 
the  main  with  the  psychological  anal- 
ysis of  love;  their  tone  is  serious  and 
their  action  swift;  the  plots  are  often 
crude  as  yet,  but  contain  many  good 
scenes;  though  the  characterization  is 
often  crude  also,  there  is  no  lack  of 
good  analysis  of  feeling  and  motive. 
They  form  a  body  of  literature  which 
has  been  submerged  by  the  official 
sanction  given  to  the  later  novel,  but 
which  nevertheless  must  have  filled  an 
essential  function  in  the  evolution  of 
the  English 'Novel.  The  preliminary 
work  in  the  subject  will  have  to  be 
mainly  bibliographical.  The  piincipal 
available  source  of  material  for  this 
work  is  Arbor's  reprint  of  the  Term 
Catalogues,  1668-1696.

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THE  FACULTY  OF  THE  PAST 

Short  SKetches  of  Former  Professors— The 
First  Years  of  the  College. 


The  history  of  any  institution  is 
largely  a  record  of  individuals.  Espec- 
ially is  this  so  in  the  case  of  a  college. 
It  is  therefore  hardly  possible  to  record 
too  minutely  the  story  of  the  men  and 
women  who  have  been  connected  with 
Lake  Forest  College  as  students  or 
teachers  or  trustees,  especially  in  its 
early  and  formative  days.  As  a  con- 
tribution to  this  story,  we  propose  to 
print  in  this  and  subsequent  issues 
brief  notices  about  all  those  who  have 
have  taught  in  the  institution,  except- 
ing those  still  in  service  here.  In  al- 
most all  cases  the  material  has  been 
furnished  directly  by  the  subjects  of 
the  notices.  These  notices  are  nec- 
essarily pretty  brief  and  colorless,  and 
deal  largely  with  life  outside  Lake 
Forest;  but  we  trust  that  the  very 
names  will  call  back  various  memories 
to  their  former  pupils,  and  thafc  the 
record  may  not  be  without  interest 
to  the  students  now  here. 

The  first  period  in  the  history  of 
the  college  is  a  very  brief  one,  cover- 
ing only  two  or  three  years.  In  the 
first  year  after  the  opening  all  the  in- 
struction was  given  by  two  men,  in  the 
next  by  but  three,  as  Dr.  Patterson 
did  no  actual  teaching.  We  are  most 
fortunate     to    be    able  to   preface    our 


formal  notices  with  the  following 
copious  extracts  from  a  recent  letter 
written  by  Professor  Hewitt  of  Wil- 
liams, who  rocked  the  cradle  of  the  in- 
fant institution. 

"I  went  to  Lake  Forest  in  1875 
and  spent  the  rest  of  that  year  in  'get- 
ting ready.'  The  first  class,  you  may 
know,  entered  in  1876.  Dr.  Patterson, 
who  was  then  President,  and  I  pre- 
pared a  circular  which  gave  a  curriculum 
of  study  and  stated  some  other  facts 
the  public  might  wish  to  know.  Dr, 
Patterson  then  resided  at  Highland 
Park.  During  that  year  of  1875 — 6  I 
helped  Mr.Sabin  some  in  the  Academy, 

-taking  one  or  two  of  the  classes  in 
Latin  and  Greek.  Much  of  my  time, 
however,  was  given  to  starting  a  col- 
lege library.  The  Ladies  Club  of  the 
town  aided  much  in  this  enterprise, 
Mrs.  C.  B.  Farwell  and  Mrs.  Wm.  Henry 
Smith  being  very  zealous  and  efficient. 
Many  of  the  book  publishers  in  Chi- 
cago contributed  generously  in  books. 
In  1876—8  I  taught  the  first  class  in 
Latin  and  Greek,  and,  if  I  remember 
rightly,  Mr.  Bartlett  taught  the  Math- 
ematics; whilst  I  did  an  amount  of  work 
in  the  Academy  equal  to  that  which  I 
did  in  the  College.  That  is  Mr.  Sabin 
let  the  College  have  some  of  the  time 
of  Mr.  Bartlett  in  exchange  for  some 
of  my  time.

Lake  Forest  turned  the  tables  on 
Northwestern  College  Saturday  after- 
noon by  winning  from  the  Naperville 
team  by  a  score  of  6  to  4.  They  not 
only  outplayed  their  opponents,  but 
they  won  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  not 
a  single  foul  was  called  on  Northwest- 
ern while  some  ten  or  twelve  were 
called  on  Lake  Forest.  All  of  North- 
western's  points  were  made  on  foul 
goals  by  Schwab,  their  captain.  The 
game  was  rough  in  the  extreme,  which 
fact  accounts  in  a  large  measure  for 
the  smallness  of  the  score.  As  in  the 
game  of  the  week  before  with  Armour, 
each  man  played  his  opponent  closely, 
and  necessarily  this  caused  a  large 
amount  of  holding  and  pushing  by 
both  teams. 

Captain  R.  Scott,  although  still 
handicapped  by  the  bandage  on  his^ 
leg,  outplayed  his  opponent  at  every 
stage,  until  both  were  put  oft"  the  floor 
for  rough  play  late  in  the  second  half.

Coach   Brumbaugh's  View  of  the   Alumni 
Advisory  Coaching  Board. 

There  is  no  field  of  college  activ- 
ities that  is  more  papular  with  the 
alumni  than  that  of  athletics.  It  mat- 
ters little  how  long  a  man  has  been 
out  of  school  or  to  what  extent  he  may 
be  burdened  with  the  cares  of  business 
activity,  he  is  always  eager  to  turn 
to  the  sporting  page  of  the  daily 
paper  and  read  of  the  prospects  or  the 
progress  of  the  team  back  at  college. 
If  he  is  thinking  of  making  a  short  vis- 
it, he  is  usually  anxious  that  he  can 
arrange  to  be  present  for  some  game. 
The  outcome  of  this  game  often  de- 
termines the  amount  of  pleasure  or 
disapointment  ot  his  visit.  If  he  re- 
turns to  find  the  team  mismanaged, 
poorly  coached,  more  poorly  equipped 
and  supported  in  a  half  hearted  man- 
ner by  the  undergraduates  he  will 
probably  take  the  first  train  out  of 
town,  too  glad  to  get  away  from  the 
scenes  of  the  best  days  of  his  life.  But  if 
on  the  other  hand  he  returns  and  finds 
his  alma  mater  supreme  on  track  and 
field  and  the  student  body  in  heart  co- 
operation and  healthy  rivalry  in  all  the 
departments;  he  catches  the  spirit,  en- 
joys his  stay  and  leaves  with  the  se- 
gret  that  he  is  not  once  more  back  in 
school  and  determines  to  take  a  great- 
er and  more  personal  interest  in  all 
the  future  affairs  of  the  college. 

Athletics  being  so  near  the  hearts 
of  the  alumni,  it  is  certainly  very  prop- 
er that  they  should  have  some  oppor- 
tunity of  showing  an  active  interest 
and  loyalty  to  their  college  other  than 
simply  being  present  at  the  games.

A  Request. 

The  students  of  the  chemistry  de- 
partment are  very  anxious  that  that 
part  of  the  main  section  of  the  new 
Science  Hall  which  is  to  be  reserved 
for  the  chemistry  department  may  be 
fitted  up  for  their  use  before  next  falL 
And  inasmuch  as  the  crowded  condi- 
tion of  that  department  and  the  neces- 
sity of  turning  away  each  year  many 
applicants  ior  the  general  chemistry 
course  were  the  immediate  causes  for 
the  building  of  the  new  Science  Hall, 
the  request  seems  worthy  of  our  atten- 
tion. Of  course,  the  congested  condi- 
tion of  the  department  can  be  relieved 
by  fitting  up  some  of  the  space  vacated 
by  the  Physics  department  but  that 
will  necessitate  the  expense  of  the 
putting  in  of  desks  and  plumbing 
which  cannot  be  used  again  in  the 
new  building,  and,  again,  the  rooms  in 
the  new  building  intended  eventually 
for  chemistry  will  not  be  used  until 
that  department  uses  them.  Thus  it 
seems  that  the  economical  course  is  to 
fit  up  the  new  Science  Hall  for  the 
advanced  work  in  chemistry.

Fraction  Courses. 

Some  time  ago  a  short  article  con- 
cerning fraction  courses  appeared  in 
these  columns  but  we  do  not  believe 
it  out  of  place  now,  just  prior  to  the 
beginning  of  a  new  semester,  to  bring 
the  situation  before  the  attention  of 
the  proper  authorities  once   again. 

Within  the  last  two  years  a  num- 
ber of  the  one  credit  courses  have  been 
split  up  into  two  and  three  hour 
courses,  thus  making  it  necessary  to 
carry  those  particular  subjects  through 
the  entire  year  to  complete  them. 
Now,  the  plausibility  of  such  a  system 
is  obvious  to  everyone.  Every  student 
realizes  that  a  course  in  one  depart- 
ment doesn't  grow  so  monotonous  if  it 
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alternates  with  a  course  in  another 
department,  and,  also,  that  such  a  sys- 
tem gives  him  a  broader  information. 
But  practice  has  proven  very  conclus- 
ively that  it  is  not  practical  in  Lake 
Forest  at  the  present  time.  The  prin- 
cipal argument  against  fraction 
courses  is  that  unless  the  same  courses 
are  offered  at  several  different  hours 
during  each  day  the  student  is  often 
unable  to  get  all  the  work  he  desires. 
To  offer  the  same  course  at  more  than 
one  or  two  hours  each  day  means 
more  instructors  in  each  department 
and  if  the  system  is  to  be  used  at  all 
most  of  the  courses  should  be  made 
two  and  three  hour  courses.  So  the 
solution  of  the  matter  lies  between  the 
alternatives  of  increasing  the  num- 
ber on  the  faculty  or  of  a  minimizing 
of  "split-up"   courses.

Twelfth  Night 


The  presentation  of  "Twelfth 
Night"  by  the  Garrick  Club  last  Fri- 
day evening  sets  a  new  standard  for 
Lake  Forest  dramatics.  In  spite  of 
the  fact  that  an  unusual  hard  snow- 
storm kept  many  people  away, 
the  hall  was  fairly  well  filled,  and  if 
one  may  judge  by  the  frequent  ap- 
plause and  words  of  appreciation,  ev- 
erybody was  well  pleased  with  the 
production.  More  than  ordinary  credit 
is  due  to  Professor  Clapp's  earnest  and 
skilful  coaching  in  accomplishing  so 
much  in  so  short  a  time.  In  fact  the 
thing  was  so  well  done  throughout 
that  to  criticize  it  at  all  adversely,  we 
must  measure  it  up  to  the  standard  of 
the  professional  stage. 

Taking  this  high  point  of  view, 
there  were  two  things  that  might  have 
been  improved, — the  enunciation  of 
the  lines,  and  the  by-play  of  the  "su- 
pers" and  minor  characters.  The  stat- 
uesque pose  of  the  sailors  in  Act  1, 
Scene  2,  for  instance,  relieved  though 
it  was  by  Stoltz's  magnificently  be- 
whiskered  grin,  detracted  from  the 
naturalness  of  the  situation  and  de- 
stroyed the  romantic  "atmosphere" 
of  the  play.  The  comic  dancing  ot 
these  sailors,  which  closed  the  scene, 
was  good    and  quite    unique,    and  par- 


tially redeemed  their  previous  failure 
to  play  up  to  the  serious  parts  of  Viola 
and  the  Captain,  And  so  of  the  Sol- 
diers who  took  Antonio  in  tow,  while 
the  splendid  knee-action  of  "Long 
John"  and  his  miniature  counterpart  in 
Officer  Mason,  was  a  master-stroke  of 
high-stepping  humor,  it  had  a  tendency 
likewise  to  distract  the  attention  of  the 
audience.  The  actual  comic  scenes 
afforded  enough  scope  for  the  farcial 
elements  of  the  play,  without  the  risk 
of  spoiling  the  main  action,  though  it 
so  happened  that  the  audience  found 
these  dabs  of  frolicsomeness  the  fun- 
niest of  all.  As  a  rule  the  Toby  and 
Andrew  scenes  were  too  heavy.  When 
the  clown,  who  was  the  life  of  the  play, 
or  Maria,  the  sprightly  souberette,  ap- 
peared as  foils  did  their  action  brighten 
up  to  a  really  humorous  pitch. 

The  distinct  and  deliberate  enunc- 
iation of  Mr.  McWhorter  as  the  Duke 
was  the  best  thing  about  his  acting.

WILLIAM  DUDLEY  FOULKE  LECTURES 

On  Wednesday  afternoon,  Jan. 
29th,  William  Dudley  Foulke  gave  an 
intensely  interesting  lecture  at  the 
College  Chapel,  on  the  subject  of 
■"Trust  Problems."  Mr.  Foulke  thinks 
that  in  the  course  of  Industrial  devel- 
opment it  was  perfectly  natural  that 
trusts  should  have  been  formed;  that 
combinations  and  corporations  are  es- 
sential to  the  best  interests  of  a  coun- 
try, and  that  trusts  are  necessary  to 
make  competition  keen  by  diminishing 


price  of  production.  What  is  needed, 
however,  is  legislation  that  shall  keep 
the  trust  in  its  proper  place,  and  the 
age  is  tending  towards  greater  legisla- 
tion. 

Mr.  Foulke  believes  that  ultimate- 
ly government  ownership  will  be  very 
extensive.  He  cited  the  railroads  in 
Germany  as  an  example  of  govern- 
ment ownership  which  is  proving  very 
satisfactory. 

THE  DAY  OF  PRAYER 

Dr.  Luccock,  of  Oak  Park,  who 
lead  many  meetings  on  the  campus 
and  among  the  townspeople  of  Lake 
Forest  during  last  week,  delivered  the 
sermon  at  the  annual  Day  of  Prayer 
service  held  in  the  college  chapel  last 
Thursday  morning.  The  text  was 
taken  from  II.  Chronicles  26:5.  The 
theme  of  the  entire  discourse  seemed 
to  centre  about  the  idea  of  learning  to 
fight  our  battles  alone  with  God.  The 
hardest  battle  ever  fought  was  fought 
alone  in  the  Garden  by  Christ. 

The  speaker  emphasized  the  value 
of  having  a  friend  who  has  an  under- 
standing in  the  visions  of  God.  Every 
young  person  should  have  three  friends; 
one  older  than  himself  who  should  be 
his  model;  one  of  his  own  age  and  cir- 
cumstances with  whom  he  can  com- 
pare notes,  and  one  younger  than  him- 
self to  whom  he  can  act  as  model. 

In  concluding  he  exhorted  his 
listeners  never  to  let  their  deeds  fall 
below  their  personal  convictions.

Amateur 
Theatricals. 

The  excellent,  though  amateurish, 
presentation  of  Shakespeare's  Twelfth 
Night,  by  the  Garrick  Club  last  Friday 
evening  aroused  considerable  question 
in  the  minds  of  many  in  the  audience 
as  to  whether  or  not  Shakespearean 
Drama  is  suited  to  college  theatricals. 
It  is  suited,  if  the  Garrick  Club  is  con- 
sidered as  a  literary  association  and 
nothing  more.  If,  however  it  is  a  club, 
devoted  to  the  practical  stage  presen- 
tation of  interesting  plays,  we  believe 
that  Shakespearean  Drama  is  a  little 
bit  too  great  an  undertaking — not  only 
from  the  viewpoint  of  interpretation, 
but  also  because  we  have  not  the  means 
of  staging  it  suitably. 

Professional  actors  find  it  most 
difficult  to  render  the  master-play- 
wright's classics  in  a  way  that  is  enter- 
taining to  modern  audiences.  If  pro- 
fessional companies  consider  Shakes- 
peare   the    most  difficult    of  histrionic 


Forester  Management. 

The  present  Sophomore  Class  has 
a  question  before  it  concerning  the 
policy  of  running  next  year's  Forester. 
An  objection  to  the  present  system 
has  been  brought  by  Dr.  Nollen  on 
the  grounds  that  there  is  too  much  of 
a  mercinary  motive  in  the  business  end 
of  bringing  out  the  annual.  Dr.  Nollen's 
idea  is  to  have  the  management  a  co- 
operative one — that  is  to  have  the  class 
back,  financially,  a  board  of  managers, 
headed  by  a  manager-in-chief — all  to 
be  chosen  by  a  class  election. 

Two  questions  naturally  arise  in 
considering  this  plan — has  a  manager 
of  the  Forester  ever  come  out  enough 
ahead  of  the  game  to  have  said  that 
his  interest  was  merely  a  mercinary 
one;  and,  would  such  a  system  produce 
as  good  a  book  or  a  better  one  than 
has  been  published  heretofore? 

If  the  new  plan  were  adopted,  it 
would  mean  that  the  class  would  have 
the  profits  on  the  book,  if  there  were 
any  or  would  stand  any  loss  that  might 
be  brought  about.  The  class  would 
have  to  be  extraordinarily  well  financed 
and  each  individual  would  be  taxed 
more  than  evei  has  been  customary. 
The  class  treasurer  would  have  to  be 
abnormal  in  his  perseverance.  The 
creation  of  a  board  of  managers  would, 
detract  from  the  manager-in-chiefs 
personal  pride  in  the  book  and  his 
advertising  campaign  would  therefore 
be  less  aggressive.  To  all  probability 
it  would  be  difficult  to  find  a  manager 
who  would  work  on  such  a  basis.  This 
is  a  point  to  consider.  And  as  to  the 
other  question — would  as  good  a  book 
be  published,  it  is  easy  to  see  that  if 
the  management  were  not  good,  a  good 
book  could  not  be  produced.

THE  STADIUM  AT  SYRACUSE 

The  new  stadium  at  Syracuse  Uni- 
versity, the  third  to  be  built  in  this 
country,  is  practically  completed  and 
will  be  used  for  athletic  contests  of  all 
kinds.  The  following  figures  will  give 
some  idea  of  its  sizes:  Length  on  long 
axis  670  feet;  length  on  short  axis  475 
feet;  area  covered  6yi  acres;  normal 
seating  capacity  20,000;  possible  seat- 
ing capacity,  40,000;  excavation  250,- 
000  cubic  yards;  reinforced  concrete, 
20,000  cubic  yards;  reinforcing  steel, 
500  tons;  Clinton  wire  cloth,  280,000 
square  feet,  and  galvanized  metal  lath 
220,000  square  feet. 

The  stadium  was  built  with  old 
Greek  and  Roman  structures  as  models. 
The  only  other  structures  of  its  kind  in 
the  United  States  are  the  ones  at  the 
University  of  California  and  at  Har- 
vard both  built  in  1903.

15th.  It  is  to  be  a  handicap  meet, 
open  to  anyone  who  is  registered  in 
the  A.  A.  U.,  so  most  of  the  colleges 
and  athletic  organizations  of  the  mid- 
dle west  will  be  represented.  Lake 
Forest  College  has  never  yet  entered 
a  team  in  any  indoor  meet  but  expects 
to  this  year.  The  meet  being  a  hand- 
icap affair,  the  men  of  lesser  ability 
have  as  good  a  chance  to  win  their 
events  as  those  who  are  more  experi- 
enced. With  most  of  the  old  men  back 
and  the  good  new  material  that  we 
have,  the  prospects  are  brighter  than 
they  have  been  for  some  years.  We 
should  certainly  make  a  good  showing 
if  all  the  men  who  have  ability  will  re- 
port promptly  and  regularly  for  prac- 
tice. The  practice  is  to  be  held  every 
Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday  from 
3  to  4  o'clock, 'kin  the  gymnasium.

SOPHOMORE  MEN  MEET 

The  men  of  the  Sophomore  class 
met  last  Thursday  morning  after  the 
union  chapel  service  to  discuss  a  prop- 
osition from  Dr.  Nollen  to  put  next 
year's  Forester's  business  management 
on  a  co-operative  basis,  the  class  stand- 
ing behind  the  manager  or  managers 
in  financing  the  book  and  to  share  the 
profit  or  loss.  Nothing  came  of  the 
matter  after  quite  a  general  discussion, 
it  being  de  cided  to  leave  it  till  the  near 
future  before  the  Forester  election. 
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CHICAGO  UNIVERSITY  GAINS. 

Martin  A.  Ryerson,  president  of 
the  board  of  trustees  of  the  university 
of  Chicago,  announced  at  Chicago 
Thursday  that  John  D.  Rockefeller  has 
added  $2,191,000  to  his  gifts  to  the 
university,  making  the  total  of  his 
benefactions  over  $23,000,000.  It  is 
also  reported  that  Mr.  Rockefeller  has 
offered  to  treble  all  contributions  to 
the  memorial  library  which  the  uni- 
versity is  trying  to  erect  in  honor  of 
William  R.  Harper,  its  first  president. 
The  trustees  have  already  received 
$135,000  for  this  purpose  and  hope  to 
add  $65,000  to  this  sum,  so  that  with 
Mr.  Rockefeller's  contribution  an  $800,- 
oOO  structure  may  be  erected  on  the 
campus.  The  gift  announced  yester- 
day, like  most  of  those  preceding  it 
from  the  same  source,  is  to  be  devoted 
mainly  to  general  endowment  purposes. 
Securities  to  the  value  of  $2,000,000 
are  set  aside  for  this  purpose,  thereby- 
adding  $80,000  to  the  income  of  the 
instkution.  Of  the  balance,  $155,000 
is  to  be  used  to  wipe  out  a  deficit  in 
the  accounts  for  1906-7,  and  $36,000 
will  be  devoted  to  the  purchase  of 
books,  laboratory  apparatus  and  other 
equipment.

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Inter-Society   Debate. 


The  Inter-society  debate  on  "A 
Property  Qualification  for  the  Munici- 
pal Franchise"  was  conducted  in  the 
Reid  Chapel  last  Friday  evening  by 
A.J.  Hennings,  C.  H.  Morrison  and 
C.  E.  Bruer,  representing  Zeta  Epsilon, 
for  the  affirmative  and  D.  A.  Tomlin- 
son,  A.  J.  Hardy  and  E.  O.Thompson, 
representing  Athenaean,  for  the  nega- 
tive. Professor  Rosebush,  of  Law- 
rence University,  Superintendent 
Baggett,  of  the  Lake  Forest  schools 
and  Professor  Clapp  were  the  judges. 
The  affirmative  were  awarded  the'  vic- 
tory, and  Messrs.  Hennings,  Hardy 
and  Thompson  were  rated  first,  second 
and  third  in  excellence. 

The  debate  was,  in  some  particu- 
lars better  than  the  average.  If  it  had 
closed  a  little  sooner  the  critic  would 
have  been  glad  to  write  that  there  was 
no  rhodomontade  or  bluster,  but  in 
the  closing  speeches  Thompson  al- 
lowed himself  to  indulge  in  the  former 
and  Hennings  in  the  latter.  It  was  a 
slight  lapse,  but  it  marred  an  otherwise 
admirable  tone.  Another  feature  that 
was  not  praiseworthy  was  the  personal 
address,  by  several  of  the  speakers,  to 
their  opponents  rather  than  to  the 
judges  and  the  audience. 

The  judges  gave  the  verdict  to 
the  affirmative,  but  in  the  judgment  of 


the  critic,  although  he  personally 
maintains  that  side  of  the  question,  the 
affirmative  did  not  win  it.  They  under- 
took to  vindicate  a  change  of  method 
against  a  time-honored  one,  and  some- 
thing more  than  assertion  was  needed, 
The  two  strongest  arguments  for  their 
cause — that  the  use  of  the  ballot  is  not 
a  right,  and  that  the  restriction  of  it 
would  enhance  its  desirability,  and  so 
lead  to  a  diffusion  of  ownership — were 
not  utilized.  The  exclusion  of  women 
was  not  mentioned  to  offset  the  empty 
assertion  that  the  use  of  the  ballot  is 
an  inherent  right.  The  fact  that  New 
York  City  is  unique  in  its  unfortunate 
location  for  any  possible  household 
expansion  was  not  introduced,  nor  was 
the  revolution  that  has  come  about  in 
the  matter  of  accessibility  by  means  of 
traction  lines  even  suggested. 

In  the  judgment  of  the  critic  the- 
negative  debated  better  than  the 
affirmative.  Hardy  won  second  place 
but  Thompson  was  the  best  debater  on 
the  floor.  He  was  the  only  one  who 
showed  some  knowledge  of  what  re- 
buttal means,  although  he  did  not  go 
far.  Our  men,  in  the  main,  do  not 
come  to  any  proper  conception  of  the 
vital  part  of  rebuttal  in  a  debate,  be- 
fore graduation.  In  the  last  ten  years 
Ernest  Palmer  has  been  the  only    one 
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of  our  debaters  who  has  come  under 
my  notice  who  has  really  met  the  ar- 
guments as  they  came  up.  Yet  this  is 
what  we  must  all  learn  to  do  in  the 
debating  of  feal  life.  Too  often  the 
time  given  to  rebuttal  is  all  wasted  be- 
cause the  men  merely  recapitulate 
what  they  have  already  recapitulated, 
or  rest  content  with  three  minutes 
filled  with  mere  assertion  that  their 
adversaiies  are  beaten. 

The  man  who  will  really  put  up  an 
effective  debate  must  study  the  posi- 
tions of  the  enemy  until  he  knows 
them  even  better  than  his  own.  This 
is  the  method  of  all  successful, 
aggressive  warfare,  and  this  alone 
can  enable  a  man  to  meet  at  once 
the  unexpected  onrush  of  a  hither- 
to conceded  argument.  Until  a 
.  man  can  do  this  he  is  no  debater. 
One  may  question  whether  the  ability 
to  think  quickly  when  on  one's  feet 
was  not  fostered  by  the  method  of  rec- 
itation once  in  vogue  but  now  aband- 
oned. From  the  first  day  at  school 
until  graduation  day,  fourteen  years 
later,  the  critic  never  made  a  recitation 
unless  standing  before  the  class  and 
the  instructor.  Such  a  pedagogic 
method  does  not  leave  a  speaker  with 
so  strange  a  feeling  of  aloofness  when 
he  comes  to  the  rostrum,  as  does  the 
sedentary  one. 

The  men  who  debated  Friday 
night  are  all  promising  men,  with  good 
material  in  the  making.  Tomlinson 
for  a  youngster  and  a  tyro,  showed  re- 
markable ease,  and  a  good  command 
of  language.  By  the  time  he  reaches 
Senior  year,  it  is  to  be  hoped  he  will 
not  have  followed  the  tradition  and 
lost  the  impulse  to  debate,  for  he  will 
be  a  strong  debater.  Hardy  was  an- 
other unknown  quantity,  and  as  this 
was  his  first  public  speaking,  he  de- 
serves very  much  credit  for  his  appear- 


ance. The  other  four  men,  the  critic 
can  testify,  are  strong  men,  good 
thinkers,  and  able  in  personal  confer- 
ence, to  "talk  back"  and  put  up  a 
strong  attack.  But  they  will  have  to 
master  the  realities  of  debate  a  little 
more  surely,  if  in  the  future  they  are 
to  bring  victory  to  the  red  and  black. 
Thompson  is  one  of  the  keenest  think- 
ers in  college,  and  if  he  will  study  the 
art  of  disputation  more  carefully  and 
dispassionately,  and  eschew  invective, 
he  will  lead.  Bruer  is  a  careful  think- 
er, but  needs  to  cultivate  his  imagina- 
tion. Hennings  will  have  to  guard 
against  an  impetuosity  that  is  unreal, 
and  Morrison  needs  some  of  the 
"ginger"  that  Thompson  can  spare. 
But  the  men  worked  hard,  and  if  they 
had  been  called  to  write  theses  on  the 
subject,  instead  of  to  floor  antagonists, 
would  have  been  open  to  no  reproach 
for  lack  of  completeness. 

Fiom  the  Academic  point  of  view 
it  may  be  well  to  suggest  that  the 
question  for  debate,  as  finally  worded 
and 'printed  on  the  programmes  lacks 
something  of  that  accuracy  of  expres- 
sion which  is  representative  of  the 
scholarship  of  Lake  Forest  University.

To  THE  EDITOR:— At  the  opening 
of  this,  the  second  semester,  it  has  oc- 
curred to  me  that  a  few  words  concern- 
ing the  lack  of  interest  in  the  local 
literary  societies  would   not   be  amiss. 

I  take  it  that  it  is  known  to  the 
students,  generally,  that  these  socie- 
ties are  the  oldest  organizations  in 
the  college.  In  the  past  they  were 
the  centers  of  all  social  as  well  as  liter- 
ary activity,  and  returning  alumni  al- 
ways ask  about  their  present  progress. 

Athenaean,  especially,  and  Zeta 
Epsilon,  too,  are  the  only  student    en- 
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terprises  that  are  old  enough  to  have 
any  real  tradition,  and  it  is  a  sorry- 
sight  to  see  fewer  men  attending  them 
now  than  when  the  college  was  much 
smaller. 

We  realize  that  the  introduction 
of  debating  and  oratory  courses  has 
given  other  opportunity  for  the  attain- 
ment of  the  training,  formerly  received 
only  through  the  literary  society. 
Nevertheless,  the  literary  society  still 
gives  a  man  a  chance  for  more  individ- 
ual work,  for  application  of  the  princi- 
ples learned  in  class,  and  for  the 
general  practice  of  speaking  upon  one's 
feet. 

But  it  should  not  be  necessary  to 
explain  to  college  students  the  bene- 
fits of  the  sort  of  ability  these  societies 
aim  to  give  to  their  members. 

The  second  semester  is  the  start- 
ing point  of  the  best  half  of  the  year's 
work,  and  a  realized  resolution  to  join 
and  become  actively  interested  in  a 
literary  society,  without  further  exhor- 
tation, will  redound  to  the  develop- 
ment of  any  student's  valuable  life 
asset.

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The  initial  number  of  Spalding's 
Base  Ball  Record  Book  appeared  in 
January  of  this  year.  It  contains  a 
history  of  baseball  from  the  time  when 
it  began,  just  after  the  civil  war,  up  to 
the  present  time.  The  records  of  every 
league  ball  team  from  1871  to  1907  are 
given,  also  the  batting  and  fielding 
averages  of  all  professional  players 
and  the  records  of  pitchers.  The 
author  has  picked  a  Grand  National 
All  American  team  from  all  the  play- 
ers between  the  years  1871-1907. 
Kling  and  Steinfeldt  of  Chicago,  are 
placed  on  this  team.  An  All  Ameri- 
can team  for  each  five  year  period,  be- 
ginning 1871  is  chosen.  This  selection 
is  based  on  batting  and  fielding  aver- 
ages. 

The  book  contains  several  illustra- 
tions of  the  World's  Championship 
series  and  of  prominent  Major  league 
players.  Four  pages  are  devoted  to 
College  Baseball  records. 

The  publication  is  edited  by  Henry 
Chadvvick — sometimes  called  "The 
Father  of  Baseball."  It  is  remarkable 
that  a  man  of  Mr.  Chadwick's  age — 
eighty-three — should  be  able  to  edit  a 
book  containing  such  a  comprehensive 
collection  of  statistics. 

The  Athletic  Department  of  the 
STENTOR  has  at  hand  a  scathing  article, 


extracted  from  the  Northwestern  col- 
lege paper,  which  concerns  the  treat- 
ment given  the  N.  W.  C.  basketball 
team  when  it  played  here  on  Jan.  25th. 
The  tone  of  the  article  is  so  childish 
that  it  would  be  unbecoming  these 
columns  to  answer  them  all  but  there 
is  one  point  on  which  we  would  like  to 
enlighten  the  Northwestern  people. 
They  seemed  to  think  that  they  were 
much  abused  because  Lake  Forest  in- 
sisted on  using  Inter-Collegiate  rules 
in  the  game.  Well,  if  they  will  jog 
their  memory  a  little  they  may  recol- 
lect that  when  Lake  Forest  played  at 
Naperville  the  N.  W.  C.  team  insisted 
on  using  A.  A.  U.  rules.  We  believe 
that  turn  about  is  fair  play  and  since 
an  investigation  of  the  correspondence 
between  the  two  managers  reveals  na 
agreement  as  to  rules,  we  believe  that 
Northwestern  got  all  they  had  coming. 
In  fact,  they  got  a  little  more  for  Cap- 
tain Scott  allowed  an  umpire  (contrary 
to  Inter-collegiate  rules)  and  conceded 
to  them  the  ruling  concerning  out  of 
bounds  used  in  the  A.  A.  U.  rules. 

The  treatment  which  the  basket- 
ball team  received  in  the  hands  of  the 
Notre  Dame  players  and  the  spectators 
in  the  game  last  Saturday  night  gives 
us  a  cue  which,  it  might    be  well  to  fol- 
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low  in  the  future  selection  of  athletic 
team  schedules.  The  Notre  Dame 
people  seemed  to  have  little  or  no  idea 
of  sportsmanship.  The  officials  called 
a  minimum  number  of  fouls  on  them 
while  the  Lake  Forest  team  was  pen- 
alized at  every  turn  whether  they  made 
legal  fouls  or  not.  Expostulation  on 
the  part  of  Captain  Scott  was  either 
disregarded  or  caused  only  further 
penalization.  The  Notre  Dame  men 
took  advantage  of  their  superior  weight 
and  played  as  rough  and  dirty  a  game 
as  could  be  conceived.  The  spectators 
were  discourteous  to  the  extreme — 
even  to  the  point  of  hissing  when  Lake 
Forest  was  attempting  to  score  from 
the  foul  line. 

The  point  is  just  this- — we  do  not 
have  to  play  such  a  mucker  crowd;  why 
then  should  we?  We  had  our  experi- 
ence with  Marquette  last  fall  and  Mar- 
quette and  Notre  Dame  are  of  the 
same  type.  Of  course  we  might  be 
accused  of  being  sore-headed  because 
we  lost  the  game.  It  is  true  we  are 
sorry  to  lose  but  it  is  one  thing  to  lose 
to  a  team  which  plays  fair  as  did  the 
Winona  team  and  it  is  another  thing  to 
be  robbed.  We  can  fill  out  our  sched- 
ules without  playing  teams  of  this  char- 
acter. It  is  suggested  that  we  try  to 
play  a  return  game  with  Notre  Dame 
just  to  show  them  what  courteous  and 
fair  treatment  is  but  it  is  a  question 
whether  or  not  we  ought  to  come  down 
to  their  level  even  for  that  purpose. 
We  have  had  our  experience.  Let  us 
not  forget  it  in  the  future. 

Basket  Ball  Team  Loses  Two  Hard  Games. 

Lake  Forest  22 — Winona  24. 

Fighting  hard  on  a  small  floor 
against  a  fast  team,  Lake  Forest  went 
down  to  defeat  Friday  afternoon  by 
the  close  score  of  24    to  22.     It  was  a 


hard  game  to  lose.  After  being  out- 
played Lin  the  first  half,  Lake  Forest 
went  in  to  win  in  the  second  and  missed 
it  only  by  the  closest  of  margins.  In- 
deed, if  there  had  been  three  more 
minutes  to  play,  they  would  have  won, 
for  the  Winona  boys  were  outplayed 
in  the  last  ten  minutes.  The  fair  sized 
crowd  was  kept  on  edge  during  the 
second  half  as  first  one  team  would 
forge  ahead  and  then  the  other.

Therefore  we  suggest 
that  this  election  take  place  in  the  near 
future,  of  course  with  the  sanction  of 
the  Senior  Class,  which  according  to 
custom,  runs  each  election.  Any 
views  which  the  student  body  may 
have  on  this  subject  will  be  gladly 
welcomed  by  the  STENTOR  Board. 

Literary  WorK. 

A  very  timely  communication  re- 
garding literary  society  work  has  come 
to  us  within  the  week  and  appears  in 
this  issue.  The  attendance  and  inter- 
est in  literary  work  have  been  at  a  low 
ebb  since  college  opened  last  fall  and 
since  the  holidays  it  has  sometimes 
been  impossible  to  hold  meetings  ow- 
ing to  the  many  absences.  The  lack 
of  interest  may  be  due,  in  part,  to  the 
fact  that  some  members  have  been 
"lying  down"  and  others  have  fallen 
into  the  habit.

THE  FACULTY  OF  THE  PAST— II. 

Before  taking  up  the  period  of  Dr. 
Gregory's  presidency,  1878-86,  it 
seems  proper  to  give  some  informa- 
tion concerning  a  few  men  whose  work 
was  primarily  in  the  Academy,  but 
who  also  had  a  direct  or  indirect  con: 
nection  with  the  early  days  of  the  Col- 
lege. Dr.  Wilm  was  a  well-known 
figure  in  the  community  for  ten  years, 
and  his  interest  in  the  institution  did 
not  flag  as  long  as  he  lived.  And  the 
first  generation  of  students  here  will 
be  glad  to  know  the  subsequent  his- 
tory of  other  men  who  figured  in  its 
early  days.  In  the  next  number  of 
these  records  we  hope  to  begin  with 
some  account  of  Dr.  Gregory  and 
those  who  came  to  Lake  Forest  with 
him. 

Sabin,  Albert  Robbins,  B.  A. 
1863  (Middlebury  College,  Vt.),  M.  A., 
Principal  Lake  Forest  Academy  1874-9, 
giving  also  instruction  in  the  College, 
especially  in  [879-81;  born  in  Vermont 
in  1837.  Before  coming  to  Lake  For- 
Forest  Mr.  Sabin  in  the  years  1863-71 
was  Principal  of  four  of  the  Chicago 
public  schools,  and  in  the  years  1872- 
74  teacher  of  Latin  in  the  Chicago 
High;  returning  to  Chicago  in  1882,  he 
was  Principal  of  the  Kinzie  and  Frank- 
lin Schools  until  1887,  and  in  the  long 
period  between  1887  and  1902  district 
superintendent  of  schools;  returning 
in  that  year  to  a  school  principalship, 
he  is  now  at  the  head  of  the  Irving 
Park   School.       Thus    Mr.    Sabin's   life 


has  been  largely  spent  in  long  and  use- 
ful work  in  the  Chicago  schools.  He 
has  been  part  author  of  a  series  of 
arithmetic,  as  well  as  of  other  school 
books.  An  interesting  episode  in  his 
life  is  that  he  served  in  the  Civil  War 
at  one  time  as  Captain  of  a  Company 
in  the  9th  Vermont  Regiment. 

Fessenden,  Charles  Newton, 
B.  A.  1872  Harvard.  Instructor  in  the 
Academy  1876-8;  born  in  Massachu- 
setts in  1846  and  graduated  from 
Phillips  Exeter;  before  coming  to  Lake 
Forest  taught  at  an  institution  at  Sus- 
pension Bridge,  N.  Y.  After  leaving 
here  he  was  for  a  time  Master  and 
Proprietor  of  the  University  School, 
Chicago;  more  recently  he  has  been 
a  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

Bettens,  Thomas  Simms,  B.  A. 
.1874,  M.  A.  1875  Harvard;  taught 
Greek,  German  and  History  in  the 
Academy  18715-78.  In  the  period  since 
1878  Mr.  Betten  had,  until  1906,  an  in- 
terest in  the  Cutler  School,  N.  Y.,  him- 
self teaching  Latin  and  Greek;  he  has 
now  retired  from  that  school  and  is  re- 
siding at  1S0,  87th  Street;  he  is  not 
married. 

Wilson,  Alexander  Gibson, 
B.  A.  1856,  M.  A.  1859,  D.  D.  1S81 
(Washington  and  Jefferson  College) 
Professor  of  Biblical  Literature,  187S- 
81  (Principal  Ferry  Hall,  1878-S0)  also 
Principal  Lake  Forest  Academy  1S83- 
88,  born  in  Clarion  Co.,  Penn.,  1S36; 
died  in  Omaha,  Neb.,  1904.  Studied 
at  Eldersridge  Academy,  Penn.;  after 
graduation  from  college  taught  at 
Beaver  Academy,  Beaver,  Pa.,  1856-57. 
Teacher  and  Principal  at  Natchez  Insti- 
tute, Natchez,  Miss.,  1857-63.  Mem- 
ber of  the  Christian  Commission  1S64. 
Pastor  at  Onarga,  111.,  Beloit,  Wis.,  and 
Streator,  111.,  '65-75.  Professor  Par- 
sons   College.    Lawfield,    la,     1875-78 
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Principal  Elgin  Academy,  Elgin,  111., 
1881-83.  President  Lenox  College, 
Hopkinton,  la.,  1898-94.  Pastor  at 
Tekamah,  Neb.,  1894  03,  and  for  same 
period  Professor  in  the  Theological 
Seminary  at  Omaha.  A  director  of 
McCormick  Theological  Seminary 
1875-94.  Married,  1864,  at  Aurora, 
Ind.,  Miss  Harriet  Stedman.  Of  five 
surviving  children  Jane  S  ,  '88,  Edgar 
M.,  '89,  Alexander  P.,  '92  and  Edith  H., 
'00,  are  graduates  of  Lake  Forest.

men  who  were  not  used  to  playing  on 
such  a  floor.  The  dribbling  of  the 
Notre  Dame  men  was  what  really  de- 
feated Lake  Forest  and  the  referee's 
ruling  on  this  point  was  a  little  contrary 
to  the  usual  ruling.  He  allowed  them  to 
bounce  the  ball  as  often  as  they  wished, 
sometimes  run  two  or  three  steps  with 
it,  and  then  to  throw  at  the  basket, 
which  is  contrary  to  the  rules.  Lake 
Forest  outplayed  them  in  team  work, 
but  could  not  break  up  the  dribbling, 
without  having  fouls  called  on  them, 
so  it  was  next  to  impossible  to  prevent 
them  from  taking  the  ball  down  the 
field  to  their  basket.  Stoltz  played 
his  best  game  against  a  man  over  six 
feet  tall  and  R.  Scott  had  to  jump 
against  a  man  weighing  185  pounds. 
Mather  was  good  on  foul  baskets, 
throwing  ten  out  of  sixteen.  Maloney 
and  Heyl  were  the  stars  for  Notre 
Dame.

Dr.  W.  G.  Anderson,  director  of 
the  Yale  gymnasium,  has  published 
statistics  to  confirm  the  correctness  of 
his  theory  relating  to  the  longevity  of 
the  star  athletes.  According  to  his 
figures,  drawn  from  fifty  years'  record 
of  Yale  athletes,  the  popular  idea  that 
highly  trained  athletes  have  a  tendency 
to  early  death  from  tuberculosis,  heart 
disease,  pneumonia  and  the  like,  is  al- 
together erroneous. 


Columbia  has  placed  a  severe  re- 
striction on  athletics  this  year  in  the 
faculty  provision  that  no  student  with 
entrance  conditions  can  compete  in 
any  athletic  event.  It  is  estimated 
that  this  will  render  some  75  per  cent 
of  the  Columbia  athletes  ineligible. 


At  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Michigan  athletic  association  it  was 
shown  that  total  receipts  for  the  last 
fiscal  year  were  $33,894.  Of  this 
amount  football  brought  in  $25,651. 
Base  ball  lost  $800  and  track  athletics 
$2000.

Shall  We  Support  a  Base  Ball  Team  and 
a  TracK  Team? 

As  the  spring  athletic  season  be- 
gins to  appear  before  us,  the  question 
again  arises  "Should  we  try  to  support 
both  a  track  team  and  a  baseball  team?" 
Each  year  this  question  has  been  be- 
fore us  and  many  have  thought  that  it 
would  be  better  for  our  athletic  stand- 
ing if  our  energy  were  devoted  along 
one  of  these  lines  only.  There  is  cer- 
tainly plenty  of  room  for  debate  on 
the  matter  for  neither  the  baseball 
team  nor  the  track  team  has,  in  the 
past,  been  as  strong  as  we  would  wish. 
With  the  track  team  there  has  always 
been  a  few  men,  excellent  along  their 
special  lines,  but  the  team  has  never- 
been  well  rounded  out  nor  balanced.

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The  Grading  System. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  seems  to 
be  some  misunderstanding  in  regard 
to  it,  it  may  be  well  here  to  say  a  word 
in  explanation  of  the  new  grading 
system.  Some  time  ago  the  faculty 
took  action  to  regulate,  as  well  as  pos- 
sible, the  number  of  A's  given  in  each 
department,  the  conclusion  arrived  at 
being  that  within  the  period  of  four  or 
five  years  an  average  of  not  more  than 
twenty-five  per  cent  of  A's  should  be 
given.  It  seems  perfectly  right  that 
there  should  be  a  clear  understanding 
among  all  instructors  as  to  the  value 
of  an  A,  otherwise  a  student  might 
sign  up  for  work  in  departments  where 
he  knew  '  that  a  relatively  large  per- 
centage of  high  grades  were  given  and 
thus  secure  an  unfair  advantage  in  the 
competition  for  scholarships. 


A  COMMUNICATION. 
A  Few  Remarks. 


It  has  been  rather  apparent  to 
Lake  Foresters  new  and  old  lately,  that 
there  has  been  a  great  deal  of  unnec- 
essary agitation  about  the  "Social 
Problem"  in  Lake  Forest  College,  and 
a  few  remarks  on  things  "Wise  and 
Otherwise"  pertaining  to  the  subject 
might  not  be  amiss.  Particularly  at 
this  time  when  the  event  of  the  year — 
the  Junior  Prom — is  so  near. 

"So  much  to  do"— what  would  be- 
come of  the  college  if  we  had  nothing 
to  do  but  study.  We  are  here  pri- 
marily to  study,  incidentally  to  have 
as  good  a  time  as  is  possible  under  the 
circumstances,  and  the  circumstances 
are  becoming  what  might  be  called 
"decidedly  slim."

the  number.  There  is  such  a  thing  as 
social  obligation  and,  every  faction, 
clique,  or  whatever  we  may  call  them, 
should  have  a  chance  at  least  once  a 
year  to  repay  this  obligation.  It  seems 
rather  a  useless  argument  to  say  that 
too  many  "functions"  lower  scholar- 
ship, when  it  is  an  evident  fact  that 
some  of  the  best  students  in  college 
are  just  those  who  'do  things"  in  ath- 
letics, debate,  dramatics,  and  last  but 
not  least — society- 

And  it  is  not  poor,  abused,  much- 
discussed  society  that  takes  the  time. 
It  is  a  literary  society  here,  a  Glee 
Club  rehearsal  there,  and  other  activi- 
ties too  numerous  to  mention.  Now 
we  would  not  for  one  moment  suggest 
cutting  these  out.  They  are  pleasures 
in  their  way,  but  they  cannot  take  the 
place  of  a  dance — danced  to  the  tune 
of  Johnnie  Hand's  band. 

There  seems  a  very  easy  solution 
of  the  problem — Let  "society"  run  it- 
self as  it  were.  Then  when  scholar- 
ship falls — let  the  poor  unfortunate 
who  has  thus  disgraced  himself,  fall 
also.  We  realize  that  we  do  not  want 
a  repetition  of  last  year's  calendar,  not 
on  account  of  the  number  of  events 
but  on  account  of  a  poor  spacing  of 
them.  Our  eyes  have  been  opened 
to  this  fact  but  it  is  one  that  can  easily 
be  remedied.  Then  let  us  say— raise 
scholarship,  do  a  little  firing  from  the 
front  rank,  and  let  society  take  care  of 
itself.

Class  of  '09  Beats  Them  All. 

As  the  pianist  of  Johnny  Hand's 
nnparalled  orchestra  played  the  last 
strains  of  the  "Good-Night-Ladies- 
Merrily-We-Roll- A  long- Home- Sweet- 
Home"  medley,  the  eighty  couples  of 
the  1909  Junior  Prom  reluctantly  left 
the  floor  and  began  to  move  towards 
the  dressing  rooms.  It  was  the  third 
encore  of  the  24th  dance,  and  it  was 
nearly  midnight,  but  everyone  had  had 
such  a  good  time  that  it  was  hard  to 
say  good-bye  even  then.  The  sight  of 
the  musicians  resolutely  putting  their 
instruments  into  their  cases  came  as 
something  of  a  shock,  though  every- 
one knew  that  it  was  an  event  that  fi- 
nally could  not  be  averted.  And  then 
there  were  the  carriages  and  Ferry 
Hall  'bus  grimly  and  determinedly 
waiting  outside  the  door  of  the  Art 
Institute.  Clearly  there  was  nothing 
else  to  be  done.  And  so  we  clasped 
her  hand  for  the  last  time  and — it  was 
all  over. 

But  it  was  something  to  be  re- 
membered for  a  long  time.  Even  the 
alumni  present  were  made  quite  young 
again,  and,  in  spirit  once  more  they 
felt  themselves  mere  undergraduate 
embryos  of  the  dear  old  "fostering 
mother,"  And  there  were  one  or  lwo 
faculty  members  likewise  who  were 
filled  to  overflowing  with  the  spirit  of 
immortal  youth. 


Last  Friday  was  an  occasion  for 
special  joy  not  only  because  of  the 
fact  that  Father  Washington  had  a 
birthday  on  the  next  day  but  also  be- 
cause the  omnipotent,  yet  sympathetic 
powers  that  be,  had  decreed  that  all 
collegiate  work  should  cease  at  tea 
o'clock.  So  all  participants  in  the  glo- 
rious celebration  had  a  few  hours  extra 
in  which  to  meet  and  commune  with 
their  affinities.  But  of  course  the  time 
was  all  too  short  a:  best.  It  gave  the 
committee,  however,  the  needed  op- 
portunity to  put  the  finishing  touches 
on  the  hall. 

The  Art  Institute  was  even  more 
fairy-like  and  festive  than  it  was  a 
year  ago — and  that  is  a  high  compli- 
ment indeed.  The  decorations  were 
in  red  and  gray,  consisting  mainly  of 
alternating  twisted  streamers  from  the 
four  walls  to  the  centre  of  the  hall, 
where  there  was  a  square  of  smaller 
streamers  arranged  in  the  same  way. 
From  this  centerpiece  were  hung  sev- 
eral large  Japanese  lanterns.  On  the 
walls  themselves  were  a  number  of 
penants  of  the  three  institutions, 
grouped  tastefully  and  impartially  in 
triplets.  Across  the  front  of  the  plat- 
form were  other  perpendicular  stream- 
ers, partly  draped  back  like  great  cur- 
tains, but  more  resembling  a  gorgeous 
sieve  through  which  poui\_d  the  c.i  - 
cades  of  music, — now  the  dashing,  jig- 
ging rattle  of  the  nimble  snare  drum,, 
or   the  more    frequent  subtle    rippling 
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of  the  soft  enrapturing  waltz.  And 
the  taste  of  the  committee  is  especially 
to  be  commended  perhaps  for  the 
predomiance  of  waltzes  over  two- 
steps  on  the  programs,  for  in  the 
waltzes  it  is  that  the  brisker,  more  vi- 
vacious mood  dies  down,  and  the  quiet- 
er, deeper  emotions  are  aroused;  then 
it  is  that  the  heart  begins  to  thrill  with 
a  more  personal  happiness,  (doesn't 
it?)  and  one  forgets  the  brilliant  throng, 
the  colored  lights,  and  the  floor  all 
flecked  with  shadows,  didn't  you? 
and  only  the  music  steals  sweetly 
through  the  air,  now  very  faint  and 
far  away,  while  one  is  gently  conscious 
of  the  charming  silent  partner  by  his 
side,  gliding  alone  with  him,  as  it  were, 
into  a  vast  and  throbbing  silence. — 
But  to  return  to  our  subject. 

A  transformation  came  with  the 
second  extra,  when,  in  honor  of  the 
morrow,  the  ladies  were  presented  with 
novel  hats  for  favors,  of  the  old  coloni- 
al three-cornered  style,  black  with  red 
trimmings.  The  programs,  too,  were 
very  pretty  souvenirs,  with  red  leather 
covers  stamped  with  a  golden  1909,  a 
blue-gray  leatherd  thong   for    binding, 


and  a  copper-colored  college  seal  of 
metal  affixed  to  the  lower  left-hand 
corner. 

The  stately  gyrations  of  the  grand 
march  began  promptly  at  7:45.  led  by 
Mr.  William  B.  Marquis  and  Miss 
Camilla  Bockhoff,  though  previously 
there  had  been  a  sort  of  practise  line- 
up to  meet  the  reception  committee  in 
the  President's  office.  The  general 
rendezvous,  as  last  year,  was  the  trans- 
formed outer  hall  of  the  building,  with 
its  lettered  pillars  and  tropical  grove 
of  palms.

They  contain,  for  the  most  part,  in- 
teresting accounts  of  discoveries  and 
advances  which  are  being  made  in  the 
very  subjects  which  are  daily  discussed 
in  the  class  room. 

Especially  valuable  and  full  of  in- 
formation are  the  Sociological  maga- 
zines and  the  Journals  of  Ethics  which 
are  constantly  full  of  accounts  of  the 
remarkable  work  which  is  being  done 
along  these  lines.  Then  there  are  the 
Biological  Bulletins,  the  Philosophical 
and  Philological  magazines,  the  Politi- 
cal Science  Journals  and  the  Historical 
Reviews,  all  of  which  play  the  same 
part  in  their  fields  that  the  newspapers 
do  in  the  affairs  of  the  world.  Among 
the  foreign  n  agazines  is  the  "L'illus- 
tration,"  recently  secured  fur  the 
Library  by    Professor  VanSteenderem 
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This  is  a  wide  awake  French  magazine 
which  ought  to  be  of  interest  to  every 
French  student.

AUTOMATIC  PITCHER. 

A  new  and  very  cleverly  designed 
piece  of  baseball  apparatus  has  been 
tried  recently  in  the  baseball  cage  at 
Harvard.  It  was  invented  by  George 
L.  Cahill  of  Holyoke,  and  is  intended 
for  use  in  practice,  to  take  the  place  of 
the  string  of  pitcher?  ordinarily  used 
for  the  purpose. 

The  contrivance  is  somewhat  sim- 
ilar to  a  breech  loading  gun.  It  con- 
sists of  a  solid  heavy  tube  of  iron 
mounted  on  a  pivot  and  so  arranged 
that  the  muzzle  can  be  elevated  or  de- 
pressed. The  balls  are  fed  into  the 
gun  at  the  breech  and  are  expelled  by 
compressed  air,  the  speed  being  regu- 
lated by  the  pressure,  at  the  pleasure 
of  the  operator.  The  ball,  while  in 
the  barrel,  rests  between  two  wheels 
which  can  be  made  to  revolve  in  either 
direction.  Thus  an  in  or  out  curve 
can  be  thrown.  The  drop  or  upshoot 
can  be  produced  by  rotating  the  bar- 
rel so  that  the  wheels  are  above  and 
below. 

The  one  objection  to  this  device 
is  that  there  is  no  winding  up  motion 
preliminary  to  throwing  the  ball  as  is 
the  case  with  the  human  pitcher,  so 
that  the  batter  scarcely  has  time  to 
put  himself  in  readiness  for  the  deliv- 
ery of  the  ball.  If  this  objection  can 
be  done  away  with  and  the  machine 
proves  successful  otherwise,  as  we 
have  reason  to  believe  that  it  will,  it 
will  undoubtedly  soon  be  adopted  by 
all  the  colleges  as  a  labor-saving  de- 
vice.

The  STENTOR  has  received  the 
following  communication  from  a  for- 
mer athletic  director  of  the  College: 

''It  seems  that  there  is  great  need 
in  some  of  our  schools  and  colleges,  of 
a  broader  and  more  general  physical 
developement  among  the  students. 
We  should  not  underestimate  the  value 
of  special  work  nor  discourage  indi- 
vidualism; but  rather  look  for  methods 
resulting  in  additional  benefits.  We 
should  distinguish  between  the  terms 
gymnastics,  athletics  and  physical 
training,  and  let  an  expression  like 
physical  culture  represent  our  highest 
standard  of  body  building,  remember- 
ing that  physical  pertains  to  all  natural 
created  existences  and  culture  means 
to  cultivate  with  a  view  to  valuable  re- 
turns. 

"If  the  human  body  is  treated  like 
a  machine,  then  the  question  arises, 
"How  much  wear  and  tear  will  it  stand 
before  going  to  pieces."  Physical 
proportion,  rather  than  physical  ex- 
tortion should  be  our  aim  and  the 
gymnasium  should  be  the  camping 
ground.  It  is  true  that  ordinary  class 
calisthenics  are  uninteresting  to  say 
the  least  but,  reinforced  by  apparatus 
work,  games,  fencing,  swimming,  etc, 
the  combination  must  be  of  inestimable 
value. 

"Instead  of   championship    games 


and  track  meets,  let  competative  gym- 
nastic and  athletic  exhibitions  be  ar- 
ranged in  which  grace,  elegance,  activ- 
ity, strength  and  culture  are  combined 
with  records  and  feats  to  produce  a 
winning  score. 

"How  few  opportunities  and  rea- 
sons there  are  for  kee  ing  up  football, 
baseball,  track  work,  etc.,  (except  pro- 
fessionally), as  compared  with  the 
chance  and  desire  to  keep  up  work  in 
a  general  way  in  the  gymnasium  after 
a  man  has    finished  his  college    career. 

"Rules  of  training  and  diet,  smok- 
ing, etc.,  are  rigidly  enforced  during 
preparation  for  a  contest,  which  rules 
are  forgotten  and  neglected  almost 
immediately  after  a  season  of  certain 
games  or  events  closes.  An  interest- 
ing article  appeared  in  one  of  the  pa- 
pers not  long  ago  showing  how,  in  a 
measure  at  least,  theories  of  training 
and  diet  were  quite  upset  by  New 
Zealand  football  players  whose  system 
is  "moderation  in  all  things"  and  yet 
these  players  seem  to  hold  their  own 
against  the  best  combinations  of  Eng- 
lish teams.  The  New  Zealanders  seem 
to  undergo  no  exhausting  strain  in 
order  to  be  in  the  pink  of  perfection. 
What  is  the  caliber  of  the  culture,  re- 
finement and  moderation  that  is  born 
and  lives  only  during  the  season  of  the

A  Higher 
Athletic  Fee. 

During  the  past  week  a  petition 
has  been  circulated  among  the  stud- 
ents asking  that  the  authorities  raise 
the  annual  athletic  fee  of  three  dollars 
to  five  dollars,  or  in  other  words  mak- 
ing our  assessment  one  dollar  more 
per  semester  than  it  has  been  hereto- 
fore, it  being  understood  that  the 
money  thus  obtained  be  turned  over 
to  the  Athletic  Association.  It  is 
needless  here  to  go  over  all  the  reasons 
why  the  fee  should  be  increased.  The 
universal  willingness  of  the  students 
to  sign  this  petition  shows  that  the 
need  is  fully  understood  and  the  in- 
crease fully  sanctioned  by  those  who 
would  have  to  pay  it.  The  Athletic 
Association  is  in  need  of  funds  now. 
If  this  increase  is  not  granted  we  may 
have  to  raise  the  money  by  unpleasant 
means  which  have  been  resorted  to  in 
former  years. 


Literary  Situation. 

The  fact  that  the  oratorical  con- 
test which  was  held  last  week  was  no 
more  spirited  than  it  was,  and  that  only 
three  men  came  out  for  the  Freshmen 
debating  team,  bears  proof  that  some 
thing  is  wrong  with  the  literary  activities 
in  Lake  Forest  College.  Of  course  this 
is  a  subject  that  has  been  treated  be- 
fore by  the  Stentor  as  well  as  by  the 
President  of  the  College  but  it  surely 
does  seem  that  we  are  missing  an 
opportunity.

Assuming  Responsibilities. 

In  his  talk  at  Chapel  last  Friday 
morning,  Mr.  Jacobs  of  the  State  Y.  M. 
C.  A  ,  work  made  a  statement  to  the 
effect  that  a  person  has  time  or  can 
make  time  for  any  work  he  wishes  to 
undertake.  On  the  face  of  it,  this  looks 
like  a  sweeping  statement.  But  we  be- 
lieve that  what  Mr.  Jacobs  meant  was 
this.  If  there  is  a  work  or  a  responsi- 
bility that  a  man  earnesly  wishes  to 
assume  or  perhaps  feels  it  his  duty  to 
take,  he  can  plan  his  time  and  expendi- 
ture of  energy  so  as  to  give  due  con- 
sideration to  each  one  of  his  obliga- 
tions. It  is  a  recognized  fact  that  a 
man  does  better  work  and  more  of  it 
when  he  is  running  at  full  capacity 
rather  than  when  he  has  plenty  of 
time  for  a  few  duties  and  some  left 
over  in  which  to  loaf.  But  in  assum- 
ing responsibilities  a  person  should  not 
indiscriminatly  take  up  everything 
that  may  strike  his  fancy  or  may  hap- 
pen to  drop  his  way.  We  see  exam- 
ples every  day  of  people  who  have 
gone  into  some  work  to  which  they 
are  not  adapted  and  in  which  they 
have  not  enough  interest  to  make  them 
stick.  If  we  wish  to  undertake  some 
new  work  we  should  first  make  up  our

A  word  concerning  the  use  and 
misuse  of  the  Y.  M.  C  A.  room.  The 
Association  proffers  the  room  to  the 
students  as  a  place  for  various  gather- 
ings, as  a  rest  room  and  a  reading 
room.  That  the  students  avail  them- 
selves of  its  privileges  and  the  majori- 
ty show  a  proper  appreciation  of  the 
privilege,  goes  without  saying.  But 
through  thoughtlessness,  more  than 
anything  else,  certain  abuses  have 
crept  in  that  might  as  well  be  illumi- 
nated now  before  they  assume  greater 
proportion.

While 
the  room  is  distinctly  for  the  enjoy- 
ment of  the  students  it  is  not  the  place 
for  an  after  dinner  smoke,  nor  a  smoke 
at  any  time.  These  abuses  will  speed- 
ily disappear  if  each  student  takes  it 
upon  himself  to  correct  them.

training  table  and  whose  moral  is  based 
on  supremacy  in  physical  combat? 

"Our  institutions  need  more  gen- 
eral work  and  this  can  be  brought 
about  by  the  right  kind  of  gymnasium 
instruction  conducted  by  men  who  are 
built  on  broad,  general  lines.  Men 
who  know  and  dare  maintain  the  value 
of  all  around  work  rather  than  that  of 
star  performances."

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Lois  Durand  Hall. 


This  building  was  given  and  named 
by  Mr.  Henry  C.  Durand  in  honor  of 
his  mother,  Lois  Barnes  Durand,  who 
was  bcrn  July  6th,  1799,  in  Charlotte, 
Vermont.  She  was  the  daughter  of 
Joseph  and  Lucretia  Barnes,  and  grand- 
daughter of  Colonel  Asa.  Barnes,  a 
Revolutionary  soldier,  and  Lois  Yale 
Barnes,  a  descendant  of  Elihu  Yale, 
the  founder  of  Yale  College.  On 
March  3rd,  1819,  she  was  married  in 
Charlotte,  Vermont,  to  Calvin  Durand, 
a  grand-son  of  Francis  Joseph  Durand, 
of  Besancon.  France. 

After  living  in  Charlotte  for  a  few 
years,  they  left  the  home  by  the  Green 
Mountains,  crossed  Lake  Champlain, 
and  made  their  home  by  the  foothills 
of  the  Adirondacks  in  Clintonville, 
N.  Y. 

In  her  early  youth  she  became  a 
member  of  the  Congregational  Church. 
Her  religion  was  so  full  of  joy  that  it 
made  her  character  strong,  but  gentle 
and  tender.  She  was  an  earnest  stu- 
dent of  the  Bible,  and  her  home  was 
made  beautiful  by  her  steadfast  and 
unostentatious  piety  and  habitual 
cheerfulness. 

Into  this  home  came  two  daugh- 
ters and  six  sons,  (one  of  the  daughters 
and  one  of  the  sons  died  in  infancy). 
To  her  family  she  gave  her  heart's  de- 


votion. "Her  children  arise  up  and 
call  her  blessed,"  and  her  grandchildren 
love  to  think  "of  the  unfeigned  faith 
which  dwelt  in  the  grandmother  Lois.;' 

While  her  life  was  not  always  one 
of  ease,  yet  she  accepted  her  work 
cheerfully  and  was  happy  in  doing  not 
only  for  her  own  home,  but  for  other 
homes,  as  many  would  testify. 

In  after  years  when  her  children 
were  located  in  Milwaukee  and  Chica- 
go, she  with  her  husband  made  fre- 
quent visits  to  their  homes.  The  last 
visit  being  in  i860  when  they  both  en- 
tered so  heartily  into  the  spirit  of  the 
convention  which  nominated  Abraham 
Lincoln  for  President.  Not  long  after 
this  visit  she  became  ill.  On  Sab- 
bath morning  at  sunrise,  May  26,  1861, 
after  saying  "Good  morning"  to  the 
members  of  her  family,  and  speaking  a 
word  of  comfort  to  each  one,  she 
peacefully  "entered  into  rest,"  and  her 
going  away  "opened  wider  the  gates" 
to  the  land  that  is  better. 

Her  remains  are  resting  in  Char- 
lotte, Vermont.  On  the  monument 
are  the  words  of  the  hymn  she  loved 
to  sing:  "I  know  that  my  Redeemer 
liveth."

As  a  proof  of  the 
importance  of  such  advertisements,  a 
prominent  business  firm  in  Chicago, 
considered  one  page  for  three  weeks 
in  a  crowded  theatre  program,  worth 
$65.00.  Our  page  in  the  Glee  Club 
program  is  one  of  two  "ads"  and  is  dis- 
tributed over  two  states.

Stentor  Election. 

As  has  been  noticed  by  the  an- 
nouncements on  the  bulletin  boards 
the  STENTOR  elections  will  take  place 
this  year  earlier  than  usual.  The  rea- 
sons for  this  change  are  several.  You 
will  remember  that  a  few  weeks  ago  it 
was  suggested  in  these  columns  that 
the  Business  Manager  be  elected  early 
enough  in  the  year  to  give  him.  an 
opportunity  to  become  acquainted  with 
the  work  while  the  old  manager  was 
still  in  office  and  thus    be    less    handi- 
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capped  at  the  beginning  of  the  new 
year. 

For  a  similar  reason  it  has  been 
thought  wise  to  change  the  time  of  the 
election  of  the  entire  STENTOR  Board. 
The  proposition  is,  that  the  new  Board 
as  soon  as  elected  will  enter  at  once 
upon  the  duties  of  office — with  the 
exception  of  the  Business  Manager, 
who  of  necessity  must  remain  in  office 
throughout  the  year  for  business  rea- 
sons, but  with  whom  the  newly  elected 
Business  Manager  has  the  privilege  of 
working  for  the  remainder  of  that 
year,  thus  being  able  to  get  a  line  on 
his  business  for    the    succeeding    year. 

The  fact  that  the  rest  of  the  new 
Board  takes  charge  immediately  serves 
two  ends.  Primarily,  the  members  of 
the  new  Board  are  broken  into  the 
work  while  their  predecessors  are  still 
in  college  to  assist  by  suggestion  or 
otherwise,  thus  getting  them  well 
enough  acquainted  with  the  duties  to 
enable  them  to  begin  work  in  the  fall 
with  sufficient  experience  to  avoid  the 
usual  hitch.  Incidentally,  the  seniors 
who  may  be — and  there  are  generally 
some — on  the  retiring  Board  are  re- 
lieved at  the  time  of  year  when  they 
are  most  busy. 

This  scheme,  though  a  new  one  to 
Lake  Forest,  is  by  no  means  an  untried 
one.  Many  of  the  large  universities, 
especially  in  the  east,  are  following  it 
and  with  evident  satisfaction. 

TTEie  Present 
Sfteaatoir  Policy. 

After  Mr.  Robineau  resigned  from 
the  position  of  Editor-in-Chief  of  the 
STENTOR  shortly  before  the  holidays, 
it   will    be   remembered   that   the    re- 


mainder of  the  STENTOR  Board 
adopted  a  new  policy,  viz.,  instead  of 
having  an  editor-in-chief  the  several 
members  of  the  Board  in  turn  were  to 
take  charge  of  the  office  duties  and  be 
responsible  for  the  editorial  column 
for  a  single  issue. 

The  new  policy  was  an  experiment 
forced  upon  the  Board  by  existing 
conditions.  But  from  the  point  of 
view  of  the  Board,  at  least,  the  experi- 
ment has  proven  very  satisfactory. 
The  work  has  been  apportioned  so 
that  at  no  time  has  any  particular  per- 
son been  unduly  taxed  as  was  invar- 
iably the  case  when  'one  individual 
was  responsible  for  the  editorials  and 
general  make-up  of  the  paper  week 
after  week  throughout  the  year.  Then, 
too,  by  the  new  method  a  man  is  not 
prevented  from  keeping  up  his  class 
work. 

Again,  if  we  may  judge  from  the 
comment  of  STENTOR  readers  in 
general  the  new  policy  has  proven 
satisfactory  to  the  student  community, 
and  though  we  do  not  boast  of  any- 
thing near  perfection,  we  do  realize 
that  there  has  been  a  greater  variety 
both  in  the  editorials  and  the-  paper 
generally,  than  was  possible  under  the 
old  scheme.

B.  Ogden,  N.    Y.,    1858;    prepared    for 
college  at  Lockport,  N.   Y.;    has   been 
often  in  Europe  for  travel  and    stud}', 
especially  at  the  University  of  Leipzig, 
1884-5,  and   the  American    School    at 
Rome,  1900- 1 ;  since  leaving  Lake  For- 
est in  1889,  Mr.  Kelsey  has  been    Pro- 
fessor of  Latin  Language  and   Litera- 
ture at  the  University  of  Michigan.   He 
has    edited    Cicero's    "De    Senectute," 
Selections     from     Lucretius,     Caesar, 
Selections  from  Ovid,  Select  Orations 
from  Cicero,  and,  with  Professor  Zenos, 
Xenophon's    Anabasis.     He    has    also 
translated  and  edited  Mau's  "Pompeii, 
its    Life     and    Art,"    and    contributed 
largely  to   magazines  and   reviews    on 
both     educational    and    technical    sub- 
jects.

Lake  Forest  and  teaching  for^a]°short 
time  in  Beloit  he  went  to  Lawrence- 
ville  as  a  master  in  modern  language 
and  remained  there  seven  years;  dur- 
ing that  period  making  several  trips  to 
Germany  for  study.  Early  in  the  90's 
he  became  agent  for  North  and  Cen- 
tral New  Jersey  for  the  '^Northwestern 


Life  Insurance  Co.,  making  his  home 
at  Trenton.  Mr.  Whittlesey  was  very 
successful  in  business,  and  was  espec- 
ially interested  in  the  theoretical  side 
of  life  insurance,  making  a  good  many 
contributions  of  importance  to  insur- 
ance papers.  Married,  Miss  Wright  of 
Oberlin,  who  died  very  soon  after  the 
marriage.  Married,  1884,  Miss  Ella 
McPherson-,  a  student  in  Ferry  Hall 
while  he  was  teaching  in  the  College;

Nollen  and  listened  to  a  paper  on  Bar- 
rett Wendell's  "France  of  To-day," 
given  by  Professor  Edward  Baillot  of 
Northwestern  University.  Professor 
Baillot  began  his  talk  with  a  description 
of  child,  life  and  student  life  in  France, 
contrasting  them  with  conditions  in 
America.  He  also  give  a  short  dis- 
cussion of  army,  social  and  political 
questions  before  the  French  republic. 
One  of  the  most  interesting  of  these 
was  the  relations  between  Church  and 
State.  The  treatment  of  the  Church 
by  the  State  he  characterized  as  per- 
secution. Professor  Baillot  is  peculiar- 
ly fitted  to  speak  on  Wendell's  book, 
with  which  he  fully  agrees.  He  is  a 
Frenchman  by  birth  and  training,  hav- 
ing received  his  education  in  France 
and  later  served  in  the  army.  Since 
coming  to  this  country  he  has  kept  in 
touch  with  conditions  in  his  country 
by  frequent  visits.

FOOTBALL:  BATTLE  OR  SPORT? 

In  an  extended  article  which  ap- 
pears in  the  current  issue  of  the  Pacific 
Monthly,  President  David  Starr  Jordan 
of  Leland  Stanford  Junior  University, 
passes  another  severe  criticism  upon 
the  game  of  football  as  it  is  played  at 
present.  He  discussed  the  game  as  it 
was  played  in  1905,  and  comments  at 
length  upon  the  reformation  and  its 
effect.  He  admits  that  improvement 
has  been  made,  but  he  contends  that 
the  situation  is  still  filled  with  difficul- 
ties, and  advocates  the  adoption  of  the 
British  Rugby  substantially  as  it  is  now 
played  in  England,  Canada,  Australia 
and  New  Zealand.  His  discussion  is 
very  able,  shows  a  critical  appreciation 
of  the  present  situation,  and  gives 
much  interesting  information  regard- 
ing Rugby.  Its  general  tone  will  be 
readily  inferred  from  the  following 
quotation:

NEW  FIELD  FOR  COLLEGE  MEN 

Dr.  Richard  D.  Harlan  has  recent- 
ly returned  from  a  tour  of  England 
and  France  and  has  issued  a  statement 
declaring  that  the  United  States  is  ex- 
ceedingly backward  in  training  and 
educating  men  for  the  consular  service. 

When  Dr.  Harlan  went  abroad  he 
had  in  mind  particularly  to  investigate 
two  schools  in  England  and  France 
which  have  acquired  a  wide  reputation 
for  their  practical  methods  of  prepar- 
ing young  men  for  diplomatic  careers. 
These  are  the  great  Ecole  des  Sciences 
Politiques,  Paris,  and  the  London 
School  of  Economics  and  Political 
Sciences,  wlich  in  many  respects  must 


serve  as  models  for  the  organized 
school  of  diplomacy  which  has  been  in 
progress  of  upbuilding  in  Washington 
since  1898  and  with  which  Dr.  Harlan 
has  been  connected  since  leaving  Lake 
Forest.

The  third  Quadrennial  Labor  day 
was  recently  held  at  Califoria  universi- 
ty. About  750  men  turned  out  and 
represent  their  representative  colleges 
and  helped  level  a  large  plot  of  ground 
near  the  athletic  field,  Refreshments 
■were  served  at  noon  by  the  co-eds  and 
fake  games  were  held  in  the  afternoon. 

Columbia's  rowing  authorities  will 
spend  more  than  $11,000  in  the  main- 
tenance and  care  of  their  Varsity  eight 
four-oared  and  freshman  crews  this 
year,  and  the  season  consists  of  but 
three  important  regattas — the  dual 
match  with  Annopolis  on  May  9;  the 
American  Henley  on  May  23,  and  the 
Poughkeepsie  regatta  on  June  27. 

The  number  of  students  in  the 
colleges,  universities  and  higher  techni- 
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United  States  is 
estimated  at  120,000,  or  150  for  every 
100,000  of  the  population.  Of  this 
vast  number  the  state  universities 
contain  50,000  or  nearly  half.  The 
Universities,  including  state  institu- 
tions, of  the  North  Central  states  can 
claim  about  45,000  and  those  of  the 
North  Atlantic  states  about  3,5000. 
The  number  of  these  studying  in  the 
so-called  "learned  professions"  is 
approximately  7,000  in  schools  of  theol- 
ogy, 30,000  in  schools  of  medicine,  and 
15,000  in  schools  of  law.  The  others 
are  taking  engineering,  agriculture, 
arts,  and  practical  sciences. — Nebras- 
kan. 

In  the  Michigan  Daily.  "A  Michi- 
gan Rooter"  reviews  the  athletic  pros- 
pect of  Michigan  since  its  withdrawal 
from  the  conference,  and  points  out 
that  Michigan's  eastern  games  are 
likely  to  result  in  financial  loss.  He 
further  prophesies  that  if  Michigan 
shows  that  she  can  beat  the  great 
eastern  universities  in  football,  they 
are  likely  to  refuse  to  play  the  Michi- 
gan teams,  and  thus  leave  the  Wolver- 
ine institution  in  the  lurch. 

The  elocution  department  of 
Syracuse  University  has  made  a  new 
departure  in  what  is  termed  the 
"laboratory"  method  of  public  speak- 
ing for  upper  classmen.  Speakers  will 
be  furnished  upon  request  for  func- 
tions of  all  kinds,  in  the  towns  and  vil- 
lages of  the  vicinity.  The  object  of 
the  work  is  to  give  practical  experience 
to  those  taking  part,  to  supply  a  need 
of  small  towns  and  to  spread  the  name 
and  influence  of  Syracuse  University.

From  the  general  sentiment  of 
the  members  of  the  Glee  Club,  the 
trip  which  was  made  during  the  spring 
vacation  was  from  nearly  every  point 
of  view,  the  most  successful  trip  that 
the  Club  has  had  since  its  reorganiza- 
tion.

Monday  was  an  off  day  so  everyone 
had  a  chance  to    rest  up.     Tuesday  af- 
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ternoon  the  men  went  to  sing  for  an 
ex  Glee  Club  man  "Skin"  Harvey,  who 
was  confined  in  the  hospital.  About 
nine  hundred  people  were  present  at 
the  concert  Tuesday  night — the  initial 
public  entertainment  in  the  new 
Knights  of  Pythias  auditorium.  A 
short  reception  was  tendered  the  men 
after  the  concert. 

At  Fowler,  Ind.,  the  next  stop, 
the  best  concert  of  the  trip  was  given 
before  the  smallest  audience  that  the 
Club  has  sung  before  this  year.  The 
audience  was  not  small  in  appreciation 
however,  even  if  it  was  in  numbers. 
And  the  entertainment  of  the  men  by 
the  people  of  the  town  was  all  that 
could  be  asked. 

Sheldon,  that  village  which  so 
royally  entertained  the  men  last  year, 
was  next  on  the  schedule.  All  the 
Lake  Forest  boys  were  home,  and 
everyone  turned  out  to  hear  "Denny" 
sing  his  sole  The  Sheldon  people 
again  showed  themselves  in  class  A 
when  it  comes  to  h'ospitality  and  ev- 
eryone left  .Friday  afternoon  feeling 
that  Sheldon  was  all  right  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  it  developed  "Bud's"  laugh. 

The  final  concert  of  the  trip  was 
given  in  the  Kankakee  High  School 
auditorium  Friday  night.  The  people 
evidently  remembered  that  there  was 
something  doing  three  years  ago  when 
the  Club  paid  a  visit  to  Kankakee  for 
a  large  and  very  enthusiastic  audience 
kept  the  leader  busy  thinking  up  all 
the  extra  encores.  Saturday  morning 
the  Club  broke  up  and  the  men  de- 
parted in  various  directions  to  spend 
the  remaining    three  days  of  vacation.

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SPORTS  AT  THE  COLLEGES  CRYING  EVIL 
SAYS  ELIOT. 

Cambridge,  Mass.,  April  16. — In 
the  opinion  of  President  Charles  W. 
Eliot  of  Harvard  university  as  embod- 
ied in  his  annual  report  to  the  board  of 
overseers  today  the  exaggeration  of 
athletic  sports  in  schools  and  colleges 
remains  a  crying  evil. 

In  general  criticism  of  college 
sports  he  reiterated  his  previously  ex- 
pressed opinions  regarding  football, 
classing  it  as  "the  least  useful  of  all 
the  games." 

"The  means  of  repressing  the  pre- 
vailing exaggeration  of  athletic  sports 
is  obvious,  as  was  stated  in  the  last  re- 
port," says  President  Eliot.  "  The  num- 
ber of  intercollegiate  contests  should 
be  reduced  to  two  in  each  sport  dur- 
ing any  one  season,  the  rest  of  the 
competition  in  each  sport  being  exclu- 
sively home  competition. 

"The  American  modifications  of 
Rugby  football  have  now  been  played 
long  enough  to  make  possible  a  judg- 
ment as  to  the  success  of  eminent  foot- 
ball players  in  after  life  and  the  verdict 
is  what  might  have  been  expected. 

"The  weight  and  insensitiveness 
needed  in  the  football  line  are  not  the 
bodily  qualities  which  best  serve  the 
man  who  must  make  his  living  by 
quick,  accurate,  and  inventive  thinking. 

"To  get  accustomed  to  make  one's 
greatest  exertions  in  the  presence  of 
shouting  thousands  and  of  the  news- 
paper extra  is  bad  preparation  for  the 
struggles  of  professional  men,  who 
must  generally  do  their  best  work  quite 
alone  or  in  the  presence  of  a  few  criti- 
cal observers. 

"Even  for  modern  warfare  the 
violent  competitive  sports  afford  nc 
appropriate  preparation,  inasmuch  as 
in  real  warfare  the  combatants  seldom 
see  each  other." — Chicago  Tribune.

A  class,  that  under  the  guise  of 
initiative  sets  at  naught  the  advice  of 
upper  classmen  and  insolently  disre- 
gards college  traditions,  is  worthy  caus- 
tic censure.

Whether  they  shirk  the 
responsibility  that  a  banquet  entails — 
whether  they  fear  the  class  lacks  the 
wit  to  make  a  banquet  a  success — or 
whether  it  is  that  they  merely  take 
this  opportunity  to  flaunt  their  arro- 
gance in  the  faces  of  the  upper  class- 
men, would  be  hard  to  say.  In  the 
eyes  of  the  college,  however,  the  class 
of  'io  has  made  a  vital  error  which 
alone  can  be  remedied  by  a  reconsidera- 
tion of  their  decision  and  a  judgement 
in  favor  of  the  banquet. 


A  New  Prize. 

The  President's  Prize  of  twenty- 
five  dollars,  which  in  former  years  has 
been  awarded  for  general  excellence 
in  English  Composition,  this  year  will 
be  withdrawn.  In  its  place  a  like  prize 
will  be  given  for  excellence  in  the  oral 
discussion  of  a  topic  of  public  interest. 
A  committee  of  the  faculty  will  select 
four  or  five  seniors  who  have  dis- 
tinguished themselves  in  a  multiplicity 
of  interests.  In  summing  up  the  merits 
of  the  individuals  to  be  chosen,  the 
all  around  athlete  or  club  or  society 
person  who  has  drawn  B's  will  prob- 
ably be  given  preference  over  the 
mere  grind  who  has  his  full  quota  of  A's. 

The  contest  will  take  place  in  the 
chapel  during  commencement  week, 
and  while  it  is  in  no  sense  a  debate, 
each  speaker  will  attack  the  other's 
views  and  be  given  a  few  minutes  for 
refutation.  That  the  discussion  be 
not  too  formal  and  studied,  the  order 
of  speaking  will  not  be  determined 
until  lots  are  drawn  a  few  minutes  be- 
fore it  begins. 

This  plan  seems  vastly  superior 
to  the  old  one  of  awarding  a  prize  for 
work  whose  excellence  is  known  only 
to  his  instructor  and  to  those  of  his 
intimate  friends  to  whom  he  shows  his 
composition.  Without  doubt  this  con- 
test will  arouse  considerable  enthusiasm 
because  the  students  in  it  are  those 
thoroughly  representative  ones  in 
whom  we  are  all  interested. 


Lake  Forest  College  may  well  be 
congratulated  for  turning  out  men  who 
not  only  "do"  things  in  college  but  con- 
tinue to  do  them  after  they  have 
graduated.  We  congratulate  Mr.  Pal- 
mer for  his  splendid  work  in  the  debate 
last  Friday  and  hope  that  his  success 
may  continue. 
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Changes  in  Schedule 
of  Admission  and 
Course  of  Study. 

The  faculty  and  trustees  have 
definitely  adopted  a  new  schedule  of 
admission  requirements  contemplating 
•sixteen  instead  of  twelve  required 
■units  of  high  school  work.  The  old 
requirements  of  twelve  units  figure  on 
a  basis  of  three  periods  per  day  in 
high  school.  But  the  high  school 
throughout  the  country  has  four  per- 
iods instead  of  three, 

A  slight  change  in  the  course  of 
study  has  also  been  made,  and  instead 
of  the  single  major  system,  the  group 
system  has  been  adopted.  In  the  lat- 
ter system  each  group  has  two  majors 
instead  of  one.  The  idea  expressed 
by  this  change  is  to  do  away  with  radi- 
cal specialization  by  some  and  also  to 
enable  other  students  to  get  more  than 
asmattering  of  many  subjects. 


A  POINTER   FOR  THE  REMAINDER  OF 
THE  YEAR. 

As  we  go  rapidly  onward  through 
the  work,  thinking  only  of  that  which 
we  have  to  do  today,  we  are  oblivious 
to  the  fact  that  ere  long  we  will  have 
completed  one  more  year  in  our  col- 
lege career.  So  right  now  let  us  stop 
a  moment  and  consider  how  we  can 
make  the  most  of  the  few  short  weeks 
that  remain.  Then  while  in  this  mood 
the  thought  of  next  year  arises.  How 
many  of  us  are  doing  our  duty  to 
Alma  Mater  in  regard  to  new  students? 
If  each  individual  in  College  would  do 
his  part  toward  getting  the  right  sort 
of  people  here  we  could  make  next 
year'saddition  to  the  student  body  one 
of  the  very  finest. 

In  this  connection  it  is  fitting  to 
say  that  our  President  has  been  busy 
along  this  line  of  work  recently.  Last

Among  the  high  school 
principals  a  strong  interest  was  ex- 
pressed toward  directing  pupils  to 
take  up  college  work.  And  the  feel- 
ing among  these  principals  was  a 
kindly  one,  not  only  in  favor  of  the 
college  in  general,  but  a  cordial  feeling 
exist  toward  Lake  Forest.  Every- 
where the  alumnae  showed  the  keenest 
interest  in  the  welfare  of  their  Alma 
Mater. 


Y.  M.  C.  A. 

Mr.  William  Mather  Lewis  of  the 
Academy,  gave  one  of  the  most  in- 
structive and  helpful  talks  at  Y.  M.  C. 
A.  meeting  last  Thursday  that  it  has 
been  the  privilege  of  the  association  to 
hear  this  year.  His  topic  was  "Render 
therefore  unto  Caesar  the  things  that 
are  Caesar's  and  unto  God  the  things 
that  are  God's." 

He  showed  how  the  ordinary 
American  is  prone  to  disregard  the 
law  and  said  that  he  believed  it  one  ot 
the  first  duties  of  an  educational  insti- 
tution to  make  honest,  law  abiding 
citizens  out  of  its  men.  To  become 
such  a  citizen,  he  said,  a  man  must  train 
himself  in  that  direction  during  his 
school  years  since  that  is  the  formative 
period  of  a  man's  life.

FORMER  PRESIDENT  HERE. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  stu- 
dents did  not  make  a  more  earnest 
endeavor  to  render  agreeable  the  short 
visit  former  President  Harlan  made  on- 
our  campus  the  afternoon  of  May  day. 
Dr.  Harlan  is  at  present  in  Chicago  in> 
the  interests  of  the  George  Washing- 
ton University  where  it  is  planned  to> 
establish  a  training  school'  for  the  con- 
sular and  diplomatic  service.  The 
movement  which  is  attracting  the 
attention  of  the  commercial,  govern- 
mental and  scholastic  world,  was  re- 
cently outlined  by  Dr.  Harlan  at  a. 
meeting  of  the  Chicago  members  of  the 
National  Business  League  of  America.. 

"The  primary  object  of  the  Col- 
lege is  to  give  a  general  education  in 
the  political  sciences  as  well  as  in- 
social,  political  and  economic  history 
and  lay  a  solid  foundation  for  speciali- 
zation in  certain  of  the  learned  profes- 
sions. The  secondary  purpose  is  to 
give  by  means  of  graduate  courses  a. 
comprehensive  and  specialized  train- 
ing in  the  political  sciences 
In  order  to  develop  the  College  of  the 
Political  Sciences  into  a  great  training; 
place  for  consuls  and  diplomats  a 
guaranty  fund  of  $25,000  a  ye^r  will  be 
necessary  and  it  is  to  the  accomplish- 
ment of  this  end  that  Dr.  Harlan  \s- 
now  largely  bending  his  efforts."

There  are  very  few  students  in 
the  College  who  are  likely  to  be  at- 
tacked with  brain  fag  brought  on  by 
overstudy;  but  there  are  numbers  of 
them  who  about  this  time  of  the  year 
catch  an  acute  attack  of  laziness  and 
only  manage  to  get  through  their 
recitations  in  a  slip-shod  manner. 

The  world  over  people  feel  a  dis- 
taste for  work  during  the  first  agreeable 
days  of  spring  and  it  is  a  most  natural 
thing  to  slam  your  books  into  a  corner 
and  go  for  a  walk.  Also  you  get  more 
ideas,  more  religion  and  more  of  practi- 
cal value  out  of  an  afternoon  or  even- 
ing walk  than  in  thrice  that  time  spent 
in  poring  over  books,  but  your  in- 
structors   overlook   this    fact    entirely 
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and  demand  the  regular  standard  of 
work.  And  there  is  but  one  thing  to 
do — stop  walking  and  keep  up  your 
work,  unless  of  course,  you  are  clever 
enough  to  do  both  well. 

But  do  not  forget  that  the  faculty 
have  made  the  requirements  for  pass- 
ing harder  this  year  and  that  you .  can 
not  slip  through  so  easily  as  last.  Re- 
member that  a  good  showing  the  last 
month  quite  offsets  two  correspond- 
ingly bad  ones  at  the  beginning  of  the 
semester,  so  catch  your  second  wind, 
get  on  your  toes  and  "come  in  well  on 
the  home  stretch." 


The  Increased 
Dormitory  Fee. 

During  the  past  week  a  new  sche- 
dule for  the  rental  of  rooms  in  the 
new  dormitories  has  been  put  upon 
the  bulletin  boards  showing  an  increase 
in  price  of  from  $5  to  $10  per  room. 
We  feel  that  it  will  be  the  general 
opinion  of  the  men  that  the  increase 
is  not  an  unjust  one.  There  are  few 
colleges  that  furnish  such  excellent 
dormitories  as  Harlan  and  Blackstone 
Halls  at  such  a  low  figure.  Indeed  it 
is  a  rare  thing  to  find  among  the  small 
colleges,  such  good  accomodations  for 
living  at  any  figure.  But  there  is  one 
thing  that  we  should  like  to  know. 
Are  the  rentals  to  be  pushed  up  every 
year  as  they  have  this  year?  Some 
men  have  to  calculate  their  expense 
accounts  from  year  to  year  pretty  care- 
fully. Others  are  given  the  same 
amount  from  year  to  year  to  see  them 
through.  If  expenses  are  changed 
from  year  to  year  their  calculations 
are  upset  and  they  are  inconvenienced. 
We  do  not  object  to  the  raise  but  we 
should  like  to  see  it  come  all  in  a  lump 
— once  and  for  all.  Then  we  can  know 
on  what  basis  to  figure  in  making  up 
next  year's  budget.

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The  Sophomore  Play 


It  was  commencement  week  at  a 
small  college  in  the  state  of  Washing- 
ton. The  year's  work  was  over.  The 
freshman  class  wished  to  celebrate  the 
beginning  of  the  summer's  vacation  by 
an  automobile  ride  on  Monday  after- 
noon.

They 
dressed  him  and  took  him  out  where 
much  to  his  dismay  he  found  awaiting 
him  the  very  automobile  in  which  he 
had  enjoyed  such  a  pleasant  ride  just 
the  day  before.  He  was  invited  to 
enter,  and,  strongly  urged  by  his  fa- 
miliar companion,  the  barrel  stave,  he 
accepted  the  invitation.  The  com- 
motion brought  several  sophs  to  the 
windows  just  in  time  to  see  their  chief- 
tain leave.  Imagine  their  surprise, 
their  anger.  What  was  to  be  done? 
Every  sophomore  was  awakened  and 
told  the  awful  story.  Some  of  them 
cursed.  They  would  break  the  neck 
of  the  first  freshman  they  could  lay 
hands  on.  But  not  a  freshman  could 
be  found.  They  were  really  having 
their  automobile  ride.  Suddenly  the 
real  significance  of  it  all  dawned  upon 
them.

which  was  conducted  in  Holt  Chapel 
last  Friday  evening  and  Beloit's  ''gent- 
lemen of  the  negative" — J.  Candy,  H. 
Yahn  and  D.  Williams — succeeded  in 
securing  an  unanimcus  decision  over 
our  19ns  as  represented  by  S.  D. 
Marquis,  D.  A.  Tomlinson  and  C.  D. 
Murphy.  President  Nollen  presided 
and  Professor  W.  E.  Hotchkiss  of 
Northwestern  University,  Mr.  E.  S. 
Whitney  of  Chicago,  and  Mr.  A.  R. 
Williams. of  Highland  Park  were  the 
judges. 

To  briefly  "sum  up"  the  features 
of  the  contest  we  would  say  that  the 
visitors  excelled  in  oratorical  delivery 
while  the  local  team  was  the  better  in 
actual  argumentation.  The  well- 
learned  speeches  of  the  negative  were 
elements  in  an  outline,  the  clearness  of 
which  was  cautiously  guarded  by  re- 
fraining from  introducing  direct  re- 
buttal except  in  the  case  of  the  first 
speaker.

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DIPHTHERIA  AND  SCARLET  FEVER  SCARE 

On  Sunday,  May  17th  a  well  de- 
veloped case  of  diphtheria  was  found 
in  Ferry  Hall  and  almost  at  the  same 
time  a  scarlet  fever  patient  was  placed 
under  the  physician's  care  a:  Lois 
Durand  Hall.  Within  a  day  seven 
more  light  cases  of  diphtheria  devel- 
oped at  the  Seminary  and  the  patients 
were  immediately  isolated  in  the  old 
North  School  building.  The  scarlet 
fever  patient  was  also  exiled  and  very 
fortunately  no  more  symptoms  have 
been  found  among  the  college  women. 
One  of  the  diphtheria  patients  after- 
ward developed  a  complication  of 
scarlet  fever  and  was  removed  from 
the  North  School  to  campus  engineer 
Waddell's  home  which  was  hurriedly 
vacated  for  that  purpose.  During  the 
week  no  new  symptoms  have  appeared 
and  we  safely  say  that  the  danger  of 
further  spread  of  the  diseases  is  now 
past.  The  attitude  of  the  entire  Stu- 
dent body  during  the  time  of  anxiety 
has  been  all  that  could  be  asked.  No 
sign  of  a  panic  appeared  and  all  worked 
together  to  aid  the  authorities  in  pre- 
venting any  further  developments.

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THE  COLLEGE  PICNIC. 

In  accordance  with  the  plan  that  a 
day  be  set  aside  each  year  for  a  "Col-

The  Final  Exercises — A  Strong  and  Practical 
Address — The  Largest  Class  is  Graduated 


The  graduation  exercises  of  the 
class  of  1908  were  simple,  brief  and 
dignified.  The  weather  of  the  morn- 
ing was  agreeable  and  an  audience 
which  comfortably  filled  the  Reid 
Memorial  Chapel  awaited  the  arrival 
of  the  academic  procession,  which 
followed  Professor  Thomas,  the  mar- 
shal, in  the  following  order: 

President  Nollen  and  the  speaker 
of  the  day,  Mr.  C.  L.  Hutchinson,  of 
Chicago. 

Members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
Messrs.  Boyle,  Crosby,  Dick,  Norton 
and  Swift. 

The  College  Faculty,  in  order  of 
seniority. 

The  class  of  1908,  thirty  strong. 

After  an  invocation  by  Dr.  Boyle, 
and  the  singing  of  hymn  No  153 
("Lord  of  all  Being,  Throned  Afar") 
the  President  introduced  Mr.  Hutchin- 
son, announcing  his  subject  as  "The 
College  Close  and  the  Business  World." 
Our  space  will  not  permit  us  to  give 
even  an  abstract  of  this  address.  We 
hope  it  will  be  printed  separately. 
It  was  not  long,  its  main  points  were 
easily  grasped,  it  was  relieved  by  a  few 
apt  stories  and  many  striking  epigrams, 
and  both  its  content  and  the  manner 
of  its  utterance  showed  convincingly 
in  the    speaker   himself   the    union    of 


power,  culture,  and  breadth  of  view. 
"Work  is  the  great  educator,  nothing 
is  more  dangerous  than  leisure.  Ten 
times  as  many  men  are  engaged  in 
business  as  in  the  professions,  and  the 
basis  and  working  principal  of  business 
is,  above  all,  integrity.  Commerce 
preserves  law,  and  was  the  basis  of 
both  the  material  prosperity  and  the 
intellectual  leadership  of  Greece, 
Florence,  Holland.  The  college  course 
does  not  increase  the  chance  of  acquir- 
ing wealth,  but  neither  does  high  intel- 
lectual development  usually  go  with 
the  acquisition  of  great  riches.  A 
college  career  is  not  to  be  looked  upon 
as  a  means  to  an  end,  but  as  an  end  in 
itself.  The  educated  business  man 
can  and  will  have  time  for  aesthetics, 
for  citizenship  and  religion.  A  man's 
answer  to  the  two  questions  "What 
Ought  I  to  do  as  a  Citizen?"  and  "What 
am  I  to  do?"  are  the  test  of  good  citi- 
zenship. And  finally,  service  in  the 
higher  kingdom  is  an  essential  of  life."

The  degrees  were  then  conferred 
upon  the  graduates  of  the  year,  after 
which  President  Nollen  made  a  brief 
statement,  as  follows,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  its  opening  paragraph: 

"At  the  present  time  the  total  invest- 
ment at  Lake  Forest,  in  grounds  and  build- 
ings for  the  three  institutions,  amounts  to 
approximately  $900,000.  The  total  funds 
and  property  for  endowment  in  the  hands 
of  the  trustees  for  all  purposes  amount  to 
over  $700,000.  The  total  investment  in  the 
educational  work  in  Lake  Forest  from  the 
beginning  to  the  present  day,  including 
plant,  endowment  and  current  expense 
funds,  is  estimated  at  $2,000,000.  Of  this 
great  sum  about  two-thirds  has  been  given 
first  and  last  by  Trustees  and  their  families, 
and  three-fourths  by  Trustees  and  other 
residents  of  Lake  Forest.  Practically  all 
the  rest  has  been  contributed  by  citizens  of 
Chicago.  Meanwhile  the  service  of  the  in- 
stitution has  a  very  wide  extent.  For  the 
year  just  closed  the  student  body  was  re- 
cruited from  thirty-one  states,  Canada  and 
the  Philippine  Islands.  The  graduates  of 
the  institution,  numbering  many  hundreds, 
are  found  in  every  part  of  this  country  and 
in  many  foreign  lands. 

During  the  past  two  years  over  two 
hundred  thousand  dollars  has  been  added  to 
the  equipment  and  funds  of  the  institution. 
A  number  of  most  valuable  new  buildings 


has  been  erected  during  this  time;  the 
Academy  Gymnasium,  to  which  the  princi- 
pal contribution  was  made  by  Mr.  Louis  F. 
Swift;  Blackstone  and  Harlan  Halls,  the 
munificent  gift  of  Mrs.  T.  B.  Blackstone; 
the  Calvin  Durand  Commons,  the  generous 
gift  of  Mr.  Calvin  Durand.  supplemented  by 
an  important  contribution  by  Mr.  A.  B. 
Dick;  the  Carnegie  Science  Building,  given 
by  Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie,  on  condition  of 
the  raising  of  an  endowment  fund  of 
$30,000;  this  fund  was  contributed  almost 
altogether  by  members  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  who  have  also  made  large  gifts  to 
current  expense  funds. 

The  equipment  of  the  institution  is  now 
exceptionally  good,  especially  for  the  resi- 
dence of  students.  There  is  further  need  of 
a  dining-hall  and  a  gymnasium  at  Ferry 
Hall  and  of  a  building  for  Chemistry  at  the 
College.  There  is  most  urgent  immediate 
need  for  additional  endowment  for  profes- 
sors' salaries,  for  faculty  houses,  for  the 
library  and  for  scholarships.  The  minimum, 
amount  that  will  place  our  present  force 
and  plant  on  a  good  financial  basis  is 
$500,000.  The  raising  of  this  sum  would  not 
mean  great  expansion,  but  would  simply 
enable  us  to  provide  in  an  adequate  way  for 
the  educational  work  now  being  done  at 
Lake  Forest.  The  Trustees  have  determin- 
ed to  address  themselves  to  the  securing  of 
this  addition  of  $500,000  to  the  resources  of 
the  institution.  They  feel  that  the  sterling 
work  of  the  past  is  a  guarantee  of  faithful- 
ness and  usefulness  in  the  future ;  that  there 
is  every  reason  why  the  great  historic 
church,  under  whose  auspices  Lake  Forest 
has  always  stood,  and  the  friends  of  Christ- 
ian education  in  general,  should  still  sup- 
port the  educational  work  of  Lake  Forest 
and  equip  it  fully  to  meet  the  unique  oppor- 
tunity offered  here  for  a  service  that  shall 
be  great  in  its  excellence  rather  than  in  the 
showing  of  mere  numbers." 

The  exercises  were  then  concluded 
with  the  singing  of  the  college  song 
and  the  closing  prayer  and  benediction, 
pronounced  by  Rev.  E.  C.  Curtis, 
D.  D.,  of  Chicago.  The  account  of  the 
exercises  would  be  imperfect  without 
allusion  to  the  delightful  music  which 
the  Vilim  Septette  rendered  in  the 
intervals  of  the  program.

Dr.  Butler,  Professor  of  Education, 
of  the  University  of  Chicago,  gave  a 
most  inspiring  and  helpful  address  to 
each  one  present  in  which  he  told  us 
just  what  education  is  and  what  is 
expected  of  the  student  after  gradua- 
tion. Dr.  Butler  explained  how  there 
is  never  an  end  to  our  education  and 
also  pointed  out  four  things  which  the 
world  demanded  of  the  school  in  re- 
spect to  its  graduates.  These  are  that 
they  shall  be  able  to  understand  the 
world  to  which  they  are  related  and 
that  they  shall  each  be  equipped  with 
culture,  power  and  character.  Each 
individual  must  be  trained  for  a  speci- 
fic calling  and  must  be  able  to  main- 
tain herself  in  her  own  vocation.  And 
what  more  definite  calling  is  there  for 
the  cultured  woman  than  a  position  in 
the  home,  community,  and  church;  for 
her  influence  is  a  positive  one  and  shows 
itself  in  the  world  at  large.  The 
school  demands  promptness,  earnest- 
ness and  honesty  and  also  insists  up- 
on each  taking  her  part. 

Miss  Hughes  spoke  her  last  few 
words  to  the  graduates  before  making 
them  alumnae  by  presenting  the 
diplomas.  The  point  she  emphasized 
was  the  high  standard  of  honesty 
which  the  school  endeavors  to  place 
before  all  of  its  girls. 

Dr.  Boyle  then  awarded  the  prize 
for  essays  which  he  offered  early  in 
the  year.  Miss  Maud  Rogers  received 
the  prize  for  the  best  essay  on  "The 
Changing  Centuries  and  the  Abiding- 
Christ;"  Miss  Cora  Mae  Lane  the  prize 
foi  the  essay  on  "John  the  Beloved" 
and  Miss  Marjory  Marsh  the  prize  for 
the  essay  "Mary  the  Mother  of  Christ." 
The  prizes  were  each  Edersheim's 
"Life    of   Christ."

BOOK  REVIEWS. 

Winston  Churchill  in  his  latest  novel 
Mr.  Crewe's  Career  throws  mnch  light 
on  state  politics,  specifically  that  of  New 
Jersey. 

The  literary  quality  of  the  book  is 
secondary  to  the  very  good  treatment  in 
description  of  the  railroads'  relation  to 
sta&e  government.  To  the  person  then 
who  is  in  any  way  interested  in  political 
conditions  the  book  is  most  attractive,  but 
to  one  who  looks  for  a  well:formed  literary 
work  Mr.  Creive's  Career  will  be  a  disap- 
pointment. In  his  zeal  to  narrate  almost 
parallel  experiences  of  his  own  in  politics 
he  neglects  to  develop  some  excellent 
character  possibilities. 


The  love  story  is  good  though  slighted. 
It  deals  with  a  wild  young  giant  who  after 
sending  a  man  to  a  hospital  out  West  with 
a  gun  shot  wound,  settles  down  in  his  home 
town  in  New  Hampshire  to  the  conscien- 
cious  practice  of  law  against  his  father  and 
the  railroads..  To  make  matters  complex 
he  falls  in  love  with  the  railroad  president's 
daughter.  We  lose  sight  of  them  too  often 
to  deal  with  Mr.  Crewe,  a  millionaire  who 
decides  to  reform  local  politics.  The 
young  lawyer  with  his  love  affair  is  more 
interesting  than  Mr.  Crewe  and  his  career 
as  a  guileless  though  "thorough"  man  with 
an  almost  inhuman  confidence  in  himself. 
Mr.  Churchill's  idea  evidently  was  to  give 
us  a  good  political  tract  in  garments  of  a 
novel.  Both  phases  of  the  book  are  in- 
teresting and  slighted  and  show  spots  of  a 
master  pen. 

Though  not  as  good  as  his  former 
productions,  Richard  Carvel  and  The  Crisis 
it  ranks  well  with  Conoston  and  The  Cross- 
ing and  we  will  read  it  again. 

The  Bobbs-Merrill  Company  have  sent 
us  a  volume  of  Senator  E.  J.  Beveridge's 
speeches  which  is  acceptabte  in  more  ways 
than  one.  The  book  is  well  edited  and 
every  speech  worth  reading.  The  true 
eloquence  of  Mr.  Beveridge  is  there  in 
print  and  The  Meaning  of  the  Times  good 
reading. 

The  Coast  of  Chance,  by  Esther  and  Lu- 
cia Chamberlain,  and  published  by  Bobbs, 
Merrill  Company,  is  an  entertaining  tho  not 
masterful  tale  of  mystery,  the  plot  center- 
ing around  the  theft  of  a  valuable  ring  by  a 
"high  society"  man.  Incidentally  there  is 
a  love  affair  between  the  unjustly  suspected 
man  and  the  principal  woman  of  the  story, 
who  could  not  be  quite  classified  as  a  hero- 
ine. 

There  are  several  good  dramatic  scenes 
and  we  like  several  of  the  characters.  The 
story  is  one  to  arouse  interest,  but  not  more 
than  passing  praise  as  a  literary  product.
